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UN casually list angers Major 

Mercy flights 

to cariy only 
four children

A FURIOUS John Major last 
night demanded to know why 
there are only four children on 
a UN list of Bosnian casualties 
to be flown abroad for emer¬ 
gency treatment. 

The prime minister ordered 
an urgent enquiry immediate¬ 
ly after returning home from 
Sweden, where he had an¬ 
nounced that “Operation 
Irma" would fly 41 patients 
out of Sarajevo. Downing 
Street had expected half erf 
those patients to be children, 
but a British doctor said 
yesterday that there were only 
four on the list: most were 
adult “walking wounded** who 
were living at home. Two 
children and 15 adults are 
expected to fly to Britain 
tomorrow. 

Wing Commander Andy 
Mitchell, who went to Saraje¬ 
vo to prepare the sick for their 
journeys, said he had found

six children at Kbsevo hospital 
whom he thought should be 
moved out These included 
“another Irma”, a reference to 
five-year-old Irma Hadzhnur- 
atovic who was brought to 
London suffering from shrap¬ 
nel wounds on Monday. 

“We’ve got a list but it’s not 
the list the people in the UK 
are expecting." Dr Mitchell 
said. “I’ve just seen a little 
three-year-old girl, another 
Irma really. I feel she is a 
priority one case. I think she 
needs to be evacuated, but I 
am not sure if I can do 
anything for her. I want this 
child back. 1 want to get her on 
Sunday's flight-" 

Belma Shalaka howled in 
pain as he described her 
condition. Like Irma. Befrna 
has developed meningitis and 
is not responding to therapy. 
And. like Irma, she is not on 
the UN list. 

In another room. Dr Mitch¬ 
ell was cornered by a desper¬ 
ate mother who asked him to 
take five-year-old Avdic Nadic 
for treatment to a shrapnel 
wound. “Please take him to 
Britain, you are our hope." she 
said. The boy’s name was also 
missing from the list 
"I'm not sure how it was 
drawn up." Dr Mitchell said 
“I realise it was drawn up by a 
committee facing difficult ethi- 
cal decisions, but I have just 
seen children on the ward who

are not on die list who need 
immediate help." 

As a team of 29 doctors and 
nurses Sew out in a chartered 
Russian jet ready for the 
evacuation tomorrow. Down¬ 
ing Street confirmed that ur¬ 
gent questions were being 
asked of the UN High Com¬ 
missioner for Refugees and 
making plain the prime minis¬ 
ter’s anger at die chaos and 
confusion apparently- sur- -- 
rounding die airlift. 

Mr Major was said to be 
very angry that his hops of 
rescuing other young children 
like Inna were being thwart¬ 
ed. A Downing Street aide 
said: “The prime minister is 
upset about it and fed up. You 
can understand the disap¬ 
pointment and frustration at 
this. He is extremely interest¬ 
ed in the fate of these children. 
and agitated that the situation 
is not whai it seems." 

But a UNHCR spokeswom¬ 
an in Geneva hit back at the 
criticisms, saying that a key 
consideration in choosing pa¬ 
tients . for evacuation was 
whether their condition was 
sufficiently stable for diem to 
travel “A baby with fluid on 
its brain could not, maybe, 
survive a trip in an 
unpressurised 030 Hercules. 
We have to be very careful we 
don’t kill children when we 
move them." 

Asked about other children 
Dr Mitchell said should be 
flown out, die spokeswoman 


said: “There may be some of 
those children on the list, but 
they may not be scheduled to 
go on Sunday. A young doctor 
who has never been in a war 
zone, who spends two hours in 
Sarajevo, should not contra¬ 
dict the decisions of 18 or 19 
doctors who have very careful¬ 
ly put together the list of those 
most needy for evacuation." 

In bedding who should 
travel, four Sectors evaluate- 
each patient to determine the 
extent of their injuries and to 
make sure that adequate treat¬ 
ment is not available in Sara¬ 
jevo. In addition to the 41 
already approved, about 400 
cases are under consideration. 

Those patients that are cho¬ 
sen will be flown by Hercules 
plane to Ancona in northern 
Italy, where a hangar is being 
converted into a field hospital. 
Those destined for Britain will 
then be brought to London on 
board a Tupolev To-154 plane, 
which has had stretchers 
strapped across the seats and 
been loaded with medicines 
and equipment for hospitals in 
Bosnia. 

The Bosnian patients are 
expected to be treated in 
Birmingham, Leeds and 
London. Downing Street can- 
firmed last night that Britain 
would take more patients if 
necessary and that a second 
flight was standing by.

Resorts alerted after IRA strikes

POLICE at resorts round Brit¬ 
ain were on alert last night 
after an IRA gang tried to 
blow up Bournemouth pier 
and left a trail of incendiaries 
in the town’s main shopping 
areas. 

Nobody was injured in the 
attacks and holidaymakers 
were back on the beaches of 
the Dorset resort to enjoy the 
sun within hours of the sec¬ 
urity operations. Both Dorset 
police and Scotland Yard’s 
anti-terrorist branch believe 
the devices were the work of 
the IRA and intended to 
disrupt die resort on one of the 
busiest weeks of the year. 

At one stage yesterday the 
town centre was sealed off and 
about 150 shopkeepers were 


and check for more bombs. As 
police were still searching the 
town, new security alerts 
began further along the south 
coast, at Torquay and Brigh¬ 
ton, where a coded message 
claimed there were bombs on 
die beach and in shops. Noth¬ 
ing was found. 

The IRA has rarely struck at 
resorts, though both Black¬ 
pool and Brighton have been 
hit as they are venues for 
Conservative party confer¬ 
ences. In 1985 police foiled an 
IRA unit planning a mid¬ 
summer bombing campaign 
at 12 ports and resorts, includ¬ 
ing Bournemouth. 

In the latest mainland cam¬ 
paign the IRA has been silent 
for some months, but officers 
at Scotland Yard have private¬ 
ly wondered where die IRA 


might tun? to strike. The last 
attacks were in the north-east, 
and the IRA has developed a 
strategy of unpredictability to 
keep pofice and MI5 wrong¬ 
footed. 

In Bournemouth seven in¬ 
cendiary devices were planted 
at some time just before four of 
the town’s shops dosed on 
Thursday. Another device was 
left in a pile of deckchairs on 
the pier which left a hole in the 
pier decking. 

An unexploded device, in¬ 
tended to bring down the pier, 
was found later as police and 
explosives expert searched the 
area. Made with Semtex mili¬ 
tary explosive, it had been left 
strapped to a girder under the 
pier where hundreds of holi¬ 
daymakers watched a sum¬ 
mer show starring Sue Pollard 
on Thursday night. 



Alan Rose, assistant chief 
constable of Dorset said yes¬ 
terday: “The explosive device 
placed under the pier theatre 
was a substantial device de¬ 
signed to destroy the pier. If 
people had been on the pier

More pits 
set to close 
by spring

BRITISH COal said yesterday 
dial further pit closures were 
inevitable in the face of excess 
capacity and foiling demand. 
The industry is facing up to 
the prospect of half its 30 
working mines being shut 
down by the spring. 

Labour MPs and union 
leaders made dear that they 
would fight further large-scale 
closures, and backbench Tory 
unease about the long-term 
viability of Michael Hesel- 
tine's rescue package surfaced 
anew. Senior Tories also con¬ 
ceded that the threat of 
another bruising confronta¬ 
tion over the coal industry 
would hardly hasten the re¬ 
turn to the political front line 
of Mr Heseftine, still recover¬ 
ing from the heart attack he 
suffered last month. 

British Coal and the Depart¬ 
ment erf Trade and Industry 
are believed to have agreed 
that in the face of tick pros¬ 
pect of extra sales to die 
electricity generators and' of 
mounting stocks there is now 
little economic case for keep¬ 
ing open the 15 pits. 

Some key personalities in¬ 
volved in the industry are 
pressing for an announcement 
as early as next month, but 
others tear the political impact 
in advance of the round of 
party conferences, which gets 
under way next month. 

British Coal, unlikely to 
repeat its autumn mistake by 
moving to a concerted closure, 
wail probably continue its 
piecemeal closures, gauging 
public opinion as it goes, but 
stfll with the aim of the 15 pits 
being dosed by the end of its 
financial year on March 27.

BRITAIN'S biggest skills 
training company, which has 
collapsed with debts of over 
£15 million three years after 
privatisation, was secretly 
bailed out by ministers just 
before last year's election. 
Labour claimed yesterday. 

Frank Dobson, the shadow 
employment secretary, re¬ 
leased confidential Whitehall 
papers to intensify his attack 
on the government's handling 
of the sell-off and eventual 
collapse of Astra Training 
Services. 

He said that two months 
before the general election Mi¬ 
chael Howard, then employ¬ 
ment secretary, gave the com¬ 
pany £4J8 million of taxpayers' 
money to cover “unforeseen 
additional costs” but did not 
publicise the move for fear of 
political embarrassment. 

The employment depart¬ 
ment rejected Mr Dobson's 
claim, saying that MPs had 
been informed "in a normal 
way" of the government's in¬ 
tentions and no objections had 
been made. 

Astra, farmed by a civil 
service management buy-out 
of 60 skillcenlres in 1990, 
called in the receivers last 
month. Eight centres for adult 
training have since closed, 220 
jobs have gone and a further 
1.000 employees face an uncer¬ 
tain future. 

Mr Dobson said that the 
leaked documents showed 
that a 40 per cent cutback in 
the government’s adult train¬ 
ing budget had contributed to

Astra’s demise and that minis¬ 
ters knew it was heading for 
the rocks in June, nearly six 
weeks before the receivers 
were called in. He based his 
claims on a confidential paper, 
dated June 13. "Defensive 
Briefing in the Event the 
Company Collapses”. 

He urged David Hunt, the 
employment secretary, to take 
the skill centres, whose trainee 
numbers have dropped from 
110,000 a year to 60.000. back 
into public hands. 

Mr Dohson said the brief¬ 
ing paper made dear that 
ministers had had no inten¬ 
tion of trying to retain the 
skil[centre network, and envis¬ 
aged only expressing disap¬ 
pointment that the company 
had failed. 

At a Westminster news con¬ 
ference, Mr Dobson also ac¬ 
cused Astra of claiming state- 
funded bemuses averaging 
£600 for trainees placed in in- 
house temporary jobs. 

According to the documents, 
in February 1992 Mr Howard 
laid before Parliament a white 
paper authorising an extra 
£4.8 million for Astra because 
of a post-privatisation change 
in the way business rates were 
computed The white paper 
was marked “not to be prim¬ 
ed” and Mr Dobson said MPs 
were unware of its contents. 

A letter to Mr Dobson from 
Stuart Bishell. Astra's manag¬ 
ing director, said that just 25 
people were given temporary 
jobs with the company, out of 
a total of 550 placed in work. 
In all cases, the local Training 
and Enterprise Council satis¬ 
fied itself that arrangements 
were in order before paying 
the bonus. “Jobs are not being 
created solely for purposes of 
obtaining output related pay¬ 
ments," Mr Bishell wrote. 

The ministerial briefing 
ruled out further state aid for 
Astra: “Government not able 
to support flagging companies 
generally and cannot make 
this one a special case: cannot 
offer special treatment to As¬ 
tra simply because it was 
privatised. Company aware at 
time of sale that it was wholly 
responsible for its actions."

X-rays help 1 
palace to 
grand total 
of 40,000

MORE than 40,000 people 
visited Buckingham Palace in 
the first week of its public 
opening. That was less than w 
half the figure for London’s 
top attraction Madame 
TUssauds, which had 85.000 
visitors in the past seven days. 

A Palace spokesman said 
the average queuing time was 
between an hour and an hour- 
and-a-half and the number of 
visitors increased as teething 
troubles were sorted ouL They 
spent £250,000 on souvenirs— 
an average of £6.25 each. 
Demand proved so great that 
a second souvenir shop 
opened yesterday. Most popu¬ 
lar purchases were chocolates, 
china pill-boxes and mugs. 

After a slow start on Satur¬ 
day, when 4.300 tickets were & 
sold, the number of visitors * 
went up daily to a high of 
6.600 yesterday. The weekly 
total was 40,813. 

An X-ray machine was 
introduced to speed up sec¬ 
urity checks and staff gauged 
the pace of visitors on the tour 
and leamt when to stop people 
queuing for tickets. 

Revenue from the £8-a-head 
tickets will go towards repair 
work at Windsor Castle after 
last November’s fire. At the 
end of seven days, in which 
commoners have entered for¬ 
merly royal territoiy, all the 
treasures remain intact 


Empty beaches of a town in shock 


THE centre of Bournemouth 
was empty yesterday of the 
holidaymakers and shoppers 
usually found out and about 
on a bright sunny August day. 
Their place was taken by 
policemen, firemen and a 
London press corps amazed to 
be at the Dorset seaside town 
to cover an IRA attack. 

Around St Peter's Street, 
where two firebombs went off, 
there was still an acrid smell 
of burning at midday. Police¬ 
men hovered outside Maples 
department store, one of the 
IRA's targets, to keep back the 
occasional onlooker who ven¬ 
tured too dose. In the store's 
shopfront lamps and sofas 
were scorched, as were the 
summer sale posters. 

Near by. young Spanish 
holidaymakers consulted 
maps and drank fruit juice, 
seemingly oblivious to what

had befallen the town. In the 
High Street Coco the Clown 
could not entice any passers- 
by to have their palms read by 
a “genuine Romany”. Crystal 
balls have never been very 
good at predicting where the 
IRA will strike. 

The few pedestrians around 
expessed shock that Bourne¬ 
mouth should now rank as an 
IRA target on a par with dries 
such as London and Man¬ 
chester. David McManus, a 
painter, who was working last 
December in Manchester 
when IRA bombs went off 
there, said: “I never thought I 
would experience that sort of 


thing down here but I suppose 
everywhere in vulnerable. You 
don’t know where bombs 
could be." 

Alan Rose, Dorset's assis¬ 
tant chief constable, was not 
surprised by “this sinister 
development" in the IRA'S 
mainland campaign. “In 
Bournemouth. Brighton and 
Blackpool, all Conservative 
party conference towns, we 
are attuned to the possibiltyof 
IRA bombs." he said. Police 
warnings of the chances of an 
IRA intervention in Bourne¬ 
mouth had been issued appar¬ 
ently in fhe spring. 

Others were prepared as 


well. At Beale's department 
store, foe staff quickly put into 
effect emergency plans to 
search for fire bombs. Nigel 
Beale, the store's chairman, 
said: The staff had been 
organised into checking 
teams, pan of a procedure we 
established last summer.” 
Police briefed shopowners at a 
mass meeting at 730am about 
what they should look for in 
their searches. 

Apart from the shattered 
glass outside Maples there 
was little to be seen of the 
IRA'S action. The real damage 
has been to the wallas of 
shopowners. who other had to 
close or lost custom. “Who 
would have thought the IRA 
would come to Bourne¬ 
mouth?” said a woman pull¬ 
ing along two young children.

caused a lot of fatalities.” He 
said that no warning was 
received, but that the bombs 
bore the hallmarks of the IRA. 

The bomb, constructed with 
a timer, was last night being 
examined by forensic scien¬ 
tists who also have one of the 
incendiaries which was recov¬ 
ered unscathed. Detectives 
also began scanning hours of 
video tapes taken from cam¬ 
eras on the sea front 

The incendiary bombs ex¬ 
ploded between 3 am and 
430 am yesterday and were 
placed in Maples furniture 
store. Stales pine and cane 
shop, Waterstone's bookshop 
and RenatoS clothes boutique 
The Maples shop, which was 


hit by two devices, suffered the 
worst damage. 

The shop is the largest in the 
Maples chain and severe dam¬ 
age was done to the basement 
and part of the ground floor. 
Fire doors prevented the 
flames which roared up the 
six-floor staircase from gut¬ 
ting the whole building. Yes¬ 
terday tihe company said that 
the store would reopen for 
business today. 

Doug Eyre, leader of the 
borough council, said that the 
IRA'S attempt to intimidate 
tiie population of Bourne¬ 
mouth and damage its busi¬ 
ness centre had foiled. “It's 
business as usual here for 
local people, holidaymakers , 
and traders." 


British Coal admits

trade journal International 
Coal Report, who disclosed 
British Coal’s plans yesterday, 
said he could not name partic¬ 
ular pits, but insisted that poor 
market prospects would re¬ 
quire the closures. 

Privately, senior British 
Coal and DTI officials con¬ 
firmed the plans, though Brit¬ 
ish Coal said publicly that 
such reports were speculation. 
But it confirmed that excess 
capacity and falling demand 
would make “some further 
closures inevitable". 

Arthur Scargill, president of 
the National Union of Mine- 


workers, called on miners and 
the Trades Union Congress to 
stage a 24-hour strike in 
protest, and asked the public 
to repeat their support of last 
autumn which at the time 
forced British Coal and the 
govemmett to backtrack.

Climbers conquer the Alps non-stop

TWO British climbers were 
celebrating last night after 
becoming the first to climb all 
peaks of the Alps over 4.400 
metres without mechanical 
aid. 

Simon Jenkins. 30, and 
Martin Moran. 38. conquered 
the final peak in the French 
Alps, the 4,102 metre Barre des 
Enins. after just three hours' 
sleep. To reach the mountain 
on Thursday they had to cycle 
up a 7.000metre pass whidh is 
a stage for cyclists in the Tour 
de France. 

As they prepared for a 


celebration meal with their 
families and supporters yes¬ 
terday, Mr Moran said: “We 
are very tired — but there's a 
tremendous sense of achieve¬ 
ment At the moment we are 
too tired to appreciate it It’s 
going to sink in over the next 
few days, as we recover.” 

The two men claimed their 
place in mountaineering hist¬ 
ory by climbing along the tops 
of all 74 Alpine peaks more 
than 4.000 metres. Thqr 
started on June 22 in eastern 
Switzerland, completing the 
trek in 51 days, thirteen and a 
half hours. 

Ready to greet than at the 


bottom of the last mountain 
were the Rev Jackie Ross, of 
the Scottish charity 
Blythswood, and their fam¬ 
ilies — Mr Moran's wife Joy 
and children Alex, 6. and 
Hazd. 3, and Mr Jenkins'wife 
Carole. 

The expedition was to raise 
funds for the charity 
Blythswood, which sends aid 
lorries to Eastern Europe. Mr 
Moran, from iochcarron. 
Highland, said: ”It is the 
toughest thing I have ever 
done; 

"It has been very intensive. 
There were only two or three 
days when we could not climb 


because of bad weather. That 
was the only enforced rest It 
took us 13 hours to climb the 
last peak today." 

He and Mr Jenkins, from 
Aberdour, fife, are profession¬ 
al mountain guides. They 
walked, climbed or cycled 650 
miles, climbing a total of 
about 68.000 metres through 
some of the worst weather the 
Alps has had for years. 

After conquering each peak, 
they walked or cycled to the 
next mountain, with back-up 
teams bringing them supplies 
at regular intervals.

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Polity shift ‘will add to 
prison overcrowding’

A RISE of several thousand in 
the prison population is being 
predicted as courts prepare 
from next week to mete out 
tougher sentences under the 
revamped criminal justice 
laws. 

The government’s recent U- 
tum over the criminal justice 
legislation is expected to pro¬ 
duce a surge in custody for 
minor offences and a return to 
severe prison overcrowding. 
At the same time, magistrates 
and probation officers are 
concerned that the complex 
new provisions have been 
rushed through, giving courts 
insufficient time to work out 
how to apply them. 

The result, some say, could 
be renewed confusion over 
sentencing. Harry Fletcher, of 
the National Association of 
Probation Officers, said: “It’s a 
recipe for chaos. Sentencing 
will be all over the place. 
These change have been rush¬ 
ed through so fast — the gap 
between Royal Assent and 
implementation has only been 
20 days.” 

After the first few weeks of 
uncertainty. Mr Fletcher pre-

Bird nests

Cost of buying 
land drops 12%

LAND values have 
dropped by an average of 12 
per cent across England 
and Wales over the past 
year, with the only modest 
rises shown in Scotland 
and Northern Ireland, gov¬ 
ernment figures show. 

The. Inland Revenue's 
latest property market re¬ 
port shows that Yorkshire 
and Humberside saw the 
biggest fell in land prices of 
19 per cent to an average of 
£421,000 per hectare for a 
large site. 

TTie next biggest fall was 
in inner London — exclud¬ 
ing Westminster. Chelsea, 
and Kensington — where 
land prices fell by 16 per 
cent to an average of £23 
million a hectare for a 
small site. Land prices 
make up about a third of 
builders’ costs for new 
homes and are particularly 
relevant to the 10,000 Brit¬ 
ons each year who build 
their own homes. 

In the rest of the South 
East land has dropped 13 
percent in value. “Proximi¬ 
ty to London in terms of 
time and distance remains 
the key to underpinning the 
levels of value in this re¬ 
gion," a spokesman for the 
Inland Revenue said. The 
largest annual falls have 
beat in coastal areas, in¬ 
cluding Folkestone, Wor¬ 
thing. Eastbourne and the 
Isle of Wight 
Land values fell in the 
East Midlands by II per 
cent and by 7 per cent in the 
West Midlands, leaving the 
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average costs of large resi¬ 
dential sites at £341,000 and 
£547,000 respectively. 

Scotland and Northern 
Ireland recorded land price 
increases of] percent and 3 
per cent respectively. In 
Dundee, any small attrac¬ 
tive sites which become 
available are commanding 
good prices, the Inland 
Revenue says. 

Roger Humber, director 
of the House Builders’ Fed¬ 
eration. said the figures 
needed to be treated with 
caution because the small 
number of transactions 
made it difficult to judge 
land prices accurately. 
More recently, builders 
had reported that prices of 
prime land had increased 
because so little was being 
traded.

driving to their hotel from

Linda Gibson, the insti- 
iute's^chief executive, said: 
“There has to be a balance 
between giving out the correct 
information for tourists and 
frightening them with horror 
stories. Holidaymakers tike 
to think they are escaping the 
worries of crime when they go 
abroad, rather than facing a 
different version of it in 
unfamiliar surroundings.

Fire puts

TWO of the main events at the 
Edinburgh International Fes¬ 
tival were in jeopardy yester¬ 
day after the fire that 
damaged the Edinburgh Play¬ 
house Theatre earlier this 
week. 

The production of Falstaff 
by the Welsh National Opera, 
and Bluebeard's Castle and 
Erwartung, which were to be 
performed by the Canadian 
Opera Company making its 
European debut may now 
have to be cancelled. By late 
yesterday afternoon it was 
looking increasingly unlikely 
that the Playhouse would be 
able to accommodate foe 
scheduled programme. 

On Thursday night, Brian 
McMaster. director of foe 
festival, said that if the Play¬ 
house could nor accommodate 
the opera performances they 
would be cancelled. The Mark 
Morris Dance Group, which 
arrived in Britain from the 
United States yesterday and 
was due to open at foe 
Playhouse on Tuesday, will 
perform at Edinburgh's 
Meadow bank stadium. Ticket 
sales for the group, which had 
been suspended, will resume. 

The opera productions were 
to form the core of foe festival’s 
opera programme. More than 
12.000 tickets for them and the 
Mark Morris Dance Group 
have already been sold. 

The festival was criticised 
last year for its lack of opera, a 
situation that Mr McMaster 
appeared to have rectified 
with this year’s programme, 
the first he has planned from 
scratch by himself. It is opera 
that attracts foreign tourists to 
the dty at festival time. 

Bluebeard’s Castle and 
Erwartung were scheduled for 
August 28 and 29. Falstaff was 
to be performed on September 
2 and 4. The Canadian Opera 
Company, which had rave 
reviews for its productions in 
Canada and New York, is due 
to fly to Britain in ten days. 

Arson is suspected as foe 
cause of the fire, in the early 
hours of Wednesday. The 
theatre had just undergone a 
£12 million facelift and a gala 
opening starring the singer 
Michael Ball was scheduled 
for tonight. That has now been 
cancelled.

The couple, who were enjoy¬ 
ing their first day back in 
Britain yesterday after being 
held for more than five weeks 
by Kurdish rebels in foe 
mountainous Tatvan region of 
Turkey', said at a press confer¬ 
ence in Macclesfield, Chesh¬ 
ire, that they had derided not 
to resume their travels for a 
few months. They had been 
on a cycling trip from Britain 
to Australia when they were 
kidnapped Mr Rowbottom is 
British: Ms Miller has dual 
British and Australian 
nationality. 

“The world tour has been 
put on hold," Ms Miller said 
“Maybe we will continue it in 
a few months; we still have our 
plane tickets from Turkey to 
Karachi — foe next lap of foe 
journey." Instead they would 
be seeing friends and family 


and catching up an much- 
needed rest. 

The couple had been forced 
to walk long distances from 
one guerrilla camp to another 
across rugged terrain under 
cover of darkness to avoid 
Turkish security forces.

Many individual attractions 
enjoyed record successes, but 
57 per cent of historic proper¬ 
ties reported a drop in visits 
last year. Overseas visitors to 
Britain increased by 8 per cent 
last year to J8-5 million, and 
more than 40 per cent of these 
said they came to see foe 
country's history, royalty and 
pageantry. The annual Eng¬ 
lish Heritage Monitor, an 
analysis of trends affecting 
England’s architectural heri¬ 
tage. found that 67 nullion 
people visited heritage sites in 


1992, an increase of 02 per 
cau, and spent £178 mfliion. 

Windsor Castle. Hampton 
Court, Shakespeare's Birth¬ 
place and foe Cabinet War 
Rooms all saw tourist num¬ 
bers rise by more than 10 per 
cent The board said foe 
figures were encouraging, but 
that last years attendances 
were down on the record year 
of 1990. 

A spokeswoman for the 
ETB said: “The American and 
Japanese tourists are the most 
important market for us. In 
1991. foe Gulf war and foe 
strength of the pound against 
foe dollar meant numbers of 
overseas visitors decreased 
compared with 1990.” 

Spoiding at historic houses 
rose by 9 per cent, with the 
Tower of London drawing the 
most paying visitors — up 16 
per cent to 2^35,199. John 
East foe tourist board’s chief 
executive, said: “Our architec¬ 
tural heritage is a vital tour¬ 
ism asset and last year 
marketing and investment 
paid off with many attractions 
enjoying a record year.”

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Prison chief tightens 
rules for home leave

DEREK Lewis, director-gen¬ 
eral of the prison service, 
admitted yesterday that die 
home leave system was failing 
as he announced details of a 
renew aimed at tightening the 
rules. 

A number of recent cases in 
which prisoners on leave com¬ 
mitted further offences or 
failed to return to jail have led 
to public alarm. Mr Lewis 
said: “It is a question that is 
causing a lot of concern from 
the public. Frankly, it is an 
issue that concerns us very 
much as well. We are not 
satisfied with the way the 
system is working at present." 

The review, scheduled to 
make known its findings later 
this year, will determine new 
guidelines for prison gover¬ 
nors, who decide when a 
prisoner becomes eligible. At 
present, category C prisoners 
are eligible for leave after 
serving one third of their 
sentence. Under the review, 
that period could be length¬ 
ened for some offenders.

mum sentence is a 28-day 
extension to the prison term. 

Mr Lewis said: “There is 
anecdotal evidence that in 
certain cases prisoners take a 
calculated judgment and say 
they would rather have two 
months at large in the sum¬ 
mer, recognising that there 
will be 28 days on the end of 
their sentence." 

Mr Lewis has already in¬ 
structed governors that home 
leave should be seen as a 
privilege for prisoners and not 
an entitlement and that they 
should “err on the side of 
caution to take into account 
public interest and public 
safety". 

Last year 2.301 prisoners 
failed to return after home 
leave out of up to 40,000 
annual visits. 

Mr Lewis said: “Of the6 per 
cent who did not return on 
time, the majority were only a 
couple of hours late. The 
review is dealing with that 
fringe where things go seri¬ 
ously wrong.! think that there 
is an understandable mood of 
dissatisfaction with which I 


sympathise." He added that 
the prison service, also had an 
obligation to fry to ensure that 
prisoners had a good chance 
or returning to a normal life 
after the end of their sen¬ 
tences. 

The review is being carried 
out by representatives of the 
police, probation service, pris¬ 
oners* families and academics 
together with the Prison Re¬ 
form Trust and Victim Sup¬ 
port Their initial findings are 
expected by October.

RHYS Daniels left his isola¬ 
tion cubicle yesterday for the 
first time in six weeks after 
being given a bone-marrow 
transplant to combat the rare 
Batten's Disease. 

Rhys. 2. from Epping, £s- 
sex, was carried by his 
mother Carmen from the 
Royal Hospital for Sick 
Children in Bristol at lunch¬ 
time yesterday to spend two 
hours at home. 

Rhys wore a baseball cap 
to cover his hair loss alter 
chemotherapy and irradia¬ 
tion. His lather. Barry, said 
“So far there have been no 
complications. We're thrilled 
that Rhys is out of hospital if 
only for a few hours.” 

The transplant is Rhys's 
only hope of life, as Batten's 
disease is fatal in children 
under seven. His sister 
Charly. 5. is dying from the 
same condition- He is the 
first child to be given a 
transplant In an effort to 
provide a cure. 

Jackie Cornish, toe trans¬ 
plant co-ordinator, said that 
Rhys was still vulnerable to 
infection. “So far things are 
going well. But we are talk¬ 
ing in terms of months or 
even a year to see if this 
transplant has done the job."

The scandal of 
the Assumption

THE environment % depart¬ 
ment has been accused of 
ignorance and prejudice in 
agreeing to the demolition of a 
house in a north London 
conservation area. Objectors 
say that it will set a preodent 
in condoning the demolition of 
any building not specifically 
listed. 

No 15 Eton Avenue, Hamp¬ 
stead, was built in about 1910 
| as part of a larger develop¬ 
ment According to Marc 
Girouard, an architectural 
historian, its importance lies 
in the fact that all the houses 
are different styles. 

The house was recently 
acquired to be replaced by a 
school building. Leonie Find¬ 
lay. chairman of the Belsize 
conservation committee, said 
that by failing to reach a 
decision on the demolition 
application, Camden council 
had effectively left it to the 
environment department to 
deride its fate. 

Camden council said yester¬ 
day that it had recommended 
refusal of demolition consent 
and that its advice had been 
overturned by the department 
Mr Girouard said the style 
of the house was chosen to 
distinguish it from its equally 
eclectic, red-brick neighbours. 

If such inability to recognise 
the role of architectural indi¬ 
viduality was to continue, it 
would be pointless for local 
authorities to try to protect 
such buildings by giving them 
conservation area status.

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Denver’s adoring pilgrims rock to the gospel of the Pope

NINETY thousand adoring 
fans greeted the Pope at the 
stan of his US tour with a 
welcoming ceremony that 
was part pop concert, part 
Superbowl, part prayer-meet¬ 
ing and quintessential ly 
American. 

Packed into Denver's Mile 
High Stadium, an ecstatic 
crowd of young Roman Cath¬ 
olic pilgrims gave the 73-year- 
old Pope the sort of reception 
usually reserved for rock 
stars. They yelled, they waved 
banners, many burst into 
tears as they strained against 
the barriers to catch a glimpse 
of ihe pontiff. 

The Pope addressed the 
crowd with masterly riming. 
“We are in Denver.” he said 
(pause for screaming and 
applause) “Denver 
(pause for more screaming), 
“Denver. Colorado 
(crowd goes, briefly, insane). 
Mick Jagger could not have 
put it bener. 

The Pbpe has often criti¬ 
cised America's “MTV” gen¬ 
eration. for its shallowness, 
its addiction to hype and its 
lack of moral direction, yet the 
methods that have made 
MTV (the wildly popular 
musical television channel) 


such an overwhelming cultur¬ 
al force in this country were 
clearly in evidence on Thurs¬ 
day night 

Every phrase of his 47- 
minute address, delivered in 
more than a dozen languages, 
met a rapturous reception. He 
concluded by saying. "1 look 
forward to our next meeting. 
Hasta La Vista!" 

Perspiring, glassy-eyed 
members of the audience 
were interviewed after the 
papal performance. “He was 
totally awesome, - said one. 
“Yes, awesome.” said another 
teenager, from Poland. MTV 
is an International language. 

Although he is happy to 
play the part of a Pope star, 
the head of the Roman Catho¬ 
lic church has already made it 
clear that his visit to the 
United States will be doctrin¬ 
al ly traditional; his mission, 
his advisers emphasise, is not 
to entertain, but to sustain 
and revitalise a church 
fraught with moral 
uncertainty. 

Minutes after stepping on 
American soil, the Pope reiter¬ 
ated his uncompromising 
views on abortion. “All the 
great causes that are yours 
today will have meaning only 
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Thought for the day: the Pope listening to President Clinton’s welcoming speech in the rain at Denver’s airport. In his reply, the Pope reiterated his opposition to abortion 


to the extent that you guaran¬ 
tee the right to life and protect 
the human person.” he said, 
with President Clinton, an 
advocate of legal abortion, 
standing a little uncomfort¬ 
ably at his side. 

After an hour-long private 


meeting, during which they 
discussed Bosnia-Herzegovi- 
na, Somalia, and the need to 
further the Middle East peace 
process by establishing full 
diplomatic relations between 
the Vatican and Israel, the 
Pope and the president 


emerged to issue statements 
of mutual respect 
President Clinton, claiming 
“shared concerns", avoided 
the contentious issue of abor¬ 
tion. The Pope, however, did 
not again emphasising “the 
right to life and the defence of 


life, as well as the well-being 
and full human development 
of individuals”. 

The Pope’s four-day tour of 
Denver will end with a public 
Mass tomorrow in a park just 
outside the city, expected to 
draw up to half a million 


people. After praying at Den¬ 
ver’s Basilica of the immacu¬ 
late Conception with 350 
bishops yesterday morning, 
the Pope planned to spend a 
day resting in the Rockies. 

His young and thoroughly 
over-excited followers appear 


to have few such tranquil 
intentions, and the 170,000 
World Youth Day delegates 
continue to throng the streets 
of downtown Denver where a 
new T-shirt logo has ap¬ 
peared overnight "I Partied 
with the Pope."

PRESIDENT Clinton’s wide- 
ranging anti-crime package, 
introduced earlier this week, 
could go down as one of the 
most important initiatives he 
has yet undertaken. 

Teiegenicaliy flanked by a 
group of uniformed policemen 
in the White House Rose 
Garden, the president pro¬ 
duced a series of tough poli¬ 
cies. the kind of which 
Congress has been talking 
about for years but never got 
around to passing. “The first 
duty of any government is to 
try to keep its dozens safe." 
MrClinton proclaimed, trying 
to portray himself as a true 
red-neck on crime. 

He has proposed to put 
more raps on the street signed 
an executive order to ban the 
import of foreign-made 
assault rifles (to follow from 
President Bush's 1989 ban of 
imported semi-automatic 
weapons): signed another 
order to tighten the registra¬ 
tion of gun dealers; proposed 
to widen the federal death | 
penalty, and promised faster 
executions and borstals for 
young offenders. Only a raid 
on Baghdad would guarantee 
quicker popularity in a short 
afternoon. 

Most of this is not law yet, 
and needs passing by Con¬ 
gress, where a dispuie is 
brewing over whether to vote 
on these issues separately, or 
to combine them into an 
omnibus anti-crime bill. As a 
package Mr Clinton’s propos¬ 
als will go down better with 
the electorate than with Con¬ 
gress. which is under lobbying 
fire from the National Rifle 
Association. The organisation 
has been extraordinarily suc¬ 
cessful in opposing gun con¬ 
trols at both federal and state 
levels. 

On balance, Americans fa¬ 
vour controls, as long as it 
does not resrrict the right to 
own a gun for one’s own 
protection. Most Americans 
woujd also support a five-day 
waiting period for gun-pur¬ 
chase. allowing the authorities 
to check the prospective buy¬ 
er’s criminal record- 


PRESI DENT Clinton has de- 
cided to join the rich and 
famous for his holidays.

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US basketball star’s 
father shot dead

THE father of Michael Jor¬ 
dan. the American basketball 
player, has been found shot 
dead, police said yesterday. 

The body of James Jordan, 
believed to be in his late 50s. 
was identified through dental 
records provided by the Jor¬ 
dan family. The cause of death 
was a gunshot wound to the 
chest, police said. 

Sheriff Morris Bedsole. of 
Cumberland County. North 
Carolina, near the South Car¬ 
olina border, said that the 
body had been found floating 
in a creek in Bennettsville. 
South Carolina, about ten 
days ago. It was not identified 
until after his abandoned car. 
which had been vandalised, 
was found on August 5. 

James Jordan had been 
missing since July 22 when he 
attended a funeral. The son of 
a sharecropper, he had

US treads heavily 
on Moscow’s new 
imperial dreams

Woodruff, the CIA station- 
chief—has come ata bad time 
for US-Russian relations. 

Russians had already been 
irritated by the leak last week 
of an initiative being prepared 
by the Clinton administration 
that would seek to impose 
stnci limits on Russian 
“peacekeeping operations" 
within the Commonwealth of 
Independent States. 

The latest information con¬ 
cerning Mr Woodruff's death 
offers a study in black comedy. 
He was apparently in Georgia 
to help train the security 
fortes, and the need for train¬ 
ing is demonstrated by the 
reported manner of his death. 

Mr Woodruff, 45, was being 
driven by-Eldar Gogoladze, 
the chief of security for 
Eduard Shevardnadze, the 
Georgian leader. Mr Gogo¬ 
ladze had been drinking and 
apparently drove through a 
Georgian army roadblock. 
Troops then opened fire, kill¬ 
ing Mr Woodruff. He was hit 
in the head by a single bullet 
However, investigators in 
Tbilisi, the Georgian capital, 
yesterday ruled out any polit¬ 
ical motive in the killing of Mr 
Woodruff, officially described 
as a regional affairs officer at 
the American embassy. Kent 
Brown, the ambassador in 
Tbilisi, said his death “will in 
no way diminish US-Georgia i 
relations". i

At his meeting in April with 
:n President Yehsin in Vancou- 
* ver. President Clinton is re- I 
d ported to have sought 
n assurances that Russia was 
e not arming the Abkhazian 
n rebels in Georgia, and that 
Russian forces there would try 
if to keep the peace. 

Moscow has not expressed 
- an opinion on 77ie Washing- 
i ton Post leak, but there has 
been a predictably angry re- 
i sponse from the Russian 
press. Even the reformist 
Moscow News criticised “the 
ultimatum-like tone of the 
American directive". 

An article in Krasnaya 
Zvezda. the military news¬ 
paper. denounced what it 
called “impudent interference 
in the internal affairs of Rus¬ 
sia and her neighbours”. It 
especially criticised the Ameri¬ 
can directive for suggesting 
that the Russian armed forces 
are acting independently of 
Mr Yeltsin, calling this a 
"planned provocation" intend¬ 
ed to split the Russian state. 

There is. in fact, ample 
evidence of a new Russian 
determination to bring the 
former Soviet republics back 
under Moscow's domination. 

In Central Asia this is not so 
stark, because Russian inter¬ 
ests and those of the local 
conservative leaderships are 
similar. Both fear die threat of 
Islamic and ethnic revolts, 
hence the support given by 
Central Asian states to a 
Russian military presence in 
war-tom Tajikistan. 

Jn the Caucasus, however. 
Russia has had to use more 
covert methods, and is sus¬ 
pected of arming the Abkha¬ 
zian rebels and of backing the 
coup in Azerbaijan. The eco¬ 
nomic weakness of the other 
republics also makes them 
dependent on Russia. 

Mr Yeltsin said this week 
that “many of the independent 
states have had their fill of 
sovereignty and are beginning 
to understand that they’ll have 
a hard time without Russia. 

No one else will take them in 
hand". The evidence that 
America may be helping to 
take Georgia in hand is there¬ 
fore worrying for the makers 
of the new Russian policy. 


Police charge Seles 
attacker in Germany

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THE man who stabbed Moni¬ 
ca Seles in April and knocked 
her out of tennis competition 
has been charged with caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm. 
German officials said 
yesterday. 

Ms Seles. 19. has. been 
undergoing rehabilitation m 
Vail. ~ Colorado, at the 
Steadman-Hawkins clinic, but 
is unable to defend her vb 
Open title at the end of this 
month. 

The prosecutors' office in 
Hamburg, where Ms Seles 
was competing when she was 
stabbed by a man who said ne 
wanted Steffi Graf, o* 
Germany, to be the world s 
number one player, said that 
Guenrer P. the suspect, was 
charged on Thursday. His nifl 
name was not released, as is 


often the case in Germany. 
The 38-year-old man. from 
Thuringen state in eastern 
Germany, will not be charged 
with attempted manslaughter. 

Prosecutors said last week 
that Ms Seles had not permit¬ 
ted her doctors to provide 
detailed information about 
her wound, and that prevent¬ 
ed the prosecutor from filing 
the more serious charge. Con¬ 
viction for attempted man¬ 
slaughter entails a minimum 
prison sentence of five years, 
while the charge of causing 
grievous bodily harm carries a ■ 
maximum sentence of five 
years. 

The suspect, who remains 
under arrest, is accused of 
stabbing Ms Seles in the back 
as she rested between games 
during a tournament in April.

Geneva talks held 
up as UN polices 
Serb withdrawal

THE Bosnian peace talks in 
Geneva have been postponed 
to next week as United Na¬ 
tions peacekeepers monitored 
the Serb troop withdrawal 
from Mount Igman overlook¬ 
ing Sarajevo. 

Lord Owen and Tborvald 
Stoltenberg, die international 
mediators, intend to resume 
the talks on Monday once the 
position of the Serb forces has 
been clarified. 

Brigadier Vere Hayes, a 
British officer and the chief of 
staff at the UN Protection 
Force (Unprofor) headquar¬ 
ters in Kiseljak. spent yester¬ 
day at Mount Igman assess¬ 
ing the claims by the Serbs 
that they had pulled back. 

Radovan Karadzic, the Bos¬ 
nian Serb leader, said in 
Geneva that his forces would 
withdraw quickly from disput¬ 
ed positions on slopes over¬ 
looking Sarajevo as soon as

British officer draws

BRIGADIER Guy de Vere 
Wingfield Hayes, the British

earlier this year and soon 
made his mark in a job that 
requires the patience and ex¬ 


pertise of the finest poker 
player. 

When in England. Briga¬ 
dier Hayes, married with four 
daughters, lives in Constable's 
Tower, Dover Castle, a resi¬ 
dence he acquired in his 
official capacity as the 205th 
deputy constable of the castle. 
He was commissioned into 
The Royal Green Jackets in 
1965 and served with the 
regiment in the Far East. 
Northern Ireland and 
Germany. He commanded the 
2nd Battalion Hie Royal 
Green Jackets from 1985 to 
I9SS. He is now on second¬ 
ment to Bosnia from his 
appointment as commander 
of 2 Brigade, based in Dover.

He assured the 
delegation that Nato would 
take military action if the 
Serbs did not lift their siege of 
Sarajevo and allow relief sup¬ 
plies to reach the city. He said 
withdrawal from the strategic 
Igman Bjelasnica mountains 
overlooking Sarajevo would 
not be enough. “The mountain 
cops are important but funda¬ 
mentally what is necessary is 
food, water, electricity and no 
more shelling in that area.” 
Mr Christopher refused to 
speculate on a possible timeta¬ 
ble for air strikes, adding that 
he would be in touch with 
allies over the weekend. 

Nato is expected to complete 
plans this weekend, to identify 
targets for air strikes. Its 
diplomats met in Brussels to 
assess the situation in Bosnia. 
“The net is tightening around 
the Serbs,” said one diplomai. 

However. Moscow contin¬ 
ued to distance itself from the 
call for air strikes.

His wife and child are in 
Serbia. 

Mustafa came up to our 
small table, adorned with 
modest hors d’oeuvre, and 
greeted me, translating the 
song that was playing: “The 
happiness is where we are." 

We talked about his son. He 
had spoken to him by satellite 
telephone a few hours earlier. 
Such calls cost E1G a minute. 1 
asked if he cried. Men don’t 
cry, the retired seaman said, 
smiling. Then he added, at 
least not in front of other 
people. “I hope you will never 
experience this, my friend.” 

Emir, a 23-year-old design¬ 
er. was sipping whisky at the 
bar. “I’m going to leave here," 


he said, laughing but sincere. 
“I’m going to go. I have 
decided to do it” Emir had 
been studying at the Sir John 
Cass School of Art in White¬ 
chapel, east London, for a year 
when the war broke oul By 
chance he was on holiday and 
became trapped in Sarajevo. 

For the first months of the 
war he was on the front line to 
the south of the city. One night 
the Serbs attacked ferociously 
and only three of the 50 men in 
his unit were alive when the 
fighting let up two days later.

“Just imag¬ 
ine, before the war. at a party 
like this somebody would just 
say ‘Let’S go skiing' and you 
would go. Or they would say 
’Let’s go swimming’ and you 
would go.” There is a pause. 
“But I am desperate.” he said, 
quieter than before. 

Then the military police 
arrived, seven or eight of them 
with AK47s. One shouted 
orders to turn off the. music. 
He was not immediately 
obeyed and cocked, his rifle. 
The music quickly faded. 
There was some yelling and 
suddenly no one was moving. 
The soldiers all had their 
fingers on the triggers. 

Mustafa and the son of an 
army commander went out¬ 
side with the head of the unit 
for talks while the soldiers 
collect everyone’s papers. 
After a few minutes the three 
returned and the military 
police left. Emir said they were 
mostly from outside Sarajevo, 
refugees from “ethnically 
cleansed” towns in eastern 
Bosnia and that they didn’t 
like to see people having fun. 

The music started again and 
so did the dancing, but with 
less enthusiasm. 


Russia told 
to pull out 
soldiers

JOHN Major and Carl Bildt. 
the Swedish prime minister, 
yesterday urged Russia to 
complete its troop withdrawal 
from the Baltic states. 

In a joint press conference at 
the end of Mr Majors three- 
day visit to Sweden the two 
leaders also said that attempts 
by the Russians to link the 
withdrawal with other issues 
were unacceptable. At the time 
of independence from the for¬ 
mer Soviet Union. Swedish 
officiate estimate the number 
of Russian troops in the three 
Baltic stales to have been 
about 200.000. Estimates on 
the number left vary between 
25,000 and 40,000. 

. Mr Major said:/We urge 
Russia to fulfil without further 
delay its commitment to with¬ 
draw from the Baltics." Russia 
has claimed that it has had 
problems finding housing for 
the returning froops. It also 
says the troops may be needed 
to protect sizeable Russian 
populations in Larina and 
Estonia. 

On the subject of Sweden’s 
application to join the Euro- 
pep Community, the British 
prime minister said he saw no 
reason why talks could not be 
completed on time, allowing 
Sweden to become a member 
on January 1,1995. Earlier Mr 
Major dKcribed the EC as 
incomplete without the Nordic 
countries- Norway. Finland 
and Austria have also applied 
for membership in 1995. 


Hungary hones creed of hate 


AT THE age of 19. Tamas’s 
creed of hate is already finely 
honed. Like the rest of foe 
Hungarian skinheads loaf¬ 
ing around the underground 
bar in this beautiful Baroque 
town, he readily admits his 
loathing for Gypsies. Graffiti 
nearby proclaims “Gypsy 
free rone”, the name of a 
Hungarian skinhead group. 

“If I say what I really 
believe I will be attacked by 
the police and by left-wing¬ 
ers. because the Gypsy prob¬ 
lem cannot be solved within 
the framework of a democra¬ 
cy," he said. With two crimi¬ 
nal charges already pending 
against him, Tamas refused 
to give his real name but he 
was chillingly articulate. 

“The Hungarian and Gyp¬ 
sy communities must be 
separated, with a form of 
apartheid, like in South Afri¬ 
ca. I can see no other way 
because we cannot five to¬ 
gether. They say we are 
extremists but we are just 
Hungarian nationalists." 

Like Roma people (as 
many prefer to be called) all 
over eastern Europe, al¬ 
though not universal, preju¬ 
dice against them runs 
through all sectors of society, 
with even relatively sophisti¬ 
cated Hungarians making 
wild racist claims about the 
Gypsy community. 

Anti-gypsy sentiment is 
common in Hungarian ev¬ 
eryday speech with phrases 
such as “that’s not the way to 
beat a gypsy”, which means 
that is not the way to do 
something. In Hungary and 
across eastern Europe, Gyp¬ 
sies are more likely to be 
illiterate, unemployed or in 
prison. In rate village in 
Slovakia the mayor declared 


In the second of five articles on eastern 
Europe's ethnic minorities , 
Adam LeBor reports from Eger , 
Hungary , on the Gypsy problem 
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a curfew on Roma people, 
although the Slovak parlia¬ 
ment overturned foe ruling. 

There are probably 5 mil¬ 
lion gypsies spread through¬ 
out eastern Europe, about 
half foe world’s total. They 
came to Europe originally 
from India and their lan¬ 
guages and dialects are relat¬ 
ed to Sanskrit and Punjabi. 
Academics estimate that up 
to 500.000 were murdered by 
the Germans in Nazi death 
camps and wrangles still 
continue ova- compensation. 

Last year Germany began 
deporting Gypsy illegal emi¬ 
grants en masse back to 
Romania. It was an easy 
option for Helmut Kohl, foe 
German chancellor, to satis¬ 
fy his country's growing rac¬ 
ism. Without a country of 
their own or powerful lobby, 
there were few international 
voices raised in protest at foe

deportations. Many Gypsies, 
and a growing number of 
Hungarians, now say that 
life was better under commu¬ 
nism. Then at least there was 
always work, food and a 
bottle of wine. 

“The change of system was 
very bad for Gypsies. Now 
whenever someone has to be 
sacked its always the Gypsy 
but that was impossible then. 
The economic situation is 
getting worse and worse and 
we cannot pay the rent," said 
Jozsef Bader, foe Gypsy 
Duke of Eger. 

Hundreds of Gypsies re¬ 
cently demonstrated m Eger 
—dubbed the skinhead capi¬ 
tal of Hungary - after a 
Roman man was severely 
beaten and suffered brain 
damage. "We took to foe 
streets to show that we 
cannot be beaten and threat¬ 
ened and thai we can go 


where we want,” said Mr 
Bader. Except that in Eger, 
like towns and cities across 
eastern Europe. Gypsies can 
not take to the streets. Many 
bars and restaurants operate 
a de facto form of apartheid 
and refuse Gypsies entrance. 

Part of foe problem is the 
often insular and hierarchi¬ 
cal nature of Gypsy society. 
- Gypsies describe ncnvRomas 
as Gadze, meaning outsider, 
the equivalent of the Jewish 
term Gqyim for gentiles. This 
exclusive world view has 
helped ensure foe survival of 
the Gypsy people, but has 
also prevented integration. 

In Hungary, Gypsy violin¬ 
ists are marketed as a tourist 
attraction, but schoolchil¬ 
dren learn nothing about the 
Gypsy culture and language, 
j said Aladar Horvath, a Gyp¬ 
sy MP and member of foe 
opposition alliance of free 
democrats. 

But here at least there is a 
glimmer of hope. The Hun¬ 
garian parliament has just 
passed a bill guaranteeing 
the cultural, civil and polit¬ 
ical rights of 12 minorities 
including Gypsies. The bill’s 
clauses indude mandatory 
equal opportunities and the 
use of minority languages, 
and is a significant legislative 
step forward for the Gypsies. 
Hungary's largest minority. 

Mr Horvath said: “It is the 

most progressive law yet. but 
h lacks ... administrative 
guarantees that it will be 
implemented."

“It is important that other 
countries ... are aware of the 
strum's potential to cause 
severe morbidity and mortal¬ 
ity." researchers in Bangla¬ 
desh wriie in The Lancet, the 
British medical journal. 

Two American researchers. 
David Swenflow and Allen 
Ries. also writing in The 
Lancet, say. “The epidemic 
potential of the new grr a-hrgrwt 
fee- lack of immu n ity to it 
should alert ministries of 
health throughout Asia, Africa 
and Latin America ... These 
epidemics could mark the 
beginning of the eighth chol¬ 
era pandemic.” 

The world's seventh cholera 
pandemic began in the 1960s 
di Asia, spread to Africa. 
Europe. Oceania and Latin 
America and continues to this 
day, say the authors who work 
at the Infectious Disease unit 
at the Massachusetts General 
Hospital and the Centres for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion in Atlanta, Georgia. 

“Since we cannot pr&iict 
where or how rapidly this new 
organism will spread, coun¬ 
tries must stay prepared indef¬ 
initely by maintaining sur¬ 
veillance. by assuring access 
to treatment, and by providing 
dean water and adequate

The Bangladesh research¬ 
es belong to tar rf-mW* 
working ^oup of the Interna¬ 
tional Goitre for Diarrheal 
Diseases Research based in 
Dhaka. The 12-Riember team 
have identified the strain as V 
choleras non-01 and ratted it 
Bengal, “to refer to its origin hi

The team says that 
cholera epidemics due to 
another strain, known as vib¬ 
rio choleras OL occur usually 
twice a year in Bangladesh 
and the Ganges delta. These 
epidemics have resulted in 
many deaths where treatment 
has not been available. In 1991 
in Bangladesh there were an 
estimated 300,000 cholera 
cases with about &000deaths, 
says the report. 

"UntiHatefy VchoLanenon- 
01 has been associated only 


with sporadic cases of efiarrhe- 
af disease in many parts of the 
world, including Bangla¬ 
desh." they add. But hr De¬ 
cember an gpirftyr ni :, dim try V 
cholerae non-01, began in 
southern Bangladesh and 
spread across the country. By 
the end of March 107.297 cases 
of diarrhoea and L473 deaths 
had been reported. 

“The disease is indistin¬ 
guishable from cholera in 
drnical features and response 
to treatment but most of the 
cases are madams,” the report 
says. "This epidemic is part of 
a huger outbreak that is also 
affecting the Indian cities of 
Madras, Madurai, Vellore 
and Calcutta, it is the first 
recorded epidemic caused by a 
non-01 V cholerae."

Mutant bacillus may be 
cause of eighth pandemic

SEVEN great pandemics of 
cholera have swept the war Id 
since 1S17. Is the eighth, about 
to begin? 

Cholera is caused by the 
bacillus Vibrio cholerae, nor¬ 
mally passed on in contami¬ 
nated water. Many different 
forms of V. cholerae are 
known, but until now only 
those belonging to a subgroup 
known as Ol have been 
known to cause epidemics. AH 
other forms of the bacillus can 
cause sporadic cases erf diar¬ 
rhoea. but until now these 
have been limited. . 

The new form, known as 
0139 because it is the I39fh to 
be identified, has changed all 
that Scientists from the Uni¬ 
ted States Food and Drug 
Administration believe that it 
is a mutation of the so-called 
El Tor strain that caused the 
last pandemic, which began in 
the 1960s. 

The symptoms caused by 
the new strain are exactly the 
same, but it cannot be detected 


by tests designed to pick up the 
dangerous Ol strains- Dr Rob¬ 
ert Hall and colleagues from 
the FDA believe tins is 
because the new strain incor¬ 
porates a naturally-occurring 
mutation in one of the anti¬ 
gens on its surface. 

As a result, it is capable of 
producing the same disease as 
£1 Tor without triggering off 
tiie immune reaction in people 
who have already been ex¬ 
posed to El Tbr. Nor do 
existing vaccines offer any 
protection. By the same token, 
it does not produce positive 
results in the immunological 
tests used m detect dangerous 
strains. 

There is no evidence that 
drags have played any part in 
five emergence of the new 
strain, ft is resistant to two 
drugs often used to treat 
cholera, co-trimcxazole and 
furazolidone, but can be treat¬ 
ed with the broad-spectrum 
antibiotic, tetracycline. 

In one respect, it is worse 


than tiie Ol strains, because 
unlike them it ran apparently 
cause septicaemia, a serious 
form of Wood poisoning. So 
far the epidemic, which 
in Madras in India in 1 
has affected more than 
KXLOQff people in Bangladesh. 
The new strain has also 
spread widely though India 
and has been detected in 
Thailand. 

The West is unlikely to be 
seriously affected, as good 
drainage and dean drinking 
water provide no opportunity 
for the bacillus to spread. 

Effective and simple treat¬ 
ments for cholera do exist In 
addition to antibiotics to kill 
the organism, patients should 
be given solutions containing 
salts, including common salt 
and sodium bicarbonate, as 
tiie toxins produced by the 
bacillus disturb the body's salt 
balance. But in many develop¬ 
ing countries, even this simple 
therapy is not as widely avail¬ 
able as it should be.

Rescue workers, who in¬ 
cluded dozens of Thai sol¬ 
diers; reported agonised cries 
coming from the wreckage of 
the hotel as they pumped 
oxygen into the ruins in an 
attempt to keep the buried 
victims alive. K was thought 
that besides the dead Briton, 
a total of D Americans, ei ght 
Japanese, two Finns, one 


Swede and one. Taiwanese 
were missing; as well as 
about MO Thais, many of 
them teachers attending a 
conference in the hotel.

Tokyo leader admits war ‘mistake’

AFTER nearly five decades. 
Japan seems to be inching 
towards acknowledging its re¬ 
sponsibility far atrocities in 
die second world war. 

Morihfro Hosokawa, the 
prime minister, and his week- 
old government have prom¬ 
ised a change ef heart from the 
gr udgin g offers of apologies 
and compensation made by 
the liberal Democratic Party 
during its 38 years in power. 

Mr Hosokawa made his 
own feelings dear at a press 
conference earlier this week: “I 
think it was a war of aggres¬ 
sion and a mistaken war.” 
Japanese television has re¬ 


played his comment endlessly, 
its evident frankness marking 
a distinct change from the 
circumlocutions of his LDP 
predecessors. 

The first test of the new 
government's resolution 
cones tomorrow, the 48th 
anniversary of Japan's surren¬ 
der. Ministers must deride 
whether to join the thousands 
of mourners visiting the 
Yasukini shrine in central 
Tokyo to pray for the war 
dead. Visits to Yasukini, 
which enshrines nearly two 
and a half million Japanese 
who died in war since 1853, 
have become a powerful sym¬ 


bol of official attitudes to the 
conflict liberals opposed the 
visit arguing that they violate 
the constitutional operation of 
religion and state and that the 
Shinto shrine is tainted by its 
prominent role in prewar mili*- 
tarism. They add that among 
those it enshrines are 14 class 
A war criminals, including 
Hideiti Tojo. 

This year, the government 
has made it dear that three 
senior members of the cabinet 
— Mr Hosokawa. Tsutomu 
Hata, the foreign minister, 
and Masayoshi Takemura, 
the chief cabinet secretary — 
will not make official visits. It 


seems unlikely that Mr 
Hosokawa will visit at all 
Kdzd Igarashi. the construc¬ 
tion minister who is a Social¬ 
ist. is likely to attend an 
alternative memorial service 
for the victims of Japans 
aggression. 

Last night the Hosokawa 
government unveiled its de¬ 
fence budget although the 
country’s military spending 
will remain one of the highest 
in the world, the finance 
ministry has imposed a 1.95 
per cent growth ceiling for 
next year.

Israel willing to meet 
PLO peace delegates

Ha- 
nan Ashrawi and Saeb 
Erekat, who had threatened to 
resign from the d e legati on 
earlier this week in a dispute 
with PLO leaders over strat¬ 
egy in the peace talks.

Tribes flee from curse of India’s Narmada dam

THE tribal hamlet of 
Maghhhara in western India 
no longer exists. In its place 
there is a lake, and II families 
driven out by the deluge look 
down on a lostway of life from 
government-supplied tin 
shades on the h32. 

The water engulfed their 
riverbank homes of cedar- 
wood and thatch late in the 
evening of July 16. Cattle and 
drowsed, buildings col- 


S lnowned, buildings col¬ 
and t he mon soon crop 
e was swept away. The 
villagers rescued what posses¬ 
sions they could, and awaited 
dawn from a refuge on a 
hillside. The debris of their 
shattered fives is still piled on 
the ground. 

This is tiie human face of the 
world's largest water re¬ 
sources project, described by 
opponents as India’s greatest 
premeditated environmental 


disaster. After four decades of 
argument, the damming of the 
Narmada is a reality. The 
scheme envisages 30 big. 135 
medium and 3.000 small 
dams on the Narmada and its 
41 tributaries. The cultural, 
environmental and human 
rights consequences are im¬ 
measurable. The World Bank, 
stung by international criti¬ 
cism. has pulled out of the 
project. Japan, anotfier finan¬ 
cier. got cold feet. 

The work goes on, however, 
haphazardly and uncertainly, 
while huge numbers of India's 
poorest and mast powerless 
face compulsory relocation to 
unfamiliar land. The Vasava 
tribesmen from Maghhhara 
seem bewildered and afraid. 
“I feel like crying." says Simaji 
Nogrya, 30, a child in rags 
dinging to his legs. His family 
has occupied these wooded 



hiffs for generations, wit h o u t 
tide to most of die land they 
cultivate. Under government 
relocation schemes, each is 
entitled to plots of two-and-a- 
half acres in exchange for 
ancestral lands that are cen¬ 
tral to their culture. The 
allocated land is 25 miles 
away. “I have been to see the 
land and it looks good quali¬ 
ty,” Mr Nogrya says. “But f 


think it can only produce one 
crop a year. Here, we manage 
two crops — winter and mon¬ 
soon. If the crop is bad we 
have the forest and river to fall 
back on. If it fails in the new 
place, we will starve." 

The grey concrete dam is 
1.210 metres (1323 yards) wide 
and 61 metres high; by 1998 it 
is due to reach its final height 
of 146 metres. The Narmada 
flows lazy and shallow in die 
dry months, but during this 
monsoon it has pounded in 
full spate towards the Arabian 
Sea before hitting the dam, the 
first of the planned network. 
Vast areas axe under water, 
but this is nothing compared 
to what is coming if and when 
die other dams are completed.

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Bill Clinton may have been acting more presidentially of late, but his handling of the Foster suicide has been less than candid 


W hen last I wrote on 
this page about the 
death of Vincent Fos¬ 
ter. the White House 
legal counsel who shot himself last 
month, he had not yet even been 
taken home to Arkansas for burial, 
and T think I over-estimated die ef¬ 
fects the tragedy would have on the 
morale of Bill Clinton and his 
beleaguered White House. Hie 
president appeared vulnerable al¬ 
ready, and I was affected by his 
obvious grief, the moistness in his 
eyes, and the cloud of gloom and 
perplexity that appeared to have 
settled on Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Since then, things have been 
looking up a bit 
The dithering, shifty, accident- 
prone president has seemed more 
effective and confident. Ever since 
his budget bill scraped through 
Congress. Mr Clinton has been 
popping up all over the plaoe. 
doing decisive and presidential 
things: swearing in the new Su¬ 


preme Court Justice, Ruth 
Gins burg, unveiling an anti-crime 
bill against a backdrop of 
selfoonsdous^ooking police offi¬ 
cers. flying to St Locus to launch a 
rescue fund for the flood-stricken 
mid-West, and rushing from there 
to Denver to meet the Pope. The 
tears have dried. Mr Foster’s 
functions have been redistributed 
around the White House, as have 
his office files. Life in Washington 
goes on. 

But this doesn't mean that Mr 
Foster will be forgotten. Quite the 
opposite, for the publication this 
week of a note found six days after 
his death has revived all the old 
doubts about Mr Clinton and his 
presidency. This note, which was 
found tom into 27 pieces in the 
bottom of Mr Foster's briefcase, 
comprised ten short, unconnected 
statements, which could just be 
taken as the paranoid jottings of a 
deranged, man. But while they 
confirm the impression that he

may be of little significance, and 
his final point - “I was not meant 
for the job or the spotlight of public 
life in Washington.

But the most 
important things about the note 
are its very existence and me 
history of its publication. Why did 

it take so long to find? Why were 30 
hours allowed to pass before it was 
handed over to law enforcement 
officials? These questions add to 
the impression that the White 
House was either careless or 
deceitful in its handling of Mr 
Foster’s death, having removed 
and examined his files and 
allowed cleaners into his office 
before permitting the investigators 
to begin their work- 
One may find it hard to believe 
that a tough litigation lawyer like 


was sick in heart and mind, they 
contain some highly specific accu¬ 
sations which, even if they turn 
out to be without foundation, 
cannot have been drawn purely 
from his imagination.

$400,000. There have been re¬ 
ports, denied by the White House 
this week, of friction between the 
Clintons and the ushers’ office, the 
department that oversees work on 
the building. This may be a small 
matter, but the common urge of 
first ladies to make their mark on 
the White House has often been a 
source of trouble, especially during 
the eras of Jackie Kennedy and 
Nancy Reagan. 


Mr Foster would take his own life 
on the basis of the complaints in 
his note, but its contents 
sit strangely beside statements 
made by Mr Clinton after die 
suicide- These were to the effect 
that Mr Foster had kept his 
depression almost completely to 
himself, and that the reasons for 
his death could never be known.

The 
contents of the note also make it 
clear, that, whatever else may have 
contributed to his suidde. he 
wasn’t very happy in his job. 

I*rn afraid one has to conclude 
that even though he was caught 
lying about his draft-dodging dur¬ 
ing the election campaign.

It seems easy to point out what 
has gone wrong. In Bosnia, ex¬ 
tremely tight rules of engagement 
prevent UN forces from taking of¬ 
fensive action, however necessary 
to protect aid conveys or helpless 
civilians. In Somalia by contrast, 
the rules of engagement are so 
loose that American helicopter 
gunships can blast ammunition 
dumps and General Muhammad 
Farrah Aidid’s headquarters with 
impunity.

In Angola, the UN effort to stop a 
civil war that had raged for 17 years 
was doomed from the start. Two 
years ago. the UN special represen¬ 
tative. Margaret Anstee, had only 
450 unarmed UN observers for a 
country half the size of Europe, and 
a fund of only $120 million — 
minuscule for the task. Moreover 
she did not have the power to defer 
the elections last September until 
both sides had demobilised, and 
Uniia. which did not. has now 
overturned the election it lost and 
overrun three-quarters of the coun¬ 
try by force of arms. 

But while all these criticisms of 
military, logistical and financial 
failure do apply, they do not reach 
the nub of the problem for the UN. 
What is really needed, and what is 
missing in each case, is a dear 
political strategy. Without force to 
back it up. political strategy will un¬ 
ravel. But military force or econ¬ 
omic embargo without a political 
strategy to resolve the underlying 
conflict will simply degenerate into 
further violence. 

The lack of such a strategy is 
most obvious m Somalia. The vio¬ 
lent pursuit of General Aidid, with 
considerableloss of civilian life, has 
not only overshadowed the real 
need for a national reconciliation 
conference for the clan elders and 
the warlords, but has poisoned the 
atmosphere in Mogadishu against 
the UN. The Addis Ababa confer¬ 
ence in March to bring together the 
warring factions has not been 
followed up. What is urgently 
needed now is a recall conference, 
preferably including General Aidid 
but if necessaiy going ahead with¬ 
out him. which would seek to agree 
swift re-establishment of civil insti¬ 
tutions. especially anoffirial police 
force, following the breakdown of 
law and order two years ago. 

The absence of a political stra¬ 
tegy is also manifest in Iraq. 
Constant threats of cruise missile 
attacks on military installations in 
or around Baghdad are no substi-

I n Bosnia, the demise of the 
VanceOwen plan has aban¬ 
doned the country to a final 
solution militarily. In the political 
black hole that now exists, what is 
needed is a UN transitional author¬ 
ity — a temporary UN administra¬ 
tor for the country, with the 
necessary rivil and military staff— 
to provide negotiating space within 
which a multi-ethnic Bosnia may 
yet be preserved, and to stop the 
slide into ethnic apartheid- That 
strategy will need to be backed up 
by a modicum of force, the use of 
air power to hit heavy artillery 
firing on Sarajevo and the other 
enclaves, and a further supply of 
troops to make a reality of the "safe 
havens" platitude. But above ail, 
the political strategy must be aimed 
at a settlement that will endue, 
which a grossly unequal three-way 
partition leaving three million refu¬ 
gees still displaced will not 
In all these conflicts, the UN'S 
authority as arbiter in the post- 
Cold-War era will soon be irrevers¬ 
ibly damaged- A shake-up is 
needed in four areas. Finandafly, 
the countries that are most in 
arrears (particularly the US) must 
be persuaded to pay up. and there 
may also need to be a new levy 
system on member states (possibly i 
a fixed percentage of national 
defence expenditures). Second, it 
means persuading member states 
that a new rote for the UN as 
international peacekeeper justifies 
the extra cost Third, it wall require 
more inspired leadership: vision, 
toughness and independence, but 
without arrogance. And fourth, it 
will mean stripping away bureau¬ 
cracy. This is easier said titan done, 
but the recent snarl-ups over the 
airlifts out of Sarajevo show how 
vital this is. If all that can be 
achieved — a big if. but the prize is 
huge — a new perspective in 
international peacekeeping might 
yet open up.

I prefer the lesser places. I 
prefer Provence to the Cote 
d'Azur, the rivers of the Lot 
and Tain to the Dordogne, 
Bruges to Amsterdam. But above 
all I prefer Umbria to Tuscany. I 
will grant you the whole Florentine 
canon. Tuscany wins, from Duccio 
to Piero, from the Baptistry doors 
and the campo of Siena to bistecca 
alia fiorentina and Chianti classics. 
That province is now under occupa¬ 
tion by an army of Gloucestershire 
condottieri, straw-hatted and rid¬ 
ing steel-clad Volvos. seizing 
villa after villa. 1 cede them 
Florence, Pisa, Siena and San 
Gimignano and fall bade south of 
Lake Trasimene. 

But there I hold my ground. 
Umbria is different Tuscany 
proudly calls itself the cradle of the 
Renaissance. Umbria was its gene¬ 
sis. Umbria was in the beginning. 
Here were the first settlements 
west of Greece, the first and most 
lasting conquest of the Roman 
empire. Here were the Sabine 
women, the countryside of Virgil, 
the first landscape to offer mankind 
aesthetic pleasure rather than just 
hard work. Here were Umbrian 
and Etruscan, two of Europe's 
earliest languages. 

Most important of all, at the 
turn of the 13th century. Umbria be¬ 
gan Europe's great march out of 
the dark ages towards humanism 
and enlightenment The Franciscan 
revolution exhausted the place and 
left it introve r ted and inert But 
the result is that no place on 
earth has handed down to us so 
much of such antiquity, so little 
altered by time. 

Umbria is greener than Tuscany. 
For the most part it is higher and 
even cooler. Its fields have more 
diverse crops, its hills seem 
more intimate. A Tuscan wood 
seems to be one species of tree. 
An Umbrian wood is pine mixed 
with poplar, oak lime. ash. olive. 
The gently rolling landscape from 
Todi to Temi could, after an 
occasional shower of rain, even 
pass for Herefordshire. The eve¬ 
ning light Ms over the contours 
m the greys and blues of the 
Umbrian school, of Perugino and 
Pinturicchio. the edges softened by 
valley mists. 

Robert Browning, seeking to be 
"alone with my soul", found Flor¬ 
ence already crowded in the Last 
century. Now he would regard all 
Tuscany as intolerable. Florence 
and Pisa are under siege. The roads 
to Siena and Arezzo are packed 
with foreign cars claiming these 
□ties as the property of Europe, if 
not the world. The villa boom is 
doing to the slopes of “chi antis hi re" 
wht a similar boom did 20 years 
ago to the hills behind Nice. 
Umbria by comparison is undevel¬ 
oped, still Italian. Prices are lower. 
English cars and English newspa¬ 
pers are rarities. 

Umbria's five great towns — 
Perugia, Orvielo. Assisi. Gubbio 
and Spoleto — contrive to be both 
medieval and yet alive. Residence 


The visitor to Umbria can still sense the presence of 
St Francis, the amiable friar of Assisi who taught 
his people, and then all Europe, how to love nature 
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Driving out the devils at Assisi* die little towns of Giotto’s fresco are still recognisable today 


is not confined to the old or 
the weekender. Citizens live and 
work behind intact medieval walls 
in modernised homes, most of them 
accessible only on foot Historic 
streets have conquered the car- 
borne tourist by excluding all but 
resident traffic. Perugia buries 
cars beneath its rock and carries 
visitors up underground escalators 
to the old Corso. Assisi absorbs 
two million pilgrims a year with 
scarcely a scratch on its 13th- 
century face. There is about these 
places a sense not of a distant 
past but of a sane future. These 
(own-dwellers do not need motor 
vehicles to live and prosper. 
Telecommunication and a piazza 
espresso will do fine: the antithesis 
of Milton Keynes. 

Yet Umbria's true achievement is 
more singular it is to express in

After his death in 1226, St Francis 
was commemorated by a shrewd 
Roman church in a more drastic 
break with convention than any¬ 
thing Florence later achieved. The 
forms of Byzantine art were cast 
aside and painters were invited 
to express Franciscan humanism in 
wholly new ways. In Cimabue's 
fresco of the crucifixion, Mag¬ 
dalen throws her arms skywards 
in despair. We are lifted from 
centuries of iccnographk immo¬ 
bility and thrust straight towards 
Picasso'S Demoiselles (tAvignon . 
Giotto’s frescos of the life of St 
Frands portray, for the first time 
in art, humans stalking, argu¬ 
ing. grieving, loving, and playing. 
Here, also by Giotto, is what is said 
to be the first portrait We can look 
on a 700-year-old fresco of St 
Frands standing in Assisi’s piazza, 
then walk up the street and see 
the same buildings in the same 
landscape. 


T he recent revival of the cult 
of St Francis is not hard to 
explain. His gaiety, per¬ 
haps combined with a 
certain Catholic fatalism, strikes a 
universal chord. It holds traces of 
Buddhism and Hinduism. St 
fYantis's teaching of meditation, 
peace and love appealed to die. 
young of the 1960s. His “Cantide of 
die Creatures” became an anthem 
of the Greens of the 1970s. That 
Margaret Thatcher should also 
have quoted him — an anti- 
capitalist drop-out if ever there was 
one — on the steps of Downing 
Street was bizarre. But it showed 
his market appeal. 

In his pre-war biography of St 
Frands. the Italian historian 
• Corrado Ricci wrote that “to under¬ 
stand a great man’s mind it is 
profitable to know the country of 
his choice; few tilings can so truly 
reveal his feelings" Even those 
who do not follow the Franciscan 
message can sense it in this ser¬ 
ene Umbrian landscape. To travel 
from Assisi down through the old 
Etruscan/Roman settlements of 
Spelio, Bevagna, Montefalco to 
Spoleto — the saint's “beloved vale 
of Spoleto"—is to see a countryside 
virtually as he left it Only the 
mechanisation of fanning intrudes. 
But the hill towns, albeit restored, 
are unchanged at least since 1500. 

I imagine they will remain un- 
chan gal for ever. 

You can gaze on the field of 
Waterloo but sense little of Wel¬ 
lington’s battle. You can linger in 
the piazzas of Florence but not spy 
the Medids. The gilded barges of 
Tudor monarchs no longer flit the 
tidal Thames.

Researchers close in on Troy of Homer 


By Norman Hammond, archaeology correspondent 


REMOTE sensing has re¬ 
vealed the presence of a 
massive wall 18 feet duck at 
the reputed site of ancient 
Troy in northwestern Turkey. 
The discovery suggests that 
the Bronze Age dty may have 
been five times larger than 
thought and more in keeping 
with the description given by 
Homer in the Iliad. 

The wall, 6 ft below (he 
surface, was found 400 yards 
south of the Bronze Age 
citadel by University of Tu¬ 
bingen geophysicists using a 
magnetometer which pene¬ 
trated the surface to detect 


buried anomalies such as 
pits, walls and burials. Only 
40 yards of the wall have 
been t raced so far, and its 
data is bong tested fay exca¬ 
vation this summer. 

Nine cities found one be¬ 
neath another at the site. 
Hissarlik. were originally ex¬ 
cavated in 187440 try 
Heinrich Schllemann, a 
wealthy businessman who 
retired to pursue his lifelong 
ambition to discover a histori¬ 
cal basis to the HituL 

Dr Manfred Korfinann 
hopes that this summer's 
work wfll make it possible to 


corroborate or dismiss a link 
with the levels of Troy VI and 
VIL the levels of the citadel 
corresponding to the general¬ 
ly accepted date of any Trojan 
War around 1200-1100 BC Dr 
Korfinann conjectures that 
the wall runs in a huge loop 
south from the citadel to 
enclose most of the ridge top 
where the Roman town of 
Dram was built centuries 
later, since the section of wall 
traced so far turns north at 
both ends. 

Such a combination of 
citadel and fortified “lower 
town", until a population of 


6 , 000 , would fit what is 
known of Bronze Age urban 
development elsewhere the 
small scale of ancient Troy 
has always puzzled archaeol¬ 
ogists and fuelled doubts 
about an association of tire 
Hissarlik site with the fliaiL 
The overall circuit of the 
walls, if the conjectural plan 
recently published in the 
magazine Archaeology 
proves anywhere near accu¬ 
rate. would have been around 
1.000 yards. Tins would make 
much more sense of Achilles' 
pursuit of Hector around the 
walls of Troy.

85- He was born in New Zealand. 

on April 2 U 908 . 

UNTIL the arrival of Reginald and 
Catherine Hamlin in Ethiopia in 1959, 
the lot of a pregnant woman in the 
remote fastnesses of the country might, 
if die were unlucky, be one of horrific 
and unrelieved suffering. To begin 
with, she would be entirely without 
access to even the most rudimentary 
medical care. If the delivery was 
obstructed the baby would most proba¬ 
bly die. In doing so, its head, eroding 
through the bladder and rectum would 
generally cause a fistula — a suppurat¬ 
ing rent — in one or both. The result 
would be infection, unspeakable pain 
and grotesque tissue damage. 

To encounter a young wife, thus 
cruelly and humiliatingly maimed, 
filthy and foul-smelling, is a deeply 
harrowing experience. Probably still in 
her teens: grieving the loss of her first 
and only child: incontinent of urine 
and faeces, spurned by her husband: 
wi thout friends and without hope, such 
a woman is expected to bear her 
rejection in silenr shame. 

Reginald and Pat Hamlin had left a 
thriving gynaecological practice in 
Sydney in 1959 to go to Addis Ababa. 
They were on a three-year contract, 
their task to set up a school of 
midwifery at the Princess Tsehi Memo¬ 
rial Hospital. The hospital had been 
named after a daughter of the Emperor 
Haile Selassie, who had died in 
childbirth. 

They never returned home. What 
they saw in Ethopia made the couple 
determine to devote the rest of their 
fives to alleviating the plight of the 
outcast wives they encountered and to 
ameliorate the appalling sufferings 
that go hand in hand with childbirth m 
that country. 

Bom in New Zealand. Reginald 
Hamlin embarked on his medical 
career in Australia, as an obstetrician 
and gynaecologist at the renowned 
Women's Hospital. Crown Street. Syd¬ 
ney. In the second world war he served 
in the Royal New Zealand Navy. 

When the Hamlins arrived in Addis 
Ababa 1959 they were soon made 
aware of the magnitude of the problem 
facing the service they had been 

a ed with setting up. Patients with 
is came to them from ail over 
Ethiopia, often arriving only after die 
most arduous journeys which might be 
on camel, mule, donkey, or on foot

One had begged for years at the 
roadside, to raise the £1 bus fare. 
Another arrived almost blind but 
besought the couple to repair her 
fistula before sbe would consent to any 
treatment for her sight Simply, before 
that damage was made good no one 
would come near her. 

It became clear to Hamlin and his 
wife that the sheer scale of the problem 
they faced could not be coped with in a 
single department within a general 
hospital. The establishment of a sepa¬ 
rate, specialist institution was vital. 
Skill and energy as fundraisers now 
went ip tandem with their surgical 
expertise. To the end. Hamlin was 
always happy to describe himself as 
one of the world's greatest beggars. 
Campaigning tirelessly, the couple 
raised money in New Zealand and 
Australia, the United States and Great 
Britain to build a hospital on land 
donated by HaDe Selassie. 

The Fistula Hospital for Poor 
Women with Childbirth Injuries was 
eventually opened in 1975. Since then it 
has treated over 15.000 women free of 
charge. Some 700 women a year are 
now being treated When discharged. 


patients are told to tell other women in 
their village that fra treatment for 
their injuries is available. Some stay on 
to help in pre-operative care such as 
physiotherapy to straighten the legs of 
women who have often lain curled up 
in the comer of their hut. too ashamed 
to move outside. 

When they arrive the women are 
accommodated in the grounds of the 
hospital while awaiting surgery. After 
the operation they are given new 
clothes and money to get home. 

Fistula surgery is a complex and 
delicate business, which requires a 
meticulous technique and innovative 
skills. Hamlin had both, and as a 
result was in great demand as a 
teacher. He was generous with his 
knowledge to those who came from all 
over the world to learn the art. and to 
take the necessary skills to other 
developing countries where fistulas are 
still very common. 

For many years young Ethiopian 
doctors training to become 
gynaecologists have been seconded to 
the Fistula Hospital to learn these 
difficult operations. One of Hamlin's 
most rewarding successes was 


Mamitu Gashe, a skilled fistula sur¬ 
geon. She had arrived in Addis Ababa 
on a stretcher, doubly incontinent, in 
1963. After receiving treatment and 
achieving a successful recovery she 
determined to devote her life to the 
hospital and has become one of its 
most remarkable practitioners. 

The work of Hamlin, his wife and 
Mamitu was recognised by die Royal 
College of Surgeons of England with 
die award of its Gold Medal. Hamlin 
was appointed OBE in 1972 and was 
given the Ethiopian Nobel Prize and 
Gold Medal. Though an Anglican, he 
was presented with the Papal Award of 
die Order of St Gregory the Great 
Earlier this year the work of the 
Hamlins and the hospital was featured 
in a BBC television programme. Walk¬ 
ing Back to Happiness. 

During Hamlin's final illness. Cath¬ 
erine carried an increasing burden of 
surgical work. This she wul continue, 
aided by Mamitu and the Ethiopian 
doctors they have trained. 

Hamlin leaves his widow and a son. 
as well as a hospital which is a 
memorial to one of Africa's greatest 
and most compassionate surgeons. 


GEOFF CONDLIFFE 



Geoff Condliffe. aft-in 
wrestler, died on July 26 
from cancer aged 70. He 
was born in Crewe on 

January U, 1923. 

a favourite among the 
blue-rinsed, die-hard wres¬ 
tling fans of North Stafford¬ 
shire and South Cheshire, 
Geoff CondlifFe — alias 
"Count BarteUi" — was billed 
as the undefeated masked 
man of the ring for twenty 
years. The former paratrooper 
claimed to have suffered a 
broken neck, shoulder, nose 
and ribs, a punctured lung 
and the dislocation of every¬ 
one of his fingers and thumbs. 
Such hyperbolic claims were 
of a piece with the fantasy 
atmosphere of the “grunt 'n 
groan” business. 

In his 47-year professional 
career, Candliffe participated 
in 9,138 bouts. More than 
5,000 of them were in the 
mask he affected to give his 
ring presence greater menace. 
But he was finally stripped of 
his disguise in 1966 by Peter 
Thorley (alias Kendo Nagasa¬ 
ki). who had rigged himself 
out as as a Japanese swords¬ 
man. After 28 minutes of 
knockabout action. Condliffe 
was compelled to admit de¬ 
feat. having ended the evening 
hurled awkwardly onto the 
ringside seats. The unmask¬ 
ing won him the instant 


compassion of the female sec¬ 
tion of the audience. "For 20 
years they'd been booing me, 
although I'd never been a 
villain. Then when I was 
beaten ax last, they sobbed for 
me. That’s women all over.” 

Women made up a hard 
core of CandEffe’s audience, 
despite the risks involved in 
being a fan. One evening the 
15 stone wrestler was thrown 
out of the ring and landed, Sft 
below, on top of a slighdy-buflr 
young girL Condliffe later 
visited her in hospital, 
apologised, and suggested she 
try a seat further away from 
the ring next time. "Oh no." 
sbe mumbled through swollen 
Ups, "You don't have any fun 
at the back." 

Condliffe started his career 
on the streets of Crewe, ap¬ 
pearing in Charlie Hickman's 
boxing booth. After a short 
spell as an amateur wrestler, 
he turned professional as a 
lightweight at the age of 16, 
before the war, fighting under 
the alias Jeff Conda. 

Joining the Army in 1942. he 
served for five years in the 13ih 
(Lancashire) Parachute Battal¬ 
ion and saw action in North 
Africa. Italy, France and the 
Far East Off duty, he took 
part in wrestling displays to 
entertain the troops. 

At the end of the war. 
Condliffe found himself in 
Singapore. Now blown up to 
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15 sxone. he took on ail comers 
at the weekly tournaments m 
the Great World Leisure Park. 
Among his trophies were such 
exotic notions as the All South 
East Asia Gold Belt the 
Malayan Heavyweight 
Championship and the Vic¬ 
tory Belt — the latter awarded 
at a tournament to celebrate 
the defeat of the Japanese. 

On Ins return to England, a 
shrewd promoter suggested 
that Condliffe don a mask and 
try a more flamboyant name. 
Given the unalarming benig¬ 
nity of his client’s features, the 
first was a good idea. For the 
second, Condliffe came up 
with the idea of “Count" This 
was not from delusions of 
grandeur simply Indian and 
Malayan referees had often 
been reluctant to recognise the 
fall of local opponents to 
Condliffe. “Count, count. Ah 
tell thee!" Condliffe would 
bellow at the referee, while 
struggling to keep his oppo¬ 
nent down. Native audiences 
began to chant the word 
whenever they saw Condliffe 
coming. 

In ms farewell contest in 
1986, seen by an estimated 
twenty million cable TV view¬ 
ers, Condliffe dispatched the 
tattooed mystery wrestler. 
“Tarantula", in seven minutes 
and 10 seconds. 

Outside the ring, he built 
up three busy garages in the 
Crewe area. He established 
the Count BarteUi sports 
awards in 1985. which gave 
cash prizes to help out promis¬ 
ing local youngsters, and was 
president of the Crewe and 
Nantwich sports council for 
several years. 

He is survived by his third 
wife and official biographer. 
Ann Madtroiy. whom he 
married in 1986. 


Nat Mills, vaudeville star, 
died yesterday aged 93, 

He was born in 1900. 

TOGETHER with his wife 
Bobbie. Nat Mills formed one 
of the most popular comedy 
double acts of the 1930s and 
1940s. The characters they 
played — long-suffering hus¬ 
band and scatterbrained wife 
— bordered on the grotesque 
and their material was kept 
deliberately simple. But they 
managed the transition from 
the robust atmosphere of the 
music halls to the more so¬ 
phisticated medium of radio 
more seamlessly than most. 

Nat Mills was appearing in 
cabaret in 1923 when he met a 
girl called Bobbie MacCauley 
and suggested they form an 
act Their routine was based 
on the gullible Bobbie taking 
figurative sayings literally. 
Work in England was difficult 
to find at first and the couple 
embarked instead on a suc¬ 
cessful four-month tour of 
South Africa. They found 
themselves unemployed and 
peniiess on their return and, at 
this low ebb, they married. 

In 1927 their fortunes 
changed. Booked at the elev¬ 
enth hour to appear in a show 
mounted by the singer-come¬ 
dian Talbot O'Farrell, Nat and 
Bobbie came on as the third 
turn and stopped the show, in 
true showbusiness fashion an 
important booking agent, 
Florence Leddington, was sit¬ 
ting in the audience. 

The Millses were booked for 
the Metropolitan on Edgware 
Road and the Holbom Em¬ 
pire. From there they went on 
to tour the huge Moss “Em¬ 
pire" circuit — a chain of 
professionally-run Variety 
halls which included the Coli-

seum — and visited America, 
managing to lose much of 
their new-found wealth in the 
Wall Street crash. 

Back in England in the 
1930s, the couple continued in 
Variety and revues and played 
at the London Palladium eight 
times a year. As well as the 
cross-talk, they performed 
sketches, sang and danced. 
Nat Mills wrote a number of 
songs, including “Nice 
People", which Flanagan and 
Allen made famous. 

But it was his inspired 
portrayal of the exasperated 
and constantly interrupted 
spouse that really drew the 
crowds. Even an old child¬ 
hood injury — Nat had dam¬ 
aged his right hand and the 
whole arm still shook uncon¬ 
trollably —was turned to good 
account: audiences presumed 
he was shaking with 
frustration. 

Nat admitted, however, that 
his talents would never have 
flourished without Bobbie: 
“What a performer... we 
were just like brother and 
sister, we matched so well — 
the timing was sensational. 
We used to do a silly little ga» 
and get yells of laughter with 
that daft face of hers looking at 
the audience. We were the first 
ones to revive the song 
“There's a Hole In My Bucket" 
—we were a riot with that; and 
the long wait between each 
verse — 1 just used to look at 
her as much as to say, *1 can't 
get on with this woman at 
all’." 

Later in their careers, the 
two took to radio. Early in the 
second world war they visited 
France to do a concert-party 
broadcast for the troops. On 
their return John Sharman, 
then in charge of BBC's revue 


section, offered them a pro¬ 
gramme. They performed 
their celebrated burlesque of 
Romeo and Juliet — the firsi 
time their stock phrase, “Let's 
get on with it", was heard 
nationwide. 

BOBBIE: "My kingdom for 
a horse — my kingdom for a 
horse!" 

NAT: “Juliet never said thar 

— King Richard said that 
when he was stuck for a 
mount." 

BOBBIE: “What amount 
was he stuck for?" 

NAT: “1 have no idea — let 
me get on with it" 

“Let’s get on with it" thus 
passed into popular currency 

— even Churchill used it on 
one occasion. The Millses 
continued on radio through¬ 
out the war and afterwards on 
such shows as Workers’ Play¬ 
time. Even on radio, they were 
able to capitalise on the visual 
appeal of the act: listeners 
were desparate to know what 
the studio audience — who 
could see the couple's hilari¬ 
ous facial expressions — were 
laughing at. 

The act ended when Bobbie 
fell ill on a tour of South Africa 
in 1954. She died in January 
the following year. Nat Mills 
tried to cany on with other 
actresses, but none were able 
to take her place. 

A solo career would not 
have been out of the question: 
Mills was a talented panto¬ 
mime dame, and the music 
hall star Vesta Tilley described 
his Mother Goose as one of the 
finest she had seen. He joined, 
instead, his brother’s carpet 
firm and eventually remar¬ 
ried, though he continued to 
support the showbusiness 
charity, the Grand Order of 
Water Rats.

HOMER JACK 


Homer Alexander Jack, 
founder and former bead 
of the United Nations 
non-governmental 
committee on 
disarmament died on 
August 5 aged 77. He was 
bora in Rochester, New 
York, on May 19,1916. 

WORDS were not enough for 
Homer Jack. “It’s not enough 
to write or preach about 
brotherhood and peace." he 
once said. “One must try 
however one can to jump into 
die fray. ” From the imd-1940s 
onwards, there was hardly a 
pacifist or humanitarian 
cause which did not rank Jack 
among its active supporters. 

He was a founder of die 
Congress on Racial Equality, 
and of the National Commit¬ 
tee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, 
for which he served as execu¬ 
tive director from 1960 to 1964. 
He helped to organise the 1965 
freedom march from Selma to 
Montgomery. Alabama, 
chaired the Association of Fair 
Housing Committees in New 
York City, and was a promi¬ 
nent worker for the American 
Civil liberties Union. 

Jack was secretary-general 
of the World Conference on 


Religion and Peace from 1970 
to 1983, combining the job 
with chairmanship of the Uni¬ 
ted Nations Non-Governmen¬ 
tal Committee on Disarmam¬ 
ent. of which he was founder. 

In the latter role he was a 
constant and outspoken critic 
of his own government’s 
nudear policy, saying in 1980 
that “US tactics only increase 
the danger of the spread of 
nuclear weapons — certainly a 
disservice to both LIS policy 
and world interests.” 

Jack pressed constantly for 
the world-wide cessation of 
nuclear testing and for com¬ 
prehensive disarmament, but 
after decades of effort he was 
under no illusion about his 
chances of success. “1 just 
don’t see the world community 
working as fast on this thing 
as is needed," he said in 1982. 
“I’m terribly pessimistic, but 
we have to keep pushing on." 

As a student Jade had 
majored in biology at Cornell 
University. But then his out¬ 
look changed. This led him to 
a theological school in Chica¬ 
go. He was ordained as a 
Unitarian minister in 1949. 

He is survived by his second 
wife. Ingeborg, one son and 
one daughter. 


SEVERO 

SARDUY 

Severo Sarduy. Cuban 
poet, novelist and essayist, 
has died aged 55. He was 
born in Caxnaguey. Cuba, 
in 1937. 

SEVERO Sarduy lived in 
France for more "than twenty 
years and received the 1972 
Mediris Prize for his novel 
Cobra. To me the two poles of 
literature," he once wrote, “are 
desire and death. I want to 
give the reader a pleasure 
comparable to erotic plea¬ 
sure." 

Sarduy began publishing 
poems in local newspapers as 
a youth. By the time of the 
revolution in 1959. he was co¬ 
authoring a literary page in 
the weekly Monday of the 
Revolution. 

He left for France a year 
later, published Gestures, in 
1964' and Write While Danc¬ 
ing in 1967. After a book of 
essays — Barocco in 1975 — he 
published his novel Cobra. 
about Buddhism in a Spanish- 
American context 
In 1986 he published 
Colibri, set in a Caribbean 
homosexual brothel. His last 
novel was So That No One 
Knows I'm Afraid (1991). 
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STEALING APPLES. 

Before the act against stealing from 
gardens existed, it is very certain that 
tile species of properly contained in 
them was insufficiently protected by the 
law of England. It was almost impossi¬ 
ble to fake effectual measures for 
visiting nocturnal trespassers with any 
sort of punishment which did not 
convert the injured party into the 
aggressor, and encourage a repetition of 
the wrong. To furnish more ample 
security, as well to householders as to 
proprietors of gardens, many of whom 
gained a livelihood by selling their 
produce, this garden aa we are 
informed, was brought in: but we are 
sure that the Legislators did not 
contemplate the harshness exercised 
upon one class of offenders against it in 
cases where youths of the tenderest age 
are brought before them for the offence 
of stealing fruit The clerical vengeance 
inflicted on some little wretches within 
this fortnight, was described and no¬ 
ticed as we felt that its nature merited: 


ON THIS DAY 
August 14 1826 


A red-faced farmer with a stout stick 
remains the simplest and most effective 
deterrent for this "crime". 

and another instance which, having 
occurred on Friday nearer home, was 
reported in The Times' of the day 
following, ought not to escape the 
reader's observation, if it were only to 
mark the spirit in which our magistrates 
administer certain laws against certain 
classes of culprits. The case was brought 
forward at Bow-street and we are told 
that Sir Richard Birnie was so hard 
pressed by other matters, that this boy- 
business was sent before a county 
magistrate, sitting in Mr, Stafford's 


rooms. We suspect he had no fancy for 
administering Mr Feel's act against a 
pair of urchins, one of whom appears to 
have been caught with no less than 
seven (5) apples in his possession, which 
had been thrown to him by his comrade. 
Well, after hard' pleading by the boys 
and their fathers for forgiveness, the two 
little fellows were sentenced for 14 days 
to the tread-mill. But the county Magis¬ 
trate answered their appeals for lenity 
by threatening them, that if they were 
not satisfied he would extend the term to 
six months. It is difficult to suppose that 
Mr Robinson was mistaken as to the 
limits of his own authority: and if he 
was not we do aver that it is perfectly 
monstrous to subject the boys of tins 
country to such a terrible visitation for a 
delinquency which every schoolboy in it 
has committed: and this without the 
intervention of a jury to ascertain the 
facts, but at the caprice of a choleric or 
bilious justice. One might imagine that 
apples had been made game by some 
modem act of Parliament, from the 
temper disclosed in protecting them.

A BRITISH insurance com¬ 
pany is taking legal action in 
London and Cyprus in a bid 
to recover £20 million of 
investors* funds which, h 
claims, was transferred with¬ 
out authority to the control of 
a tiny Caribbean bank- • 

The action is being taken by 
Clerical Medical Internation¬ 
al, the Isle of Man based in¬ 
vestment arm of the Clerical 
Medical insurance group. Ac¬ 
cording to Clerical Medical, 
the money was subscribed by 
more than 1,000 British inves¬ 
tors into offshore broker bonds 
managed by Bankhall Invest¬ 
ment Management, a Fbnbra 
member company based at 
Altrincham. Cheshire. Fun bra 
yesterday suspended David 
Andrew Wamock, Bankhalks 
managing director, and Paul 
Henry Hogarth, also a direc¬ 
tor of foe company. 

A statement issued last 
night by the investor protec¬ 
tion body said that both men 
have been ordered to “cease 
conducting investment busi¬ 
ness regulated by Fimbra 
while investigations continue 
into the transfer abroad of 
investment funds in circum¬ 
stances which make it difficult 
to value those funds". 

Investors’ funds had been 
held in a Channel Islands 
bank account in the name of 
Managed Opportunities Ltd, 
a company owned by Clerical 
Medical. David Waroock was 
a signatory to the Channel

Islands account, and a busi¬ 
ness associate of his. Philip 
Simons, a Cheshire quantity 
surveyor, was a director of 
Managed Opportunities. 

Both are named as defen¬ 
dants in a writ issued by Cler¬ 
ical Medical in Lcndon, which 
alleges foal Mr Simons and 
Mr Wamock “are considered 
to be persons responsible far 
putting the assets of Managed 
Opportunities Ltd at risk." 

Mr Hogarth said last night 
that the legal action would be 
fought “all the way. We refute 
all Gerical Medical’s state¬ 
ments. None of them are cor¬ 
rect. We have not been 
involved in any impropriety.** 

The writ alleges that the two 
men exceeded the authority 
given to them by transferring 
investors'money to an account 
at Lombard National West¬ 
minster in Limassol, Cyprus. 
Clerical Medical has obtained 
a so-called “Mareva” injunc¬ 
tion, freezing foe Cyprus bank 
account until foe ownership of 
the funds can be decided. 

The Copras account is in the 
name of Hanover Bank Ltd. 
which is licensed by the gov¬ 
ernment of Antigua. Matters 
have been complicated, how¬ 
ever. by a further Mareva 
order, obtained by a Cyprus 


company which claims the 
money was intended for an 
investment deal it had entered 
into with Hanover Bank. 

The managing director of 
Hanover Bank, Tony Fitzpat¬ 
rick. said yesterday*. “The 
funds have at all times been 
held in trust in our account for 
Managed Opportunities, 
under foe control of foe officers 
of Managed Opportunities.” 

Mr Fitzpatrick said that the 
money had been transferred to 
Cyprus in support of a pro¬ 
posed purchase of Prime Bank 
Guarantees from, or through, 
foe Cyprus company. Prune 
Bank Guarantees are finan¬ 
cial instruments that have led 
to considerable co nt ro v ersy in 
foe banking world, which has 
been Dying to damp down 
suggestions that they can be 
traded as an investment rath¬ 
er than used between banks as 
a guarantee of payment 

Bankhall Investment Man¬ 
agement has backed Mr Fitz¬ 
patrick's claim that investors’ 
hinds never really left foe con¬ 
trol of Managed Opportuni¬ 
ties. Paul Hogarth, speaking 
for himself and on behalf of 
Mr Wamock. said: “There was 
a frill trust in existence between 
Hanover Bank and Managed 
Opportunities. We can assure 


you that the assets which were 
placed in that bank account 
were all under a trust of which 
the 100 per cent beneficiary 
was Managed Opportunities." 

Mr Hogarth added: “We 
refute all Gerical Medical’S 
statements. None of them are 
correct We have not been 
involved in any impropriety, 
and we believe Gerical 
Medical’s comments are un¬ 
true. We are taking full legal 
action against them. Our law¬ 
yers have been to counsel, 
whose opinion is that com¬ 
ments made by Gerical Medi¬ 
cal are defamatory and that 
we should fighi them for 
damages. We shall fight them 
all foe way." 

Gerical Medical has now 
severed its business relation¬ 
ship with Bankhall. It has 
written to all effective inves¬ 
tors, offering to manage 
money which was previously 
managed by Bankhall. Alter¬ 
natively. funds can be 
switched free of charge to other 
Gerical Medical investments. 

Nigel Gardner, deputy chief 
executive of CMI financial ser¬ 
vices on the Isle of Man, said 
he had no doubt that his 
company would win its Cy- . 
pros legal action to regain 
control of investors’ money. 
However, there were no dr- i 
cumstances under which in¬ 
vestors would lose, he added: 
“CMI is going to pick up the 
bill. We have given that under¬ 
taking to investors and we 
have no intention of going 
back on that." 


THE franc slipped to a record 
low against foe mark, and 
gold markets were hit by fears 
that the Bank of France had 
liquidated — or was about to 
liquidate — part of its gold 
reserves to defend its curren¬ 
cy. 

Gold continued its relapse 
since the currencies in foe 
European exchange-rate 
mechanism were permitted to 
float over a 30 per cent range. 
The price slumped to $365 an 
ounce in overnight trading on 
Thursday, and bullion mar¬ 
kets opened nervously yester¬ 
day after the Bank of France 
announced that defending the 
franc in the week to August 5 
had drained 190 billion francs 
(£215 billion) from its central 
reserves. 

In London, gold was fixed m 
foe afternoon at $367.70 an 
ounce, down $6 from Thurs¬ 
day’s dose and about 10 per 
cent below its recent peak. 

On foe foreign exchanges, 
foe franc was chiefly a victim 
of the mark’s strength. Deal¬ 
ers responded to signals from 
the Bundesbank’s chief econo¬ 
mist that no big German rate 
ait was imminent but dis¬ 
counted remarks fay foe 
French prime minister that 
French interest rate policy 
would not greatly change. 

The franc dropped to 3.5370 
to the mark, more than 5 per 
cent below its centra] rare in 
the ERM grid, though the 
Danish crown remained foe 
system’s weakest currency. 

Sterling dipped about a 
pfenning against foe mark., to 
an official dose of DM2.4986. 

The French central bank's 
attempts to shore up the franc 
has left foe bank with a deficit 
of more than FrJSO billion. 
France holds 81.85 million 
ounces of gold, according to 
the International Monetary 
Fund. At $370 an ounce, that 


would realise $3028 billion — 
sufficient to neutralise foe 
deficit 

Analysts said, however, foal 
for France to sell gold would 
go against the historical grain. 
France has been more pro¬ 
gold than any other industrial 
country, with large private 
holdings of South African gold 
shares. 

Dealers were edgy on sug¬ 
gestions that The Nether¬ 
lands. a net seller of 400 
tonnes of gold in 1992, and

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Building societies rally behind endowment mortgages

MORTGAGE lenders yesterday dosed 
ranks in the face of the decision by the 
Cheltenham & Gloucester, die sixth largest 
building society, to stop selling endowment 
mortgages, and insisted that endowments 
were right for most of their customers. The 
Halifax, the largest lander, said: “Endow¬ 
ments are still very popular and we don't 
think we are seeing die death of the 
endowment" About 70 per cent of Halifax 
loans are endowments. 

Others rushed out statements saying that 
customers were never forced into taking out 
an endowment reviving the argument that 


endowments are in many cases oversold to 
people who do not need than, mainly to 
generate commission for the lender and 
meet insurance company sales targets. 

Endowments have also been criticised for 
offering poor value to those surrendering 
the policy early. Fears have also been 
expressed that in some cases, die policy 
may not even pay off die mortgage at die 
end of the term. 

The C&G announced on Thursday that it 
would not remain a tied agent of Legal & 
General for endowment business after 
November and would not tie with anyone 
else, instead, it would recommend that 
borrowers wanting investments to cover

Own-label trend fails to 
dent Unilever’s results

S uddenly there is an 
embarrassment of 
choice in the fixed-rate 
mortgage market. 
Over the past two weeks, 
chaos in the currency markets 
and expectations of lower in¬ 
terest rates have resulted in a 
flurry of lower fixed-rate of¬ 
fers. as lenders take advantage 
of cheaper money to lend oil 
F ixed-rate mortgages have 
caught the imagination of 
borrowers. However low in¬ 
terest rates may look now. 
worries about being caught 
out again as they rise still 
remain. The National West¬ 
minster Bank, which this week 
I ) brought out a range of rates 
fixed for up to ten years, says: 
“Fixed rates have been the 
most popular with our cus¬ 
tomers this year. The appeal 
has been that variable rates 
can go up and they offer 
protection.” More than half 
NatWest’s new mortgages are 
fixed, while Barclays says that 
85 per cent of its customers 
opted for a fixed rate in the 
first half of 1993. 

Building society customers 
and centralised lenders are 
just as enthusiastic, to judge 
from figures from the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders. The 
figures show that in the first 
quarter of this year, nearly 
half of all new mortgages were 
fixed. More than a third of all 
mortgages are fixed. Brian 
Whitfield, marketing director 
at the Household Mortgage 
Corporation, says: “People re¬ 
member rates going up last 
September. Anyone with a 
fixed rate was going around 
with a smile on their face." 

Bui making the wrong deci¬ 
sion over a fixed rate can be 
expensive. Apart from the 
$ annoyance of seeing people on 
a variable rate paying less, 
fixed-rate mortgages can have 
substantial upfront and hid¬ 
den costs. There are heavy 
penalties far redeeming them 
early and many lenders will 
insist on borrowers taking out 
compulsory insurance poli¬ 
cies, which may not be the best 
value. 

The list of lenders rosnmg 
out fixed rates in just this week 
indudes Halifax. Abbey Nat¬ 
ional, NaiWest, National & 
Provincial. Britannia Building 
' Society , Mortgage Services (a 
subsidiary of the Hypo-Bank) 
and Household Mortgage 
Corporation. Barclays nave 
been offering a new range of 
rates since last Friday. It is 


now possible, in this latest 
round of rates, to fix rates at 
7.75 per cent (with an annual 
percentage rate reflecting total 
costs over 25 years of 8.1 per 
cent) for five years with the 
Abbey National, and 7.75 per 
cent (APR &2 per cent) for five 
years with the NatWesL The 
National & Provincial is offer¬ 
ing a fix of between 7.6 and 
8.25 per cent over five years, 
depending on how large a 
borrowers deposit is. Bar¬ 
clays’ new five-year rate is 7.99 
per cent (APR 8.4 per cent). 
Over terms of three years, 
rates on offer freon most 
lenders are below 7 per cent 
while fixing for two years 
should ensure a rale of less 
than 6 per cent. Those who 
save a larger deposit of be¬ 
tween 15 and 25 per cent are 
increasingly likely to get a 
better rate than those needing 
to borrow 90 per cent or more, 
because lenders are keen to 
limit their exposure, after the 
disasters erf the past few years. 

The lower the rate at which 
borrowers are fixing, the less 
risk there is that they will be 
wrongfooted on rates. A fixed 
rate of less than 10 per cent 
over five years is generally

Winners and 
losers on a 
long-term plan 

INTEREST rates had yet to rise to their 
dizziest heights when Michael Fitzsimmons 
bought his first floor flat in Bristol in June 
1987. In fact they were moving downwards, 
but Mr Fitzsimmons is now congratulating 
himself on taking out one of National 
Westminsters earliest fixed rates of 9.9 per 
cent for five years (Sara McConnell writes). 

The offer of a fixed rate more than a 
percentage point lower than the prevailing 
variable rate was enough to tempt Mr 
Fitzsimmons. He said* “I had never heard of 
fixing rates at the time, but it certainly worked 
quite well for the first five years.” 

He borrowed £22000 from the NatWest to 
help buy his £77,000 flat Between 1987 and 
1992 he paid £3,185 less for his fixed rate than 
if he had had a variable rate. The fixed rate 
cost him £10.998 while the variable rate would 
have cost him £14183. He had had to pay £100 
as an upfront arrangement fee to NatWesL 
but did not have to take any insurance 
policies. 

When his five year fixed period was up in 
August 1992 he opted to fix at 9.95 per cent 
He could have fixed for two or ten years at the 
same rate, but chose five because the early 
redemption penalty of three months gross 
interest was not that much more than the two 
months’ he would have to pay for redeeming 
a two-year fix earty. So far the new rate has 
not been such a good move because variable 
rates have since fallen, but he is not that 
concerned. “Variable rates have dropped but 
it is peace of mind." 

By contrast Sarah Tuck was “just crawling 
to get our of her fixed rate when it came to an 
end last month. The rate on her E43.000 
endowment mortgage on her flat in 
Walworth, south east London had been fixed 
at 11.85 per cent for two years in June 199] and 
she was paying £350 plus £52 a month in 
endowment premiums. This month her 
payment is £236 plus the endowment At the 
beginning, the rate had looked good because 
the variable rate was 1295 per cent 
She said: “I felt trapped in my mortgage at 
the end." Unfortunately, she was trapped a 
month longer than she had bargained for 
because it had not been made clear that the fix 
would last until the end of July rather than 
the beginning. She added: “The advantage 
was that I was able to budget for two years."

NEXT Thursday, A-level re¬ 
sults will be published in 
England and Wales.

These higher contributions 
above the basic grant level are 
based on a range of special 
allowances.

based on inflation, will be 12 
per cent next year. They can 
take a bank overdraft and Bar- 
days' research shows that four 
out of five students ended this 
year with debts averaging 
£1.672. Graduates owed 
£1.900. Those in desperate 
need can apply to the universi¬ 
ties’ Access Fluid, but this is 
given on a first come first 
served basis and the money 
invariably runs out before the 
end of the year. These sums of 
money are not enough to fund 
a student's living expenses. A 
sample student budget drawn 
up by Barclays shows the 
grant and student loan togeth¬ 
er leave students £3.75 a week 
short throughout the year, 
ignoring the need for deposits 
and retainers on their flats 
and money spent on enjoying 
themselves.

Parents are the main source 
for funding the deficit. Those 
who have not saved in ad¬ 
vance have two choices: either 
they can find the extra money 
out of their current income; or 
they can borrow the money. 

An authorised bank over¬ 
draft costs around 20 per cent 
a year plus, almost certainly, a 
monthly or quarterly fee. A 
personal loan costs about the 
same but the rate is fixed and 
they are a bit cheaper if the 
loan is of several thousand, 
pounds; there is no fee. Stu-ljfc 
dents can get overdrafts up to 
£400 free of interest 

Anyone with spare equity in 
their house can apply to 
remortgage at around 8 per 
cent although there is no tax 
relief on the interest pay¬ 
ments. Sun Life and the Royal 
Bank of Scotland have a 
scheme for parents who need 
to borrow, either using their 
house as collateral at 83 per 
cent a year, or a life assurance 
policy at 30-5 per cent. 

For parents who have time 
in hand saving in advance is 
more cost-effective. If it is 
possible to take a five-year 
view, the safer forms of unit* 
trusts, investment trusts and* 
personal equity plans are 
worth considering. 

Guaranteed equity bonds 
give a taste of stock market 
risk, but with a guarantee that 
at least the original invest¬ 
ment will be returned, al¬ 
though mostly the guarantee 
is effective only on the fifth 
anniversary. 

Karen Corrigan, student 
business officer at Barclays 
Bank's. Manchester office, ad¬ 
vises: “The grant cheque just 
won’t stretch far enough. Stu¬ 
dents ought to plan carefully 
and. if they have got a short¬ 
fall, first think of the student 
loan." Students should apply 
for a grant, without waiting 
for acceptance from a college. 

It might not come through 
until after term has started. 
They can begin applying for a 
student loan from the start of A 
September. *

The AA’s director of finance 
readily countered my cynical 
suggestion that there might be 
some attraction to having all 
that money earning interest 
for three weeks in the AA’s 
coffers, it was, he explained, a 
ploy to help the motorist- 

“One reason", he wrote, “is 
to ensure that the member's 
bank has adequate time... to 
accept or refuse our claim for 
payment, in which case an 
alternative method of pay¬ 
ment can be offered. This 
ensures that the member is 
covered for breakdown at all 
times." 

What? If the direct debit has 
mysteriously been cancelled, it 
gives the AA time to ask the 
member responsible if he or 
she wouid like to pay by some 
other method? A useful service 
for all those who inadvertently 


cancel direct debits for ser¬ 
vices they wanted all along. 

1 have cancelled my direct 
debit — very deliberately — 
and will pay future renewals 
directly and at the due date. 

There is some hope. The AA 
is, l am told, re-examining the 
direct debit procedure and 
“testing" whether it should 
move its collection period to 
the date of expiry. 

Reactions of other members 
may well help them decide.

Double taxation treaty between UK and France 


From MrB. OhAilpine 
Sir. Keith Baker (July 17) was 
quick to point out that Week¬ 
end Money (July 5) made no 
reference to the existence of the 
double taxation treaty be¬ 
tween France and the United 
Kingdom. He. in turn, did not 
mention that the vast complex¬ 
ities of the French bureaucrat¬ 
ic system can be challenging. 
For example.... 

You have to pay la twee 
fonciire (property tax) and la 
rare d'habitation (community 
charge) whether you actually 
own or just lease the property. 


Also, all residents in France 
have to pay the CSG, contri¬ 
bution sodale generalise, 
which is confusing to many 
English now in France whose 
revenue comes from outside 
France. The simple answer is 
the double taxation arrange¬ 
ments concern income tax and 
not the CSG. So. all revenue, 
including pensions from the 
United Kingdom, are hit by 
the CSG. which is 1.1 per cent 
of all revenue. 

So for Keith Baker to talk 
about the double taxation _ 
treaty, he must make dear* 


that this is only for income tax 
and you are stiB taxed with 
other taxes on your revenue in 
France.

also seems that these places 
are grossly understaffed.

Revenue repayment terms, 
they rattle along like the 
clappers. One hears much 
about big business easing its 
cash-flow problems at the 
expense of small business 
suppliers. Rather shabby, one 
would say — and such behav¬ 
iour comes from the top.

al. a team performer who in 
four successive games for Not¬ 
tingham Forest and the Re¬ 
public of Ireland last 
November appeared in four 
different roles. 

“Everything you want in a 
Player. Roy has it," Jack 
Chiton, the Republic of Ire¬ 
land manager, observed after 
Keane had anchored his mid- 
field in a defensive role. 

“He has a great engine, 
great strength. He strikes the 
bail well, passes and heads it, 
he can defend and he can 
score." 

A jewel without a flaw? Of 
course not He has a fierce 
temper which the Manchester 
United manager. Alex Fergu¬ 
son. having beaten Arsenal 
and Blackburn Rovers to sign 
him. will have to control as 
well as Brian Clough did. 

A relative novice after only 
three years in professional 
football, Keane today starts an 
ascent on three peaks: the FA 
Carling Premiership tide, die 
European Cup and the World 
Cup. His rapid progress is the 
stuff of dreams. Keane, 
plucked from the dole for 
£25.000 by Clough three sum¬ 
mers ago. cost Manchester 
United 0.75 million. As a 
rt-timer with Cobh Ram- 
lers. he never topped £50 for 
a single pay-day: now he is 
drawing a basic £6,500 a 
week, which means in some 
games he will be earning more 
than that £50 per minute. 
Keane, who left school at the 
first opportunity, earns more 
than the joint salaries of the 
prime ministers of England 
and Ireland. 

At 22 he is summed up by 
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, . . . "stopping me 

doing it is another matter." 

In the Charity Shield, which 
was the first rime they played 
together, it became clear how 
capable Eric Cantona is of 
releasing the Keane surge, like 
an arrow from his bow. 

Small wonder that Fergu¬ 
son. detecting hunger in 
Keane’s grey eyes and feeling 
the power of his handshake, is 
prepared to drop anyone — 
Robson. Sharpe. McClair — 
and so tamper with the chem¬ 
istry of a side that won the last 
championship by ten points. 
To integrate Keane is easy: he 
is so willing, he is competitive 
to a fault, and choosing the 
position that best suits the 
team is merely a question of 
asking him to doit 
The relatively late discovery 
of Keane, who was 19 before 
he came across the water, 
owed something to his late 
physical maturity. Now 5ft 
lOin. he did not begin to grow 
to a similar height as his three 
brothers until he was 17. As a 
diminutive centre forward, he 
had been given hidings by 
tough centre halves until his 
youth coach put him back into 
midfield to spare him further 
punishment Yet the talent 
was apparent to the people 
who run Cobh Ramblers. 

They knew how litde Cork, 
rite city where Keane grew up. 
on a council estate, ten miles 
north west of Cobh, had to 
offer the boy who devoted 
himself to an obsessive degree 
to football. After all. his father. 
Massie. had not worked in 
almost a decade and his 
brothers were also unem¬ 
ployed. so what good was 
education to Roy? Despite 
winning four bouts out of four 
as a boxer.-football was the 
only thing which would take 
him away from the family. 35 
of which came to Wembley for 
the 1992 FA Cup final. 

Ultimately it took fate to 
bring Keane to the notice of 
English dubs, who had ig¬ 
nored or rejected the letters he 
had written to them from early 
adolescence. 

The Ramblers youth team 
goalkeeper blundered late in a 
match, meaning a replay in 
Dublin, where the scouts lay 
dormant Noel McCabe, the 
Forest representative, was 
quicker off the mark than 
John Fallon, of Tottenham, to 
invite the player for a trial. 

After Clough had seen 
Keane for 20 minutes in a 
reserve game, he promoted 
him, typically and audacious¬ 
ly. into the first team for a

Africa that one day he and 
United can be feted in 
Tembisa township, and the 
next see on television the 
results of a massacre there. 
This for a player who was 
offered further education by 
Forest and who, speaking 
privately to the Cobh Ram¬ 
blers secretary, Johnny 
Meade, said: “I don’t even 
want to spell school." 

In the three years he has 
been in English football he has 
scored an average of eight 
goals in the Premier League. 
That is more than John 
Fasbanu netted for Wimble¬ 
don last year. It is far more 
titan Robert Fleck, Alan 
Smith. Roy Wegerle and many 
orher acknowledged 
goalscorers managed. And at 
Manchester United, there can 
be little doubt that Keane will 
be chosen ahead of Lee 


Sharpe, who has scored five 
times in five years, or Bryan 
Robson, who has not hit the 
target more than four times in 
any season since 1988. 

It raises another interesting 
question. Are Manchester 
United more powerful than 
England? What if, as in rugby, 
there was a combined side 
from the British Isles? 
ine the power Keane 
give ft, imagine the flair of 
Giggs on the wing, imagine 
how many Englishmen other 
than David Platt might get 
into it 

They are dreams, of course, 
just as Keane is living one. 
For as Danny Blanchfkjwer, 
another Irishman of repute, 
once observed: “Four, or even 
five, into 11 just doesn’t go." 
The committee men will never 
give up their separate enclaves 
of power. 


GEORGE Graham, the 
Arsenal football dub manag¬ 
er. hopes to complete the 
signing of Andy Sinton. the 
Queens Park Rangers and 
England midfield player, 
within the next week. 

Graham confirmed yester¬ 
day that Rangers had accept¬ 
ed his offer, believed to be £2.7 
million, for Sinton, 27, and 
that he would be talking to the 
player and his representatives 
in the next few days. “We are 
not the only dub involved in 
the bidding but I would hope 
he would be an Arsenal 
player by this time next 
week,” Graham said. 

Sheffield Wednesday and 
Blackburn Rovers have both 
confirmed their interest fti 
signing Sinton, who has won 
ten England caps. The player 
was not included in the Rang¬ 
ers squad which left yesterday 
for the Midlands and their FA 
Carling Premiership match 
against Aston Vflla. 

Aiso absent was Trevor 
Sinclair, who yesterday com¬ 
pleted his £750.000 move to 
Loftus Road from Blackpool 
after rejecting an approach 
from Blackburn. 

If Sinton does join Arsenal 
he will be ineligible for the 
first two rounds of the Cup 
Winners’ Cup but Graham 
said be was not unduly con¬ 
cerned. “I have never signed a 
player for just one competi¬ 
tion” he said. 

Graham insisted, though, 
that he would not be drawn 
into an auction with rival 
dubs over personal terms and 
that Arsenal's rigid pay struc¬ 
ture would remain intact “We 
have some of the best-paid 
players in the league at 
Highbury,” Graham said. 
“They don’t come here for 
fun." 

He agreed that he had 
“missed out" on signings in 
the past — notably when Roy 
Keane moved from Notting¬ 
ham Forest to Manchester 
United in the summer — 
because he had been unwill¬ 
ing to match salaries offered 
elsewhere, but said other Pre¬ 
miership dubs were now pay¬ 
ing the price of their own 
inflated wage structures. 

“There are too many big 
dubs in financial difficulties 
at the moment.” he said. “At 
some dubs players are earn¬ 
ing massive amounts, twice as 
much as others in the team, 
but they are not twice as 
good.” 

Chelsea have paid 
Silkeborg £400,000 for Jakob 
Kjeldbjerg. 24, their Denmark 
defender, but not in time to 
make his debut against Black¬ 
burn today. Malcolm Allen, 
the former Wales forward, 
has joined Newcastle United 
from Mlllwall for £300,000. 


WITH an impeccable sense of 
occasion. Benetton, the multi¬ 
national clothes firm and arri¬ 
viste Formula One team, chose 
the grandly elegant setting of 
Budapest to come firmly back 
into fashion yesterday. 

After an uneven start to the 
season, their wunderldnd, 
Michael Schumacher, is be¬ 
ginning to mourn a steady 
challenge to the Williams- 
Renaults of Alain Prost and 
Damon Hill and the team is 
increasingly being linked with 
the great and good of the 
sport. 

Yesterday, Schumacher fin¬ 
ished little over half-a-second 
behind Prost, who claimed 
provisional pole position for 
tomorrow’s race in the first 
qualifying session of the week¬ 
end and is the firm favourite to 
claim his first Hungarian 
grand prix victory and extend 
his 27-point lead at the top of 
the drivers’ championship. 
But the 24-year-old German 
edged Hill off the front row as 
his British-based team showed 
off their new-found 
confidence. 

Esteemed for their panache 
and verve, they have been 
linked this week with a Re¬ 
nault engine deal for next 
season, a move that would 
seriously threaten Williams' 
pre-eminence, and with a £6 
million attempt to lure Nigel 
Mansell bade from foe 
IndyCar series. 

Their managing director. 
Flavio Briatore. tanned, 
sharp-suited and urbane, re¬ 
fused to confirm foe Renault 
story. But he did deny any 
approach had been made to 
Mansell. “Benetton have not 
talked to anybody." he said. 
'Mansell is just playing 
games. He is very good at 
doing thaL He has done it 
before. He is used to it." 

He preferred to concentrate 
instead on the team's perfor¬ 
mance yesterday. Riccardo 
Patrese, who is slowly show¬ 
ing signs of recapturing his 
form of last season, backed up 


Schumachers second place by 
finishing fourth, more than 
CLSsec anead of Ayrton Senna, 

“Benetton have been mak¬ 
ing progress race after race,” 
the Brazilian said yesterday in 
foe midst of a mild attack on 
the dust-bowl track condi¬ 
tions. “They have advanced 
and so far we have been 
unable to match them in that 
respect" 

Schumacher was under¬ 
standably more ebullient. He 
lies third in the drivers' 
championship, only 14 points 
behind Senna, and must be 
hopeful of overhauling him. 
“We have had another fantas¬ 
tic qualifying session today," 
he said. "Our traction control 
system, which had been caus¬ 
ing us some problems, is 
working especially well on this 
circuit and all foe modifica¬ 
tions we have made to foe car 
have proved to be extremely 
good.” 

Hill, who was plagued by 
brake problems in morning 
practice, and had a lucky 
escape when he had to take 
evasive action to avoid the 
spinning Tyrrell of Ukyo 
Katayama, was optimistic that 
he could put his car on foe 
front row in foe final session of 
qualifying this afternoon. 

“1 should not just be looking 
to try to fend on Michael," he 
said. “I should be trying to 
catch Alain. But Benetton are 
closer to us here than ever 
before and Michael is going to 
be vety competitive. To be 
honest 1 am not all that 
confident."

Lunn in front as Davies falters

BLUE skies and sunshine 
tempted a record crowd of 
more than 7.000 to Woburn 
for the second round of the 
Weetabix Women’s British 
Open yesterday. 

Karen Lurau an amiable 
Australian, moved into the 
lead, on six under par. with a 
round of 69, despite a clumsy 
bogey six at the last hole: Her 
total of 140 left her one shot 
ahead of li Wen-Lin. of Tai¬ 
wan. who birdied the 17th and 
18th for the second round in 
succession, to return a 71. 
Corinne Dibnah, another Aus¬ 
tralian, and Suzanne 
Strudwiek were on 143. 

Patty Sheehan, the defend¬ 
ing champion, snuffled her 
way through a cold that she 
thought might be coming or 
going, but snowed little such 
uncertainty on the course. She 
had four birdies in a round of 
70 and is on 145, one under 
par, alongside another formi¬ 
dable player, Laura Davies. 

Davies had a bad day — she 
finished with a 76 — and it 
might have changed her mind 
about Friday the 13th. “I’ve 
never been superstitious," she 
said, “but I am now." She 
managed to keep a six off her 
card, but five of her fives were 
bogeys and so was one of her 
fours. At least she followed 
three bogeys in a row with a 
birdie four at the 18th. 

Lunn. who won in Malaysia 
earlier this year and has also 
been playing in the United 
States, believes the work ethic 
of the Americans had helped 
her enormously. “When you 
see people like Sheehan spend¬ 
ing hours on the practice 
ground,” she said, “you think, 
‘I’d better get out there too’." 

She had had two tardies — 
neither putt was more than a 
foot — and an eagle by the 
sixth. The eagle, a three, came 
at the 4th. where her second 
shot, a two-iron of 215 yards, 
hit the flag and ended two feet 
away. 

She also had three birdies

There is a 
smile for the television camera and 
a wave for the crowd, but a glare, a 
rebuff, an occasional expletive far 

those who write about him and his 
business. Yet. stiff we shout for 
him, as we will this weekend in the 
100 metres at the world champion¬ 
ships. His capacity to thrill as a 
sportsman helps us forget our 
differences as we watch him. He is 
Botham in Lycra, sometimes iras¬ 
cible. mostly irresistible. 

There is not a bowler he has not 
struck out of the ground, except 
this one, the world champion¬ 
ships. He has hit sixes off the 
Olympic Games, the European 
championships, the Common¬ 
wealth Games, the World Cup and 
the European Cup, but only fours 
from the world championships. 
With gold medals from all the 
others, he has only two bronze 
from these. But now he is ready. 
He has been beaten once ail 
season, exactly as it was a year ago 
before he won in Barcelona. 

In doing so. he became the 
oldest Olympic 100 metres cham¬ 
pion. beating not only the field but 
the media, who had written him 
off. “Too old.” we said with one 
voice as he finished fourth in the 
1991 world championships. “Age is 
all in the mind," he told us. “They 
say a male reaches his sexual peak 
at 19. How many of you guys 
believe that?” 

He is 33 but with a body which 
sleeps through birthdays, not 
counting, not noticing. His phy¬ 
sique. more sculpted than built, 
carries not a mark of erosion from 
the waves of time; in what was 
traditionally a young man's game, 
Christie is moving through explor¬ 
ers waters, drawing the map of 
longevity for men of speed. 

.He is the favourite in Stuttgart 
this weekend, though he can 
expect a closer race than in 


Barcelona, where he won by a 
sprinters furlong, O.Ofcec. Carl 
Lewis, Andre Cason. Dennis 
Mitchefl, Frankie Fredericks will 
make it hard for him, but he wQl 
not be afraid. Lewis's comments 
some weeks ago that Christie was 
dodging him was a gross injustice 
to the British men’s team captain. 

Christie wears the smile of 
satisfaction like an admiral's 
stripes. “I came to Britain as a 
West Indian immigrant to become 
captain of the British athletics 
team and [hat is the greatest 
achievement one can ever make,” 
he said. Bom in Jamaica, but 
resident in London since the age of 
seven, he is fiercely British. “When 
I win I win for my country," he 
said. He regards his success in 
sport as a triumph for the black 
community. He has gone up in the

world since his days as assistant 
cashier at Wandsworth Co-op. 

Sometimes, though, he forgets 
his position. A captain, an MBE, 
wishing to set a good example 
would not threaten and be abusive 
towards a journalist in front of 
three young members of the 
British men's team, and a woman 
team member, as Christie did in 
Zurich last week. At the start of 
last season he was reprimanded 
by Joan Allison, the Great Britain 
team manager, for his ungracious 
remarks about the 4x400 metres 
national relay team Mowing its 
gold medal run in Tokyo. 

His criticism drew a response 
from one of the four. Derek 
Redmond, that Christie was an 
evenJy-balanced athlete because 
he had a chip on both shoulders, 
but later a realisation that beneath 
the sometimes hard exterior can be 
a gentle man. Redmond's painful 
hop round the Barcelona trade 


during the 400 metres, determined 
to finish despite injury, and in 
tears, drew sympathy from 
Christie. 

As Redmond left the stadium, he 
saw Christie coming towards him. 
“There was stiff a bit of friction 
between us," Redmond said. “But 
he came over, put his arms out and 
broke down as wefi- He will not 
thank me for saying it, but he is a 
big softy really. He has changed 
my view of him completely." 

Christie has competed in 51 
internationals, a record for a 
British sprinter. One of his 
strengths, according to Ron 
Roddan, his coach, is his power of 
concentration in races. Who can 
fail to notice his eyes as he takes 
his 40-odd strides from start to 
finish? "He puts himself into a 
high-concentration trance for the 
length of the race,” Roddan said. 

A television audience of 12 
million two weeks ago was en¬ 
tranced by him, tuning in to watch 
his race with Lewis at Gateshead. 
They earned £100,000 each which, 
together with his £500.000 two- 
year deal with Puma, £25,000 a 
race, and promotional work, 
means that it will be hardly worth 
the trouble of collecting the keys of 
the Mercedes he will get if he wins 
the final tomorrow. Anyway, he 
has cme already. 

Talk of his earnings, though, 
annoys him. He said that his races 
against Lewis were not about 
money but “pride and selfes¬ 
teem”. Success has changed him 
little, he says. “1 have the same 
friends I had from the beginning. 1 
stiff go to Shepherd’s Bush market 
to do my own shopping," he said 
last summer. 

And he still trains next door to 
Wormwood Scrubs prison, at West 
London Stadium. There, in 1985, 
his life as a sprinter nearly 
finished before it started. Roddan 
told Christie that either he should 
knuckle down to training or forget 
it “Linford had gone missing from 
training for a couple of months, so 
I wrote to him and told him either 
to get back straight away or not to 
bother coming back." Roddan 
said. 

“I thought I had all the natural 
talent in the world and did not 
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need to train,” Christie said. “I 
would retire to Mick'S Cafe adja¬ 
cent to the trade and play domi¬ 
noes.” That was in 1985- The 
following year he made his Inter¬ 
nationa] championship debut 
winning the European indoor 200 
metres title, fils first of 19 medals, a 
record for a British male athlete. 

His first race was at the White 
City in the borough primary 
school sports. He recalls his “black 
Curtis plimsolls and Alf Ramsey 


shorts”. His was not an easy 
childhood. He recalls being bul¬ 
lied at Canberra Primary School 
and taunted because of his colour. 
He believed it was his colour, too, 
which led to his arrest some years 
ago on suspicion of being in 
possession of a stolen car. It had 
been lent to him by the British 
Olympic Association and he was 
awarded substantial damages and 
received a public apology. 

Stiff single, he enjoys his warm 


relationship with the public, flip¬ 
pantly remarking before the last 
general election that be was more 
popular than Major and Kinnock. 
When his status is threatened, he 
defends it vigorously. At RAF 
Cosford two years ago, he was 
engaged in a confrontation with 
Leroy Burrell when the American 
belittled Christie in front of a hone 
crowd, not just beating him but 
turning to him before halfway as if 
to say “you’re not in my class". 


How wrong Burrell was, just as 
the media was to write him off in 
1991. 

“He uses what you guys write to 
get up for races,” Andy Norman, 
who arranges his competition 
programme, said. The job has 
been done again, the relationship 
this season having been as uncom¬ 
fortable as ever. No harm can 
come now of our message to him 
this weekend. 

Come on. Linford. 


Proven performers to lead British chase for medals 


T he fourth world champi¬ 
onships begin here in 
Stuttgart today and, 
through the British window, 
the view looks much as it did 
before the Olympic Games in 
Barcelona last year. Linford 
Christie, Sally Gunnell, Colin 
Jackson and a Scotswoman 
are Britain's hopes for gold: 
and six medals, the number 
won in Spain, seems a fair 
estimation for the team. 

Any fewer would be disap¬ 
pointing. any more a triumph. 
Frank Dick, in his preparation 
report sent to prospective Brit¬ 
ish squad members, wrote 
that ten medals “should be 
seen as a realistic target for the 
team." Dick, the director of 
coaching, said it was “time for 
us to make the same break¬ 
through in world athletics as 
we did in European athletics 
in the same stadium in 1986.” 
Britain won eight gold medals 
in the European champion¬ 
ships here that year. 

However. Dick made his 
assessment before the with¬ 
drawal of Liz McCoigan from 


the 10.000 metres and David 
Grindley from the 400 metres. 
Scotland, though, might find 
an immediate successor to 
McCoigan as an outdoor 
world track champion. 
Yvonne Murray, the world 
indoor champion, is having 
her best spell since 1988, a year 
in which she finished third in 
the Olympic Games, when 
standards were higher. 

Drug testing is leaving its 
mark and. only last week. 
Tatyana Dorovskikh. of 
Ukraine, was banned for ste¬ 
roid abuse, preventing her 
from seeking a third 
successive world 3,000 metres 
title here. Whether Interna¬ 
tional Amateur Athletic Feder¬ 
ation (IAAF) random testing is 
penetrating China as effect¬ 
ively as h appears to be in 
Europe may be questioned if. 
as expected, the small Chinese 
team, consisting mainly of 
women ntiddle-distance and 
distance runners, finishes 
high in the medals table. 

Chinese athletes have been 
canspidous by their absence 


from the international circuit, 
and the feet that former East 
German coaches are em¬ 
ployed there in numbers has 
raised suspicion of organised 
drug taking. China, with its 
papulation of 1-2 billion, has 
averaged two medals from 
three world championships so 
for. But, at the world junior 
championships last year, they 
won five of the six women's 
track events from 200 metres 
to 10,000 metres. 

There are 189 countries en¬ 
tered here, but only 30 or so 
will be among the medals. 
From the Nigerian woman 
with a 3,000 metres best 
outside 11 minutes to Carl 
Lewis in the 100 metres and 
Sergey Bubka in the pole 
vault, seeking fourth 
successive titles, the range of 
ability is vast. Most are con¬ 
tent to take part, others are 
here begrudgingly, saying the 
IAAF should be paying prize- 
money, not giving away cars. 

“The IAAF doesn't get oil 
from Mobil Jits grand prix 
sponsor!, it gets money,”

paid. And this is the country to 
which the IAAF intends to 
send its 1997 world champion¬ 
ships, regardless of the effect 
of altitude on distance 
runners. 

So who will win the mara¬ 
thon? It is the most difficult of 
all events in which to make a 
prediction, with 70 entrants 
and no dominant figure. Nei¬ 
ther the world champion, 
Hiromi Taniguchi, nor the 
Olympic champion, Hwang 
Young-jo. is competing. Luc- 
ketz SwartbooL of Namibia, 
after his recent course record 
in the Sapporo half marathon, 
is one who appeals, as does 
Stephan Freigang. the Olym¬ 
pic bronze medal-winner from 
Germany.

After the cool of the early 
part of the week, 3ff€ is 
forecast Evans, whose best is 
2hr lOmin 36sec, is unques¬ 
tionably capable of two min¬ 
utes faster, but the heat may 
be against him. Janes is back 
on the course where, in 19%,

The championships open f ’ 
this morning with the ham¬ 
mer or, rather, the ball and 
chain. Men stopped throwing 
sledgehammers in athletic 
competition around the time of 
Henry VTII. This is the first 
year in which global champi¬ 
onships have been held for the 
third summer In succession, 
increasing the demands on 
athletes’ bodies. 

At the Olympic Games last 
year, not one world champion 
repeated his success of 12 
months before and only three & 
women succeeded. Nine 1. 
Olympic champions have not 
made it to the start here. The 
JAAP'S decision to stage bien¬ 
nial championships is taking 
its toll through wear and tear.

TED Dexter will announce his 
last England team on Monday 
morning and, to foe chagrin of 
those who scream for new 
faces after every defeat, it wflj 
not be markedly different 
from the previous one. 

Two factors dictate this. 
There is littie point in writing 
off the Ashes series as a lost 
cause and focusing on the 
Caribbean tour when foe con¬ 
ditions and style of the opposi¬ 
tion are so contrasting as to 
make it a valueless trial. And 
most of those who played at 
Edgbaston last week are al¬ 
ready inked in for tour duties. 

As history recounts a se¬ 
quence of players who have 
been thrust into an Oval Test 
in. August and found them¬ 


selves seeking alternative win¬ 
ter employment a few weeks 
later. Alan Wells and Hugh 
Morris should not be too 
disappointed if the call does 
not come. 

Morris, at least, is a near 
certainty to go to the West 
Indies, where his . durable 
batting against fast bowling 
will be appreciated. A case can 
be made for him joining the 
squad now instead of Graham 
Gooch, who Is intent on not 
touring this winter, but Gooch 
remains England's best bats¬ 
man and stands alone when it 
comes to countering Shane 
Warne. 

Any prospect of either Robin 
Smith or Alec Stewart being 
dropped should be banished 
an the grounds that they, 
along with Atherton, repre¬ 
sent the only experienced bats¬ 


men who are auto matic selec¬ 
tions for the West Indies. 
Although both average below

WHEN Nick Faldo had 58 
pars over 72 holes while 
finishing third in the Scandi¬ 
navian Masters two weeks 
ago, he was clearly playing 
steadily. He just needed to 
sharpen his game a touch to 
start playing at his best. 

There was a hint of it in the 
first round of the US PGA 
Championship at the Inver¬ 
ness Club when he had a 68 
and confirmation of it in the 
second round yesterday. 
Faldo, who had been three 
under par overnight, moved 
toeight under par with a few 
holes remaining and shared 
the lead with Lanny Wadkins. 
the experienced American and 
1977 US PGA champion, and 
Scott Simpson, the 1987 US 
Open champion. 

No sooner had he done so. 
however, than he took a seven 
at the par-four 15th. His drive 
ended under a tree, just as it 
had on the previous hole. Both 
times he was trying to hit a 
fade and overdid it. But 
whereas on the 14th he fash¬ 
ioned a remarkable shot that 
covered nearly 200 yards at no 
greater height than two or 
three feet to save his par. he 
could not repeat the stroke on 
the 15th. He dropped our 
under penalty and elected to 
go so far back that he could 
not reach the green with his 
third stroke. He chipped 
weakly and then three-putted. 

Though fog had delayed the 
stan of play by 90 minutes, the 
conditions were ideal once the 
low cloud had been burned off 
by the sun. Jack Nicklaus was 
one of the first to complete his 
second round, adding a 73 to 
his first round of 71 to be two 
over par. He was likely to miss 
the cut for the sixth time in the 
32 US PGA Championships in 
which he has competed and 
the third time in the past four 
years. The best round of the 
early starters, however, was 
that of Peter Jacobsen, who 
shot a 67 for a 36-hole total of 
138, four under par. 

When he is on song Faldo is 
brisk and workmanlike, anx¬ 
ious to get on with the job m 
hand. The delay for fog did not 
suit him. He holed from three 
feet at the 1st after a pitch from 
the rough. Then, in the space 
of four holes, he hit two 
sumptuous five-iron second 
shots. Hie first was across the

Curtain up on Premiership playhouse 


ALAN Ayckbourn, the play¬ 
wright. described theatre as a 
consoling influence uniting 
people who shared die same 
perception. But no matter how 
football is changed or spoiled 
it keeps reasserting itself as 
die theatre of the masses. 

As the season opens, one in 
which the playhouses have 
been refurbished to the tune of 
tens of millions of pounds, the 
clubs that have cried wolf have 
nevertheless been changing 
the casts. So far the scale of 
those changes has risen to¬ 
wards £40 million. 

Yet thanks to the lead of 
Manchester United, Norwich 
City, Aston Villa and Sheffield 
Wednesday last season, the 
sustenance of theatre — the 
comfort and enjoyment of the 
spectators—was put back into 
perspective.

deprived Newcastle of a per¬ 
former whose £15 million fee 
might have been made to 
appear cheap. Kevin Keegan 
brought him borne because of 
his vision and because of the 
effect he might have had in 
galvanising a young team.

them and rebuild again. 

This time his purchase of 
Nigel Gough seems to have 
captured a pass master whose 
style could have been pre¬ 
ordained for Anfield, and 
Ruddock is. once disciplined, 
the best counter attacking 
centre-half in the country. 

Remembering what Europe 
did to Arsenal and then Leeds, 
there are many who question 
whether Manchester United, 
even with the addition of Roy 
Keane, can pursue the Euro¬ 
pean Cup without losing then- 
hard-won omnipotence in the 
premiership- 

The other aspect of United's 
challenge is that their team 
will be dispersed fighting 
World Cup campaigns for six 
nations — England, Ireland, 
Denmark. France, Russia and

include a homecoming. Shef¬

Chelsea have signed him as 
manager but at 35. and having 
been away from the top flight 
for six years, it smacks of 
desperation that some people 
would select him for England.

Great championship bedevilled by twin curse 


DO NOT look for the time-dock, 
just listen for the rattle. The fourth 
world athletics championships here 
will take place to the sound of 
competitors topped up with dollars 
or performance-pills — or both. 

This is not just a cynical view. It is 
reality. Athletics, the most sponta¬ 
neous and natural sport we know is 
disastrously compromised by 
greed, and the moralists are fight¬ 
ing a losing battle—despite the last 
championships in Tokyo producing 
one of the sport’s finest meetings. 

Yet, do you remember? Barely 
had we stopped celebrating the 
greatest men’s 100 metres of all 
time, with the first six inside ten 
seconds, and then the incredible 
long-jump dud between Mike Pow¬ 
ell and Carl Lewis, than we were 
hearing that Katrin Krabbe, the 
double sprint champions, was busy 
flavouring her tea with denbuteroL 

When even the famous are often 
found guilty, the innocence of all is 
undermined. Two days ago an 
Italian discus thrower preparing 
for Stuttgart yielded the 32nd

positive test since the champion¬ 
ships in Tokyo. How many have 
gone undetected? 

The menu of drugs and money is 
a two-course temptation which 
many cannot resist Contrary to 
official assertions, the evidence is 
that the administration is winning 
the battle against neither form of 
corruption. As you watch these 
championships you may see some 
great races but you may also be 
watching the last of the wine bang 
poured away. 

I do not begrudge the contempo¬ 
rary athletes their thousands of 
dollars. But the involvement of 
television and sponsors today 
means that the rewards have be¬ 
come out of all proportion. 

Because of this athletes such as 
Krabbe or Nonnredine Morcdi, the 
Algerian who is threatening a 
championship boycott because of 


the absence of prize-money, are 
evermore likdy to challenge the 
administration in the courts for the 
‘right to work.” 

Moreover, because athletes are 
sow running for money so often, to 
tiie point of being overworked, 
another rattle this week will be the 
sound of creaking bones and snap¬ 
ping tendons. With a major champ¬ 
ionship of some kind every year, 
many athletes are regularly, or even 
permanently less than fit. as the 
British team is discovering. 

By their counter-threat to the 
likes of Morteli. of suspension, and 
by upholding a four-year ban for 
positive tests, the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation is 
heading towards unending legal 
confrontation. 

Who can say that what we have 
here in Stuttgart is still sport as it 
used to be? Can we really trust the 


exceptional improvement by the 
Chinese, especially their long dis¬ 
tance women, until we know that 
they operate satisfactory random 
testing? 

So often we who care seriously 
for sport suspend our disbelief at 
the start of a championship and 
blindly trust in optimism. I admit to 
an expectation as eager as ever, if 1 
forget the ci r c u mstances, of the 
rivalries that lie ahead. 

A genuine 100 metres between 
Christie and Lewis, instead of the 
Gateshead sham, challenged by 
Fredericks and Efflong: the three 
Americans in the 400 metres: Gray 
against the Kenyans and Barbosa 
in the 800 metres; Morcdi v the rest 
in the 1500 metres; the Kenyans 
trying to nail Olympic champion 
Skafa m the 5,000 metres; Meyer 
trying to succeed where she narrow¬ 
ly failed in Barcelona; Jackson 
looking for Olympic revenge in the 
high hurdles; a British pair chal¬ 
lenging the imperious Sotomayor, 
if it is wet for the high jump; a 
fading (?) Bubka attempting to bold 


off ex-Soviet rivals in the pole vault 

Lewis looks, as he has since a 
teenager, every inch the perfect 
athlete yesterday. What happens in 
the 100 metres and 200, he said, 
depends not on the others but on his 
condition. But Tom Tellez, his 
coach, confirmed that Lewis’s train¬ 
ing times are as impressive as ever. 

Mentally Lewis is still a champi¬ 
on. But he also says ominously: 
These are the last championships 
without prize-money.*' The Olym¬ 
pics will come next which will be 
less worrying if the proportions 
were not crazy. 

How can we blame the athletes, 
however, when the Stuttgart 
organisers were yesterday attempt¬ 
ing to force observers from Olympic 
bid cities to pay DM3,000 per bead 
for an accreditation, and when the 
Berlin bid has paid the Stuttgart 
organisers DM775.000 to entertain 
IOC guests at the championships. 
The administration itself is rotten.

The poor 
woman is 47. 23 years older than 
her second husband.

Her pillows are a disgrace; they are 
covered in pan-stick and mascara. 

It wasn’t long before I found 
myself on the improvised dance 
floor in my mother's lounge, danc¬ 
ing to “The Birdie Song" in a line 
with Plandora, the love of my life; 
Pandora’S new lover. Professor 
$Jadc Cavendish; Martin Muffet, 
my boyish stepfather, and other 
incontinent friends and relations of 
my mother.

Unearthed antiquities can fetch a fortune in Britain, Sarah Jane Checkland reports. But first you needjoknowfc)— _ 
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O TEMPORA! O mores! When 
two Victorian spinsters unearthed 
the stone head of Amun, die god of 
fertility, in Egypt they were praised 
for their enlightenment and die 
sculpture was later put on show at 
Winchester college for the edifica¬ 
tion of the students. 

Today. Margaret Benson and 
Janet Gourlay would have been 
vilified as grave 
robbers and 
vandals. Yet two 
years ago their 
find sold quite 
legitimately at 
Christie's in 
London for 
£572.000. Such 
is the strange 
and dual nature 
of the antiqui¬ 
ties field- Ob¬ 
jects removed 

from their place of origin before 
1972 are considered acceptable and 
saleable, but trade in those ac¬ 
quired after that date is forbidden. 
As a result, the challenge is not so 
much in dating and identifying a 
given object but establishing its 
pedigree over the past 21 years. 

The politically correct approach 
is to assume “every object is guilty 
unless proved innocent", says John 
Boardman. professor of Greek art 
at Oxford University. So. while a 
limestone relief of a bearded Assyr¬ 
ian king was auctioned for £25J00 
at Christie’s last month, a relief of a 
bearded soldier from the same 
period fetched only £8,625 at 
Phillips. 

One reason for the discrepancy 
was that the Christie's catalogue 
entry for the Assyrian king read, 
“acquired by the present owner’s 
grandfather in England", while 
Phillips simply described the sol¬ 
dier. Ironically, Jerome Eisenberg. 
the dealer who bought the soldier, 
discovered from Phillips after the 
sale that this relief, too. had been 
brought back to Britain by its 
consignor’s grandfather and was, 
therefore, also legitimate. Had it 



The forbidden treasure 
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been possible fully to catalogue it, 
Mr Eisenberg says, it could have 
gone for at least double the price. 

Collecting ancient objects is a 
market foil of bargains but also 
pitfalls, including the risk of buy¬ 
ing fakes. According to Professor 
Boardman, fakes have been 
around for “two or three millen¬ 
nia”. This is sad. because the field 
encompasses 
some of the 
most evocative 
and beautiful 
periods of art 
and history, 
much of which 
has been enrich¬ 
ing British cul¬ 
ture for more 
than 200 years. 

The British 
love affair with 
antiques started 
in the 18th century when gentlemen 
took the Grand Tour, an educative 
journey through Europe, to ac¬ 
quaint themselves with the venues 
of the Classics. Being moneyed as 
well as leisured, they often came 
back with splendid souvenirs. It is 
these which form the bona fide 
market in antiquities. , 

At the cheap end of the scale 
come ancient “Aladdin "-style 
Roman terracotta lamps bearing 
the impressed images of scenes of 
early life. According to Peter Clay¬ 
ton, a former expert at the British 
Museum and consultant to the 
London dealers Sea by, one bearing 
the Christian Chi-Rho symbol, for 
example, sells today for £70 to £80. 
while one showing Achilles drag¬ 
ging the corpse of his old enemy 
Hector around the wails of Troy 
could fetch E350. Shabtis, tiny 
Egyptian figures whose theoretical 
purpose was to carry out the work 
of the dead in the afterlife, can be 
bought for £200 upwards. 

More valuable are the architec¬ 
tural elements and reliefs removed 
from buildings. The most famous 
example of this category is the 
Greek Parthenon marbles, bought 



from the Turks by Lord Elgin and 
now one of the main crowd-pullers 
at the British Museum. 

Thousands of fragments of the 
past loiter, unrecognised, in our 
gardens even today, vulnerable to 
weather, pollution and the atten¬ 
tions of thieves. Last month, 
Bonhams offered a late Roman 
capital, carved with lively Baccha¬ 
nalian scenes, which had been 
quietly accumulating dirt in a 
garden in Torbay. Devon, until its 
owners wondered whether it might 
be worth something. After a steam- 
dean, it sold for four times its 
estimate at £41.000. At the same 
sale, a Roman sarcophagus, which 
had languished for years in the 
garden of Sir Philip Hendy, the late 
director of the National Gallery, 
fetched £28.600. 

Distinguished collectors indude 
George Ortiz, the Bolivian million 1 -" 


aire, whose collection will be exhib¬ 
ited at the Royal Academy next 
year. When it went on show at the 
Hermitage museum in St Peters¬ 
burg earlier this year it drew record 
crowds. Also on the list of leading 
collectors is the actor Julian Sands, 
and anthropologist Desmond Mor¬ 
ris. who has a world-class collec¬ 
tion of ancient Cypriot art. 

THE first step for a new collector is 
to go to the local museum and 
identify what categories exrite the 
most At the British Museum the 
field breaks down into nine differ¬ 
ent departments, ranging from 
ethnography and Romano-British 
to ancient Greek and Roman, so 
Acre is much to choose from. 

Further information can be 
found in Minerva magazine, the 
international review of ancient art 
and archaeology. It carries articles 


about recent excavations, debates 
about fakes, and reviews of recent 
sales. Despite being unfairly ac¬ 
cused tty a professor at Boston 
University of advertising antiqui¬ 
ties “surely plundered from ancient 
sites and smuggled out of their 
countries of origin", Minerva is a 
respectable publication steering a 
sensible course through troubled 
waters. 

Care must be taken at auctions: 
buy only items which have a full 
provenance. For further advice, ask 
the Antiquities Dealers’ Associ¬ 
ation for a list of recommended 
dealers: its members sign a code of 
practice, which include; ensuring 
“to the best of their knowledge that 
all objects sold are genuine and are 
accompanied by maximum infor¬ 
mation relating to them", and that 
“no piece sold has been, acquired in 
any Illegal orifficirway".- •

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T here was a time when a 
ianner couid call each of his 
animals by name-. Captain

But for some reason, sheep have 
--always escaped the burden of 
V* having sentimental names attached 
to them. It may be that no one can 
think of anything suitable. While 

Titan would be a fitting tide to give 

• a hard-working carthorse, and you 
can imagine snuggling your head 
mto the flank of a Buttercup while 
milking, it is difficult to think of 
anything that could be attached to a 
sheep which would reflea its true 
character; although Stupid, Rest¬ 
less and Fidget all immediately 
come to mind. But in none of my 
• farming tomes — which stretch 
back well into the last century — 
have I crane across any evidence of 
sheep being given a name.

All this will have to 
change. Somehow, in order 
to satisfy our European 
’’^asters, fanners will have 
to be able to identify each 
sheep on their farm so that 
if it should be exported, its 
identity can be checked. It 
is already the case with 
cattle: every beast must have an 
Identification Document Now it is 
the turn of sheep. 

This is not a task to be sniffed at 
There are more than 20 million 
sheep in Britain (roughly half the 
adult human population) and if the 
decree were suddenly to go out that 
half the electorate must be stamped 
with a number, undoubtedly a big 
government department would be 
created and staffed by thousands of 
bureaucrats. 

But, because it is only sheep, no 



doubt the burden will fall 
on the fanner — as wilt the 
blame if he gets it wrong. I 
must be prepared. "Hse 
question remains, how do 
you give a sheep a number 
and mate it stick? 

I suppose the simplest 
answer is the ear-tag, a 
plastic device which is fired on to 
the sheep’s ear with a modest gun. 1 
have done this to ah our sheep and 
while it sounds less than friendly, 1 
can honestly say they do not seem 
to mind. 

The problem is that sheep, being 
sheep, will inevitably find some bit 
of bramble, tree, barbedrwire or 
gate hinge to rub against and catch 
the tag. On beating a retreat in one 
of their frequent panics, they then 
leave the tag behind. There are 
countless types of ear-tag available. 



but none has been proved to be 
compietefy sheep-proof. 

The other problem is that there is 
only so much information that can 
be crammed on to a tag not much 
bigger than a postage stamp.

into thousands, this is going to be a 
problem. One solution 1 have read 
of is to imprint each tag with a 
barcode, as used in the grocery 
trade. This seems a little hard As 


most sheep are going to end up 
ding-wrapped anyway, to be 
bajrcoded so early in life must be a 
little depressing. 

Anyway, there is a toy which is 
all the rage at the moment called a 
Barcode Battler. It is a hand-held 
computer game in which two 
opposing sides fight each other, the 
strength of each opponent being 
determined by the random num¬ 
bers read from any barcode that is 
to hand. It is why our larder is filled 
with boxes which look as though 
neat mice have bitten square holes 
out of them. The children have 
snipped the barcodes so that Rice 
Krispies can fight Yorkshire Pud¬ 
ding Mix to the death. 

I fear they might kidnap the 
sheep and. although they are well 
aware of animal welfare, this 
computer game is a hypnotic one. 
Gripped by battle fever. 1 see them 
upending one of the rams and 
swiping the poor creature down the 


infra-red slot in the machine in the 
name of fun. 

There is one other ridiculous 
suggestion. Zoologists have discov¬ 
ered that each sheep’s nose is as 
individual as a human fingerprint 
The notion is that nose-prints could 
be taken, in the same way as 
fingerprints, and sheep could be 
identified that way. Since this 
information will be required only 
for sheep going for export, and 
considering that the live export of 
sheep has a reputation for being a 
less than kind operation, to rub 
their poor noses in the fact seems 
the final insult. 

No, it will have to be names. 
Names work perfectly well for 
humans and they will have to be 
made to for sheep. They will just 
have to learn to answer to them. So 
far I have come up with Fleecy, 
Bouncy, Woolly and Baa-Baa. After 
that it is getting a bit thin, or less 
than flattering.

Moving house means exactly that at the 
museum dedicated to saving historical 
buildings. Susan MacDonald reports 


T aking a weekend walk 
across the South Downs or a 
drive through the beautiful 
Sussex villages is a relaxing 
way to let the gentle green of the 
landscape and manmade rural hist¬ 
ory take over from the hassle of a 
busy week. Better still is to expand on 
this by visiting the Weald & 
Downland Open Air Museum, set in 
a 40-acre site between Chichester and 
the village of Singleton. 

The museum was founded to help 
stop the architectural heritage of 
southeast England from being de¬ 
stroyed and erased from living 
memory. Its main purpose is to save 
from threatened demolition build- 
in gsirom the Middfe Ageslhroughlir 
the turn of this century, which 
represent some of the finest examples 
of rural architecture in Kent. Sussex. 
Surrey and Hampshire. This is done 
by transporting the buildings bride 
by brick, beam by beam, from their 
.original sites to the museum's land. 

- But this is no dead-buildings 
museum, nor one where people 
dressed in the costumes erf olden 

J times act out their daily life. The 
saved buildings are reconstructed in 
surroundings that suit their original 
purpose and era. Farmhouses, smith¬ 
ies. toll cottages, water mills and 
schools, among others, are filled with 
the appropriate furniture or the 
artefacts of their time. Old craft s and 
industries are demonstrated, often 
with visitor participation. 

More than 35 buildings have been 
saved from demolition in the four 
counties, including the 16th-century 
Bayleaf farmstead, which was trans¬ 
ferred when its land near Chidding- 
stone. Kent, was flooded to create 
} Boughbeech reservoir. There, too, is 
the early 19th-century toll cottage 
from Upper Heeding. West Sussex, 
the 19th-century school from nearby 
West Wittering, which was started to 
educate “six poor children from the 
parish", the rare 19 th-century wood¬ 
en windpump from Pevensey. East 
Sussex, and the medieval house from 
the village of Sole Street in Kent 
At present, Longport House, parts 
of which date from the 16th ce ntury, 
is being carefully dismantled from 
the edge of the Eurotunnel terminal 
site at Folkestone for transportation 
to the museum. Once in place, toe 
building will provide extra spare for 
visitor reception facilities as well and 
being accurately rebuilt i n. its own 
right Other buildings are often used 
for temporary exhibitions, and toe 
Sole Street house doubles up as a 
restaurant and tearoom. 

Animats were introduced to the 
museum so that the design and 
* purpose of buildings such as farm¬ 
houses and smithies would be more 
apparent Now the museum tas 
begun keeping animals that are listed 


as threatened species, including 
breeds of sheep, pigs, poultry, cattle 
and horses. 

Today and tomorrow the museum 
is holding its yearly children’s activi¬ 
ties weekend. Youngsters can watch 
or join in activities such as beekeep¬ 
ing, day pot making, spinning and 
dyeing, shoemaking, ttiemaking, 
cooking, dance and music; and an old 
form of the game of marbles. 

Many other events take place 
throughout the year- A weekend of 
novice sheepdog trials will be held 
next month, and in October there wiD 
be a chance to see steam threshing, 
ploughing with heavy horses and a 
display ofvintage tractors. 

' The 'museum 'has '■'an' esceflerit" 
full of the history of rural 
fra: the original period of each 
building, and the history and con¬ 
struction of the building itself. This 
helps visitors to wander in an 
ordered fashion around the working 
watermill from Lurgashall in West 
Sussex, to the blacksmith* forge 
from nearby Southwater, the 
brickmakmg factory, and on to the 
market cross and a merchant's house 
— taking a diversion through a small 
woodlands area to look at tire 
charcoal burner* camp, and on to the 
animal area. 

As the museum has grown and 
expanded so has its educational val¬ 
ue, both to toe many visitors and to 
experts in rural industry and crafts 
who are given the opportunity to 
practise their skills. 

The museum has responded to the

needs of schools, adult education 
groups and bodies concerned with 
building history and development by 
organising educational workshops 
and lectures on, for example, timber- 
framing, plumbing, traditional paint, 
charcoal burning, music and poetry, 
and a course an heritage conserva¬ 
tion and management in partnership 


with Bournemouth University and 
Weymouth College, Dorset. 

The skills nurtured by toe museum 
are of use elsewhere as well. It has 
been helping the Society of Sussex 
Downsmen to clear felled timber in a 
sensitive conservation area, by using 
the museum's working horses for a 
task where machinery would cause 


damage. The museum would like to 
receive donations of did furniture, 
topis or domestic objects to add to its 
growing ooflectioTL 
Critics of this kind of venture object 
to British heritage being used as a 
land of theme park. But surely tins is 
better than losing the fabric of our 
social history for ever.

T be moors are noisy to¬ 
day. Grouse shooting 
began on Thursday, 
and the guns are banging as 
the birds go up or come over. 
But birdwatchers see the red 
grouse in very different cir¬ 
cumstances. Most often they 
startie them in the heathen the 
birds speed off with a clatter¬ 
ing cry and rapid wingbeats, 
then glide. landing again as 
much as a mile away. They go 
downwind, and often swerve 
and tilt from side to side — 
“jinking" — as they fly. 

For much of the spring and 
summer the birds can be 
heard calling on the moors, 
but you are likely to get toe 
best views of them through 
field-glasses across a valley or 
loch. Their cackles and 
crowings echo across toe wat¬ 
er, then suddenly you will see 
one or two running about on 
tile hillside. They have red¬ 
dish-brown feathers with bold 
markings, the male with a red 
wattle over the eye, but they 
look black at this distance. 

The males fly up from toe 
heather in brief song-flights: 
they make balking notes when 
they are in the air and give 
their best-known call, the ring¬ 
ing “go-back, go-back", when 
they land. They have brisk 
fights, and sometimes chase 
their mate across a bare patch 
of territory. 

At one time it was thought 
that the red grouse was a 
wholly British species. Now, it 
is accepted that it is just a 
distinctive sub-sped es of the 
willow grouse, or willow ptar¬ 
migan. and that there are no 
birds found exclusively in the 
British Isles. The willow 
grouse differs in having white 
wing-feathers in summer and 
in turning white, except for a 
black tail, in winter. 

The grouse nest in a hollow 
in the heather, they generally 
lay from six to II eggs with 
chocolate-brown blotches — 
this year many dutches were 
ruined by snow. The young 
birds leave the nest as soon as 
they hatch, and hide in the 
heather, but they can fly after 
12 days. Heather is vital to 
their lives: they need old, deep 
heather to nest in. and young, 
growing heather in order to 
eat the shoots. 

The numbers of red grouse 


have decreased in recent 
years, mainly due to poor 
management of the moors. For 
the grouse to flourish, stretch¬ 
es of heather need to be burnt 
in rotation, so that there is a 
steady supply of new shoots as 
it grows again. In hard wea¬ 
ther they may leave the moors 
to look for grain, or even fly up 
into hawthorns for the berries. 

There is even more to see 
and share while looking for 
grouse. You may spot meadow 
pipits. They often continue 
nesting into August, and you 
will usually see a few males 
overhead, climbing and 
swooping in their own modest 
song-flight Others will be 
perched on a fence or a tall 
spray of heather with a beak 
full of insects, waiting for a 
chance to go down to their 
young hidden in a nest under 
a tussock. They are pretty little 
streaky brown birds and very 
common — more the spirit of 
toe moors, for me. than the 
grouse. 

There may be a few curlews 
about but by mid-August you 
are more likely to hear their 
wild song on toe estuaries 
where they have gone to spend 
the coming winter. In valleys 
with a few bushes there is a 
chance of seeing ring ouzels, 
which look like blackbirds 
with white throats; but they 
too are on the move across 
Britain, heading towards the 
Mediterranean. Buzzards and 
ravens may drift through the 
sky, hoping to spot carrion. 

The shooting will be over by 
mid-December. By then, the 
remaining grouse — and there 
are always plenty — will have 
started gathering in flocks, or 
"packs". Winter is generally 
hard on the moors, and the 
foxes will be prowling. But in 
toe first days of spring, toe 
grouse’s firm challenge — “go- 
back, go-back"—will be heard 
once more over toe withered 
heather flowers.

Alfresco’s 
ins and outs 

How to create tasty meals on a 


camp-site stove or in a ship’s galley 


C ooking alfresco in a tent 
on a s mall stove is 
challenging, and rus¬ 
tling up a tasty meal at sea is 
even more testing, because 
everything moves. Yet the very 
limitations of self-catering 
cooking offer scope for new 
techniques and ideas, and 
appetites are appreciative. 

Having camped in varying 
degrees of comfort over the 
past 30 years. I think the 
culinary lesson 1 have learnt is 
not to travel with masses of 
food. If you have an endless 
supply of rations, you will feel 
obliged to use them, and so 
miss out on good local food. 
Now, I only take small con¬ 
tainers of essentials like salt 
plain flour and sugar, plus the 
peppermill. A few stock cubes 
are useful and canned con¬ 
densed soups make good inst¬ 
ant sauces. 

Self-catering afloat is a dif¬ 
ferent proposition because you 
have to take along many more 
provisions. Essential basics 
like pasta and rice can be 
transformed with the addition 
of a few canned luxuries, such 
as smoked oysters, lobster 
tails , or anchovies. 

Most sea cooks swear by 
their pressure 
cooker — not only

All holiday ca- 
tering should be 
simple because of 
the space and equipment limi¬ 
tations. It should also be 
quick, to economise on fuel — 
and, after all. the cook is 
supposed to be on holiday too. 

I flash-fry or grill small 
amounts of expensive but good 
meat or fish, and serve them 
with rice, pasta or loads of 
fresh bread, and salads made 
from whatever vegetables are 
good locally. 

It's amazing what an onion 
can do for a meal. A friend 
who recently led a Duke of 
Edinburgh's Award scheme 
expedition across Exmoor said 
that using an onion vastly 
improved the dehydrated 
meals. “An onion doesn't 
weigh much, but it makes food 
taste real." she said. For an 
emergency pasta sauce, chop 
one onion finely, add to a tin of 
minced beef and a small tin of 
tomato purte and heat 
thoroughly. 

Barbecues on deserted 
beaches are a holiday delight 
They are easy to make from 
driftwood, a wall of stones, 
and an old piece of wire mesh 
brought along specially. You 
can cook anything you have 
carried with you, plus fresh 
fish if you manage to catch 
any. Afterwards, you can cook 
dampers in the embers and fill 
them with jam. Such a barbe¬ 


cue is an excellent family 
activity, because it will occupy 
a good few hours and costs 
very little. 

Children not involved, in the 
cooking can collect shellfish 
from the surrounding rocks 
(check that the area is pollu¬ 
tion free). These can be taken 
home, rinsed in several 
changes of dean water, soaked 
overnight in salt water and 
then boiled for a few minutes. 
Mussels are also good oooked 
on foil over a barbecue, and 
served with lemon juice, 
bread, butter, salt and pepper.

A nice pair of French legs 

Expectations of gastronomic delights spurred Quentin Crewe to M&WJkS 1 
track down the famed edible frogs of La Dombes in France m ZJd«!iP e d and chopped 


N o matter from which di¬ 
rection you approach, the 
region of La Dombes sur¬ 
prises you with the 
abruptness of its terrain, very differ¬ 
ent from what you have been 
travelling through — whether it be 
the vine-covered hills of Beaujolais to 
the west the rolling, green pastures 
of Bresse to the north, or die steep 
pre-Alps of Bugey to the east 
This is a landscape speckled with 
lakes and ponds. Originally a part of 
the prehistoric Bressane lake that 
dried up in the primary and second¬ 
ary geological periods, the natural 
propensity for water to gather in 
lakes was exaggerated in the 12 th- 
century bK the development of a 
system of fish forming. Now. there 
are at least 1.000 lakes, with a surface 
area of 4,000 square miles. 

One consequence of all this water 
has been an abundance of frogs, and 
La Dombes is traditionally the source 
of all tiie edible frogs in France. 
When we arrived and saw the 
colourful expanses of water, sur¬ 
rounded by trees and half-covered 
with a flowering lace of white, we 
were confident we would find tots of 
grenouillards. or frog catchers. By 
day, tiie ponds were alive with duck 
— mallard, pochard, tufted duck, 
widgeon, shoveller, grebe — and, 
sure enough, when we wandered out 
in the damp night air, our ears rang 
with the scraping croak of frogs. 

In the end, the hunt for frog 
catchers had the quality of a detective 
story about it In the first place, no 
one could agree on when the season 
for catching frogs started. The lady in 
the charcuterie in Villars-les-Dombes 


said it began at the end of May and 
lasted for four months. She did not 
know how they were caught but 
presumed it was with a net 

In the restaurant in Bouligneux. 
near its fine pink-bride castle, we ate 
some frogs, but the owner said they 
came from Albania, flown in alive. 

Having foith in the gastronomic 
leanings of monks, we went to the 
Abbey of Notre-Dame des Dombes at 
Le Plantay. While they catch every 
kind of fish, they never catch frogs. 
Their vow of silence further inhibited 
any hope of learning about the famed 
frogs of La Dombes. 

By far the best restaurant in tiie 
region is Alain Chapel at Mionnay. 
Sadly, M Chapel died in 1990. but his 
wife carries bravely on and one of his 
best young pupils, Philippe Jousse, is 
in charge of the kitchens. Surely here 
we would find the genuine article; M 
Jousse was most anxious to help. The 
only problem was that his local 
grenouillard had just announced his 
retirement 

Fortunately for us, M Jousse was 
as keen as we were to find a new 
supplier of true La Dombes frogs. He 
does cook imported frogs, adding, by 
the way, that they come not only from 
Albania and Yugoslavia but also 
from Greece. Turkey and even Egypt 
but he says they are not so good and 
that he would not fix 1 instance, cook 
them in butter. 

So with his help, we found our¬ 
selves beside one of the pretty meres 


with Ren£ Maissan, a sawyer from 
Amberieu-en-Bugey, an engaging 
character with a positive obsession 
about frogs. 

There is no single thing to which 
the decline of the La Dombes frog can 
be attributed. As always, sprays of 
one sort of another have played a 
part There are fewer insects for the 
frogs to feed off: herbicides have 
upset the plant life and in some cases 
made the ponds unhealthy for frogs. 
Another important development has 
been the revival of fish fanning. 


T he reduction of the frog 
population can be judged by 
the difference in M 
MaissonS annual catch. 
Last year he caught 751b. Two years 
ago he caught 1251b. Some 6 * 2 -91b in a 
day means a good day. while he used 
years ago to expect 22-26Ib, which is 
to say between 300 and 350 frogs. 

He was precise too about the 
permitted fishing season, which 
starts on June 29 and ends at the 
beginning of October. In winter the 
frogs hibernate at the bottom of the 
meres to avoid the ice. As soon as the 
sun appears inMarch, they come to 
the surface again and mate through¬ 
out March and April. By September 
the meres are foil of young frogs, but 
it is four years before they are big 
enough to eat 

We learnt too that the lady at the 
charcuterie was quite wrong about 
the method of fishing. The frogs are 


caught with a rod and line, but it is 
forbidden to use a hook. A piece of 
nylon stocking rolled into a ball is 
used as bait 

M Maissan waded out into the 
marshy edge of the pond, and within 
moments he gave a deft twist to his 
rod and a small, emerald frog flew 
without hesitation straight into his 
bag. It was, he said, a male. The 
males are smaller than the females 
and are in demand for medical 
research.

Where to eat in 
the festival city 


RESTAURANTS in Edin¬ 
burgh change names, owners 
and identities faster than those 
in most British cities. The 
deadline for launching a new 
or refurbished establishment 
is always the same: the open¬ 
ing of the Edinburgh Festival 
in mid-August 

The new restaurant most 
likely to succeed here in 1993 
has already had nearly ten 
weeks to reach peak form, and 
a recent visit shows h is almost 
there. The Atrium is the latest 
venture by Andrew Radford, 
who won an Egon Ronay Rest¬ 
aurant of the Year award for 
his cooking at Handsels in 
Edinburgh and was later chef 
at the much-praised but now 
closed Waterloo Place. 

The Atrium is Mr Radford’s 
first solo venture: this time the 
only backers are the bank and 
the only business partner is 
his wife. Lisa. Set beside the 
new Traverse Theatre in the 
Saltire Court development 
[which occupies the “Hole in 
the Ground" site behind the 
Usher Hall, where it was once 
hoped Edinburgh's long-pro¬ 
jected new opera house would 
be built). The Atrium is 
marked only by an absurdly 
illegible sign. 

Contrary to expectations 
aroused by its name (which, 
the owner insists, should be 
pronounced with a short “a"). 
The Atrium is not a light or 
airy place,- rather, it is earthy 
and cave-like with a lot of 
metalwork. One customer 
called the style “Mad Max 
meets the Flintstones”. 

The food, from Mr 
Radford’s wonderful selection

restaurant scene 

of home-made bread onwards, 
is superb. His best subject is 
seafood: typical starters on the 
ever-changing menu indude 
chilli, scallop and crab samosa 
with ginger leeks, and lang- 
oustme broth with sweet pep¬ 
pers and herbs. Main-course 
fish dishes include roast tur¬ 
bot with shallots and a herb 
crust (well worth £1450). and 
baked salmon with braised 
leek and crab jus. Wood 
pigeon, venison and chicken 
are among Mr Radford’s fa¬ 
vourite raw materials, and 
every menu features an imagi¬ 
native vegetarian dish. 

Elsewhere, fight, modem 
cooking can be found at Mar¬ 
tins in a hard-to-find location 
off Rose Street. The owners 
are Martin and Gay Irons. 
Here. too. the best dishes are 
probably seafood. 

The glorious Victorian decor 
of the Cafe Royal Oyster Bar 
(not to be confused with any of 
the other qyster bars in the 
city) is reason enough for a 
visit. The food, too, is rather 
good, if unfashionable. Oassi- 


cal French creamy sauces 
abound, and if you want to 
have lobster thermidor or 
New burg, this is the place to 
come. The Skye prawns brevai 
makes the best starter. 

The greatest concentration 
of interesting restaurants in 
the Edinburgh area is in the 
rejuvenated docks of Leith. 
Skippers was the original 
pioneering restaurant here, 
and this cosy and pleasantly 
cramped bistro, run by the 
Corbett family, is as good as 
ever. The supplement to the 
fixed-price menu for the hali¬ 
but wrtb orange and ginger is 
well worth it 

Across the road from Skip¬ 
pers is the Waterfront Wine 
Bar, which has plenty of 
tables out on the dockside for 
alfresco eating and drinking, 
and a conservatory for cooler 
days. There is a long, interna¬ 
tional wine list and a good 
selection of draught beers. 

Tbe Shore is an alternative 
harbour-front bar-cum-rest- 
aurant 

CLARET was Scotland’s nat¬ 
ional drink long before 
whisky, and much of it was 
shipped from Bordeaux direct 
to Leith. The Vintners’ Rooms 
is a restaurant which includes 
the magnificent room in which 
the claret was auctioned in the 
18th century. Serious lunches 
and dinners here can be 
accompanied by the Leith 
Claret and the Leith White 
Bordeaux, shipped by Leith- 
based Irvine Robertson 
Wines. (If you can stand the 
pun, you can even end your 
meal with a glass of the Port of

Leith.) The room next door is 
run in wine-bar style fait also 
served by Tim Cu mining's 
inspired kitchens. 

Hard-up Fringe performers 
or visitors on a tight budget in 
search of a substantia] repast 
should head for one of the 
brandies of Pierre Victoire. 
These informal places offer 
big portions at astonishingly 
low prices, although the quali¬ 
ty of the cooking and the 
service can vary enormously. 

Good, cheap and filling 
vegetarian meals can be found 
at the self-service Hender¬ 
son’s. one of Britain's original 
vegetarian restaurants. 

Late-night revellers will find 
their needs best served by one 
of several Italian restaurants. 
Perhaps the best is the Bar 
Roma in the West End, which 
buzzes until 2 am on weekdays 


and until 3am at weekends. 
The menu is predictable, but 
that could never be said of the 
exuberant service. 

The aty has an impressive 
array of ethnic restaurants, 
many of which are open late. 
The Loon Fong is the original 
Edinburgh Cantonese restau¬ 
rant and remains unpreten¬ 
tious and good value, while 
the Bamboo Garden is the 
best place for Dim Sum. The 
Szechuan House stays open 
well into tiie small hours at 
weekends. Shamiana has 
long been the dry’s smartest 
Indian restaurant but Lanc¬ 
ers, the Verandah and. in 
Leith, The Raj all offer consis¬ 
tent cooking at somewhat 
lower prices. Kafpna is a first- 
rate vegetarian Indian place.

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Why life in the Dales is 
a piece of cake 

Julia Llewellyn Smith uses the spa town of Harrogate as a base 
to explore Yorkshire—and the temptations of its tea rooms 


■mHN AN6ERS0N 


H enry James in The Por¬ 
trait of a Lady wrote that 
“there are few hours in life 
more agreeable than the hour 
dedicated to the ceremony known 
as afternoon tea”. If this was truly 
his belief, then Mr James was 
unlucky. He may have visited the 
Ritz, and sat in Harry’s Bar, but he 
died in 1916, three years before the 
Swiss confectioner Frederick Bel¬ 
mont arrival in Harrogate and 
founded Berrys, which connois¬ 
seurs regard as being the closest 
thing to the perfect tea room. 

Betty’s has echoes of the grand 
Viennese coffee houses. The well- 
heeled clientele seem to have noth¬ 
ing to do except gossip the day 
away and try to conceal their 
interest in the loaded cake trolleys, 
which roll distractingly by. 

My friend and I felt challenged to 


discover if anything Betty's offered 
could disappoint — so much so. in 
fact, that during a weekend stay in 
Harrogate we ended up eating two 
of three main meals there. On the 
way back to London we had some 
time to wait between trains at York. 
We did not hesitate. We hailed a 
taxi at the station and returned an 
hour later, our stomachs laden with 
fish and chips horn Betty's of York, 
our ears lulled by the sounds of 
Cole Porter as performed by the in- 
house. black-tied pianist. 

It is wrong, however, to suggest 
that Betty'S is the only lure of 
Harrogate, a dignified spa town 
similar to Bath or Cheltenham. 
Rows of elegant Victorian buildings 
with cast-iron canopies alternate 
with wide open green spaces and 
bright patches of flowers. It is easy 
to see why the figureheads of the 


industrial revolution chose to build 
their mansions here and why 
captains of industry today pick it 
regularly as a conference venue. 

The spa tradition continues at the 
Royal Baths Assembly Rooms, 
which were built in 1871 and still 
house the town’s Turkish Baths, a 
series of bright, steamy rooms with 
the languid atmosphere and opu¬ 
lent decor of a harem. The sulphur 
water which brought prosperity to 
Harrogate can still be sampled at 
the recently restored Royal Pump 
Room Museum.nearby. 

Near to Harrogate there is plenty 
to visit, from the cathedral cities of 
York and Ripon to the rolling 
Yorkshire Dales. 

Our first choice, however, was to 
head straight for Lightwater Valley 
amusement park. 12 miles away, to 
test The Ultimate: the longest

rollercoaster ride in the world. 
Unfortunately, as with all our 
activities, this was preceded by a 
lengthy session in Betty's. As we 
hurtled and howled along the one- 
and-a-half miles of track I could feel 
my morning eggs rescrambling in 
stomach.

as teasingly slow 


climbs were followed by bone¬ 
crunching, breath-sucking drops. 

At least this ride did not loop the 
loop, unlike another Lightwater 
Valley device, which 1 decided to 
avoid. I contented myself with a 
genteel slide down the helter skelter 
and. encouraged by the number of 


two-year-olds in the queue, dared 
myself to ride The Rat, the world's 
only underground rollercoaster, 
whose atmosphere was rattier 
dank, but whose pace was positive¬ 
ly sedate. 

In need of a contrast, we stopped 

on the way back to Harrogate at 


Fountains Abbey. In the 
evening the grounds were almost 
deserted, and it was easy to 
imagine the Cistercian monks who 
once lived there slipping between 
the huce buildings, communicat- 
ino only in gestures. The abbey 
buildings reflect their creed of 
being “as poor as the poor of 
Christ", relying on shade and 
harmony to achieve an effect 

As we walked away from the' 
abbey along the ice-smooth lawns, 
the grounds gradually led us to the 
landscaped water gardens of the 
Studley Royal estate. Cistercian 
minimalism is reworked he*; 
under the name of 18th-centurp 
classicism. The lakes which link up 
across the valley are vast cool and 
flat the surrounding landscape rs . 
as pretty and as unreal as a picture-;' 
by Watteau. The woodland and the 
deer park are so idyllic as to bt 
almost twee. They could have been' 
the inspiration for Bambi: rabbits 
play on flower-covered floors, while 
deer lie in the shade of overhanging 
weather-beaten trees. .,. 

It is a taring walk across the 
valley. We were beginning to fed 
hungry again. It was time to get. : 
back to Harrogate and Betty's. £

Tom Walker 

finds the old, 
pious, 
traditional 
Portugal holding 
its own against 
mass tourism 


D r Branco Morais. 
the mayor of Viana 
do Castelo, is 
scarcely able to 
contain himself at the memory 
of entertaining John Gummer. 
Making the environment sec¬ 
retary an honorary friend of 
your town is perhaps an 
unusual strategy in the battle 
to attract tourists, but these 
days, ks the good doctor says: 
"Viana wants a better class of 
visitor.” 

Viana. dose to Galicia in the 
northwest of Portugal, has an 
unfortunate habit of being 
abandoned. The town — or 
dry. as the mayor insists — 
was northern Portugal's main 
port until the late 17th-century, 
when it became a victim of 
Anglo-French trade rivalry. 
Louis XTV's minister Colbert 
banned the import of English 
doth, and Charles II retaliated 
by banning French wine. 

Demand for Portuguese 
wine rose dramatically, and 
Viana. the port that traded the 
red wine of the northern 
Minho region, could not cope. 
Traders looked further south, 
hit upon the larger vineyards 
of the Upper Douro. and 
began to export from Oporto. 
Viana, whose merchants had 
rivalled those of Florence and 
Venice, was never the same. 

Until Dr Morais. that is. 
The mayor speaks rapid-fire 
French and English, and 
daims his new Viana of the 
late 20th-century is once more 
opening its doors to the world. 
“1 love Europe," he says, the 12 
stars of the EC flag draped in 
mute testimony on the wall 
behind him. And a few sen¬ 
tences later, paying tribute to 
Japanese investment in the 
town: "I’m nearly Japanese 
myself." 

Like wine, mass-production 
tourism will never be Viana’s 



forte. But the rolling vine¬ 
yards. dry stone walls and 
dense woods of oak. mimosa 
and eucalyptus, coupled with 
the crashing breakers of the 
Atlantic coast make the 
Minho a strong contender for 
the discerning traveller. 

In Viana itself, the clash of 
the old. pious and conservative 
Portugal with the new free 
spirit of the mayor lies just 
beneath the surface. Swedes 
and Norwegians mingle in 
vaulted stone bars searching 
for holiday flings, and at five 
o’clock on Sunday morning 
the newly-liberalised genera¬ 
tion is found in a heaving 
mass, but not of the papal 
kind. On the floor of the 
Anatomia. the disco for 
Vi ana's in-crowd. U2 has sup¬ 


planted the Virgin Mary, and 
the rest of the day will at best 
be spent in a daze on the 
beach. 

“You wanna lift, man?" asks 
a youth in his low-slung black 
buggy; as we ding grimly to 
the roll-bar he tells of Catholi- 
dsm’s slipping grip on adoles¬ 
cence. Recently a Viana surf 
shop erected a banner outside 
tiie castellated 15th-century Se 
Catedral prod aiming: “God. 
give me a board or I'll kill 
myself." "The bishop had it 
taken down by the next morn¬ 
ing." our driver explains, be¬ 
fore cackling and giving us a 
final blast of G-forces and 
white knuckles. A few hours 
later we are climbing up the 
tower of Viana’s other main 
church, the hideous grey edi¬ 


fice of Santa Luzia, dominat¬ 
ing the town’s skyline. Away 
in the vineyards to the west 
oxen till the soil as they have 
for centuries, but here latter- 
day Europe is in the ascen¬ 
dant. and Kevin, patron saint 
of the shell suit, is omnipres¬ 
ent. Kids scream football 
chants from the parapet; Mr 
Gummer would presumably 
be unimpressed.

ONE DAY it 
will be possible 
to write about 
Provence with¬ 
out mentioning 
Peter Mayle. 
Sadly, with 
time doing little 
to hea l the hurt wrought by 
the televised version of A Year 
in Proi'eace. that day is not yet 
fripan us. So let's get the “M" 
"word out of the way quickly. 

Basically, the effect of the 
much-derided TV adaptation 
of Mr Mayle’s best-seller has 
been to make Provence a 
distinctly unfashionable desti¬ 
nation for Britain’s holidaying 
classes. This anti-Mayle back¬ 
lash. combined with a particu¬ 
larly ruinous exchange rate, 
has resulted in Brilons staying 
away from Provence this year 
in their droves. 

The key thing for the dis¬ 
cerning traveller to realise is 
Ythat neither deterrent will last 
for ever. The widening cracks 
in the Exchange Rate Mecha¬ 
nism already mean that 
France is currently better val¬ 
ue for British travellers than it 
has been all year. As for Mr 
Mayle, he’s looking well past 
his read-by date. 

In short, it won! be long 
before convoys of heavily lad¬ 
en Volvo estates and Range 
Rovers will be purrmg 
through the cherry orchards 
and olive groves as u they naa 
never been away. Anyone 
planning a late summer or 
early autumn break should 
therefore seize the opportunity 
and head for Provence - 
before the crowds do. 

A recent visit to the region 
has convinced me that it is 
possible to keep at teast one, 

, knd often several steps ahead 

of the crowd. — whatever the 
vagaries of fasluon. The 
remedy is to head high- Forget 

the honeypots ofthe Vat^u^ 

and the Bouche^u-Rhdne 

Avignon, Aix and the cote 
d’Azur — and head forHaut' 
Provence and its neighbour¬ 
ing department, the var. 

Thai said, my own petit tour 
of the area did begin m the 
Vaucluse. dose to ns northern 


border in Vaison-larRomaine. 
the small historic town in 
which more than 20 people 
lost their lives last year when 
the Ouvtae not so much burst 
as obliterated its banks. The 
physical scars of the freak 
flood are now largely re¬ 
paired, and the town has 
worked overtime to ensure it is 
business as usual. 

The one minor drawback of 
starting a tour in Vaison is 
that it can be difficult to leave; 
particularly in the lazy beat of 
high summer. Not only are 
there the fine Roman remains 
to see — the Puymin mosaics, 
the theatre and toe 2,000-year- 
old bridge which somehow 
survived last September’s in¬ 
undation — there is the medi¬ 
eval town, perched on the 
steep hillside below the ruins 
of the 12th-century cMteau 
built by the Comte de Tou¬ 
louse. Fbr those, like me. with 
a limited appetite for remains, 
there are many happy hours to 
be passed getting much better 
acquainted with the area's 
C&tes-du-Rh&ne wines — both 
the wefl known, such as 
Gigondas and Beaumes de 
Venise, and lesser known 
wines from Rastean, Vacque- 
yras and Seguret 

But to lose the crowds, you 
have to move higher than 
Vaison. My route lay to the 
southeast a journey that 
would take me behind the 
2,000 metres of Mount 
Ventoux and bring me to Sault 
and toe beginning of the route 
de la lavande. The latter 
route, H must be said, is 
largely an invention of 20th- 
century tourist directors, but 
by concentrating on a crop 
that thrives only above 800 
metres, it serves as a splendid 
introduction to the beautiful 
high plateaux and hill villages 
of the Haut-Vauchise and 
Haut-Provence. 

The full route runs south¬ 
east from Sault as far as 
Manosque. where it turns due 
east running parallel to the 
often spectacular boundary 
between the Alpes-de-Haute- 
Provenee and the Var. For the 
dedicated and well-heeled 


tourer toe route finishes with 
an expensive flourish at Nice 
and Menton. But for those like 
me, pressed on time and 
budget, the early stages be¬ 
tween Sault and Forcalquier, 
the capital of medieval Haut- 
Provence, will do well. 

Lavender is in foil flower 
between the end of June and 
late August But no one should 
be deterred from exploring the 
route our of season. True, 
fields of blue and purple 
provide spectacular summer¬ 
time scenery but the land¬ 
scape, both natural and man¬ 
made. will reward a visit all 
year round. Not least because 
of toe cuisine that draws on 
lavender and the other Pro¬ 
vencal aromatic plants — the 
lamb, the goats' cheeses, the 
honey. The flowers may be 
gone, but their scent and 
flavour linger on. 

THE cultiva¬ 
tion of lavender 
as a commer- 
rial cash crop 
£3 was first intro¬ 
duced into Pro¬ 
vence at the 
beginning of 
the century, as a way of 
slowing the rate of depopula¬ 
tion. From toe tourists; point 
of view this admirable aim has 
met with only limited success. 
The result is that key produc¬ 
tion areas such as the Plan 
d'Albion offer a feeling of 
space and freedom that beach- 
sitters on the COte d'Azur can 
only dream of. 

To my great relief toe fields 
of bhie started soon after we 
left Vaison and made our way 
along the Toulourenc valley. 
Relief, because there have 
been distubing reports of a 
mystery disease devastating 
the lavender crop. All toe 
growers 1 spoke had heard of 
toe maladie, but curiously 
none of their fields was affect¬ 
ed. “It's in the Drdme (the 
department to the north of toe 
Vauduse], not here." As to the 
cause, you could take your 
pick. “It’S a fungus", “irs the 
weather (this summer, like 
last summer, has been quite 



mild by recent Provencal stan¬ 
dards), “it*5 greedy growers, 
plaining lavender directly 
after lavender, rather than 
resting toeir fields." But the 
good news is that there is 
plenty of healthy lavender. 

In fact, as l quickly learnt, 
the lower fields of blue I 
encountered were lavendin, 
the vigorous but inferior hy¬ 
brid introduced in 1930. whose 
extracted ails end up in soaps 
and other household goods. 
Dried bunches sold as laven¬ 
der are often actually 
lavendin. due to fact that the 
lavendin inflorescence makes 
up in size what its flowers kick 
in scent sophistication. 

To find the true or fine 
lavender, the lavender of the 
parfumier. you have to go 
higher still — to toe Plan 
d’Albion near Sault, or further 
on to toe Plan de Valensole. 
For anyone who really catches 
the lavender bug. both Sault 
and Valensole have lavender 
festivals during harvest time- 

But for those who discover 
they have a limited appetite 
for the ubiquitous blue flower, 
the route runs through some 
wonderful hill villages — 
Aurel, Simiane-la-Rotonde, 
Uirs and. further on. 
Moustiers-Sainte-Marie and 
Castellane. It also introduces 
you to some impressive geolo¬ 
gy. Mount Ventoux dominates 
toe early stages, a role fulfilled 
further east by the Montagne 
de Lure. It is also well worth 
making a small detour from 
Sault to rake in the Gorges de 
la Nesque and its Rocher du 
Cire, a towering slab famous 
for its wild bees and Provencal 
poetry. Press on past 
Forcalquier and Moustiers 
and you reach the even more 
impressive Gorges du Verdon, 
which at 700 metres deep is 
not unjustly known as the 
Grand Canyon of Provence. 

With frequent stops for vil¬ 
lage walks, lavender inspec¬ 
tion and local refreshment, it 
is possible to spend a very 
pleasant few days on and off 
the route de la lavande . And. 
barring Forcalquier on mar¬ 
ket day. not a crowd in sight

Age-old rivals unite 
at the altar 

Ruth Gledhill visits one of the few parish churches in Britain 
shared by Anglican and Roman Catholic worshippers

ST' BASIL and AU 
1 Saints at Widnes, in 
Cheshire, is one of 
; the few combined 

Anglican and Cath- 
olic churches in 
Bft > Britain. The vicar¬ 

age and presbytery 
stand on either side of the church, 
which was built in the late 1960s to 
serve the new Upton and Sutton 
Cherry housing estates. Many 
came to the parish from the Dingle 
and Speke areas of Liverpool, 
where strong sectarian rivalries 
existed between Protestants and 
Catholics. 

On one wall of the church there is 
a striking bronze sculpture depict¬ 
ing St Basil the Great, surrounded 
by modem figures, such as 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer, who tried to 
assassinate Hitler. The Rev Ray 
Bridson. die Anglican vicar who is 
called “Father” by parishioners, 
said: “Those shown with St Basil 
are contemporary or recent figures 
whose lives and actions convey 
what we feel to be the essence of 
sainthood and Christian vaiues. 
The idea was that holy men and 
women are not just people in 
stained-glass windows.” 

About 400 people attend the 
Catholic mass on Sunday and 100 
the Anglican eucharist. 1 went to 
the shared service, evening prayer 
or vespers, which was unrepresen¬ 
tative in terms of numbers, but 
gave a sense of the spirit of 
ecumenicalism because, although 
we used the Catholic rite, the 
service was taken by the Anglican 
vicar. 

It appeared that vespers has still 
to catch on in the wider church. 
Terri Cloherty, the mother of four 
children and chair of the parent- 
teacher association of St Basil's 
primary school, was the only 
congregant, apart from myself and 
the photographer. 

We said evening prayer from the 
Catholic Divine Office, the “liturgy 
of the hours”, which sets out 
worship of God throughout the 
day. The office followed the classic 
partem of Christian worship: a 
reading, a response and a prayer. 
We sat in the second pew with 
Father Paul Crowe, the Roman 
Catholic parish priest, who guided 
us through the book, while Fr 


Bridson led the service, seated on 
the front pew. We did not sing but 
said the hymn. “Praise to the 
Holiest in the Height”, by John 
Henry Newman, which seemed 
appropriate. Newman founded the 
high church Oxford Movement in 
die Church of England before 
joining the Catholic church and 
becoming a cardinal. The entire 
service lasted about ten minutes. 

The church was built with a 
vestry and the Catholic equivalent, 
a sacristy, but now the two clergy 
share the sacristy and the vestry 
has been turned into a resource 
room with overhead projectors.

videos and tapes, where they hold 
joint classes to prepare people for 
adult baptism and confirmation. 

Initially, the Catholics wor¬ 
shipped in a dual-purpose church 
hall, and the Anglicans met in their 
own school hall. A decade later, 
both needed new church buildings 
and opted to build one and share it. 
The foundation stone was blessed 
by Pope John Paul II on his visit to 
the UK in 1982, and the church was 
completed the following year. 

- There are a few indications that 
this is not an ordinary church. A 
holy water stoop on the left of the 
entrance porch is used by Catholics 
and a few Anglicans to make the 
sign of the cross as they enter the 
church. Members of both denomi¬ 
nations light the votive candles and 
say prayers beneath the statue of 
the Virgin Mary on the east side. 
Piles of blue Anglican service books 
and brown Catholic missals are 
piled side by side. 

The beech pews form a semi¬ 
circle around the one altar and a 
crucifix donated by the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Liverpool. 


the Most Rev Derek Worlock, and 
the Anglican bishop, the Right Rev 
David Sheppard. The font com¬ 
bines the old oak and modem brass 
of those used by the churches when 
they met separately. 

On Important holy days, the two 
congregations take part in “simul¬ 
taneous celebrations of the eucha- 
rist". Anglicans and Catholics are 
told clearly to go to their own clergy 
to receive communion. 

According to the two clergy, the 
visibility of their unity has 
discomfited some in both dioceses. 
The debate has reached even the 
ears of the Vatican. At times, 
concern has been expressed over 
the practice of holding joint eucha- 
rists and of keeping the “reserved 
sacrament" of both denominations 
in the one tabernacle, a brass 
receptacle on the sanctuary wall. 
Reserved sacrament consists of a 
small amount of the elements kept 
back after mass or eucharist for 
visits to the sick or housebound. A 
red light on the wall bums when 
the sacrament is present 

Although the two sacraments at 
Widnes are kept in separate com¬ 
partments. and both clergy trust 
each other not to touch or use the 
wrong one. critics fear tampering 
could take place. I asked Fr Crowe 
whether he considers Fr Bridson's 
orders to be valid. He answered: “If 
someone said to me. ‘Is Ray a 
priest? I would say. yes of course 
he is — in the Churdi of England." 

Everything they do is within the 
strictures of a closely worded legal 
document, which sets out the rules 
for their shared arrangements. 
Mrs Cloherty. a member of the 
joint church council which meets 
bi-monthly to co-ordinate admin- 
stration, maintenance and some 
pastoral work, said: “It works well. 
When we have a joint service, you 
would not know who was Catholic 
and who was Church of England. 
Everyone is ecumenical. There is 
no selfishness." 

Fr Crowe said: “We let the 
theologians have the theological 
debates. At the end of the day we 
are working for one church, united 
in heart, mind, belief and love.”

visits a historic Scottish castle that has improved gracefully down the years 



The garden built with a lasting passion: even the scarecrow seems to have a happy smile in the serenely beautiful and well-stocked walled garden at Kellie Castle 


A small, enclosed terrace 
looks out over the coun¬ 
tryside just outside the 
walled gardens of Kdlie 
Castle, about two miles inland from 
Ansfruther on the Firth of Forth. 
There are climbing roses and wall 
fruit, small shrub roses growing 
with scented pinks along the walls, 
and old-fashioned scented roses 
climbing the railings. It is a scene of 
serenity and beauty. 

Inside the walled garden, the 
powers, fruit and vegetables grow 
jn the most astonishing composi- 
. .non of colours and textures. It is 
like a scene from the medieval 
Romance of the Rose, with its 
colours and scents, the sound of 
bees and the singing of birds. 

The head gardener, Kathleen 
Sayer, loves die garden with a 
passion which began with her first 
glimpse of it She promptly volun¬ 
teered to help with the gardening, 
was later employed part-time, and 
three years ago took charge. 

Ms Sayer believes there is some¬ 
thing exceptional about the atmo¬ 
sphere of Kellie, and on even a 
slight acquaintance I agree. 

The castle and its round towers 
date from the early 15th century, 
but had fallen into dereliction 


Castle walls fall to the old roses 


when, in the 1870s. the eminent 
lawyer James Lorimer and his wife. 
Hannah, came across it and per¬ 
suaded the Earl of Mar to lease it to 
them. They immediately set about 
restoring and refurnishing the 
unfashionably small rooms to a 
stare of comfort and refinement, 
without altering the character. 

The talented and creative 
Lorimer family continued to be 
associated wifi] the castle and 
garden until 1970. when the proper¬ 
ty passed to the National Trust far 
Scotland. And even now the octoge¬ 
narian Hew Lorimer, the last of the 
family, has rooms there. 

James and Hannah's son Robert, 
who later became a notable archi¬ 
tect, developed a strong sense of the 
Scottish vernacular, and the 


garden, like the castle, kept its 
original charm throughout its im¬ 
provements. The first impression 
on his youngest sister. Louise, was 
that within its tumbledown wall, 
the garden was "a wilderness of 
neglected gooseberry bushes, 
gnarled apple trees and old-world 
roses, which struggled through the 
weeds, summer after summer with 
a sweet persistence". 

Despite vagaries in its fortunes, 
the present garden retains these 
elements of an aid-style kitchen 
garden. Some ancient fruit trees, 
including an old Scots pear called 
Hessle, are still trained on the 
walls, and Ms Sayer has planted 
more old varieties. 

The main paths and compart¬ 
ments are those of the old garden 


but Robert Lorimer added two 
pretty corner gardens, which have 
been restored recently, as have 
other Lorimer touches such as the 
elegant arches and plant supports, 
and a carved stone basket by Hew 
Lorimer. arrestingly planted with 
an unusual combination of the 
mallow Primley Blue and a froth of 
daily-flowering argyranthemums. 

One of the two crossing paths is 
lined with a hedge of Rosa Mundi 
(Rosa gallica variegata). said to be 
more than 100 years old; the other 
features a stunning combination of 
the fleecy blue catmint Six Hills 
Giant, with a rich blue-purple 
screen of delphiniums behind it. 

There is no lack of popular plants 
here, but they are grown supremely 
well and in interesting combina¬ 


tions. There is a wild flower mead¬ 
ow in one of the compartments, 
while blocks of cabbage and leeks 
look completely at home in some of 
the outer beds. It all made me itch 
to get home and restore same shape 
to my late-summer muddle. 

Ms Sayers skill is to make every¬ 
thing look deceptively simple, but 
maintaining this full-flowered look 
is not easy. Climbers and cottage 
garden plants, rarities and wild- 
lings such as the heart's-ease 
pansy, yellow poppies and mul¬ 
leins, have to be judiciously re¬ 
viewed. As a result. Kellie is a 
serenely happy place, where even 
the scarecrow has a smile.

• Colchicums and other autumn-flowering bulbs should be planted 
as soon as possible (3-5in/S-13cm deep) in grass or cultivated soil 

• Trim holly,yew, hornbeam and Lawson cypress hedges. 

• Continue feeding container plants and water them frequently 
{arrangingfor someone else to do the job if you go on holiday).

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Piers of the fishing realm 


A long shingled beaches 
and out from the head¬ 
lands. under rusting 
piers and beneath a thousand 
bobbing boats, sea fishes of all 
kinds are pressing themselves 
to the bottom and pulling the 
weed down over their eyes. 
August marks the high-water 
line of summer, and the annu¬ 
al assault by holiday anglers 
has reached its peak. 

Even today, with all our 
technological distractions, 
fishing remains as much a part 
of the seaside ritual as bright 
pink rock and the cockle stall. 

11 is one of those things that the 
British do, like paddling and 
playing pitch and putt and 
getting lured into deathlocks 
by deck-chair frames. 

One reason, no doubt, is its 
sheer availability. No-one has 
to go anywhere to “go fishing": 
the fishing is simply there. 
Another is that it provides a 
real diversion for those who 
would never fish at other times: 
an alternative to yet another 
day on the beach, or another 
drive along a crowded road to 
the next-but-one crowded bay. 
Yet another attraction is that 
fishing is a wonderful way of 
keeping the rest of the family 
quiet and some way distant 
Children of all ages, not 


excluding fathers, will happily 
spend hours on shuddering 
piers and grey quay walls, 
watching a float rise and fall on 
the living sea. Even more will 
sit absorbed aboard the Sky¬ 
lark. listening to the pat and 
lap of water and thrilling to the 
soft semaphore of a captured 
fish, winking and spiralling its 
way up through the deeps. 

Sea fishing is not of course, 
for everyone, or even for every 
angler. There is a crudity abour 
the tackle, a messiness about 
the bait that many, myself 
included, would find unap¬ 
pealing if encountered too of¬ 
ten. But once in a while, under 
a hot sun and a kiss-me-quick 
hat the seaside outing remains 
for millions, year after year, an 
escape to childhood, a 
legitimised retreat 

The resorts know it well 
Every novelty shop sells simple 
lines that can be fished from 
the hand, most of them 
equipped with weights heavy 
enough to capsize a battleship 
and hooks big enough to right 
one again. Real gear is avail¬ 
able from tackle shops, at a 
price, for those intent on taking 
matters more seriously. In 
truth, though, the handlines 
will suffice for the pier and the 
quay and most boats-trips in-

dude tackle-hire in the price. 

For all the pleasures that the 
shore can provide, it is the boat 
trip that offers the adventure. 
Boat trips typically come by the 
hour, the two-hour, the half 
day and the full day. As with 
most things, you get what you 
pay for, be it a chug outside the 
harbour wall or several hours 
over a recognised “mark” some 
way towards the Antipodes. 

While the shorter trips are 
suitable for everyone, the long¬ 
er are not In particular, the 
full-day trip where leads are 
whirled like bolas and decks 




are booby-trapped with tackle 
is no place for small children. 

Whatever price is asked for a 
fishing trip, the exact terms 
should be established first At 
this time of year, profiteering 
boatmen will not only rack up 
their prices to reap the “grockie 
harvest” but may insist on 
keeping the catch as well If 
they do, and if your heart is set 
on a pomp-and-drcumstance 
parade before the family, move 
on. Not every shark is found in 
the sea. and it is good to leave 
one gasping.

That said, most things caught 
inshore are likely to be fiat as 
well as small. The commonest 
real fish to be caught on the 
shorter trips this month — and 
one of the most delicious to eat 
when fresh — is the mackerel. 
An occasional bonus will be 
bass, bright silver fish that 
often “school” inshore and can 
be caught on the simple spin¬ 
ning lures that mackerel-fish¬ 
ers often use. They are also one 
of the few fish that can matcha 
mackerel on a plate. Beware, 
though, the spiny fins on their 
backs and knife-sharp edges to 
their gills. 

Mary of the longer trips 
specialise in wreck fishing. The 
coasts of Britain are surround¬ 
ed by sunken ships, and every 
such hulk has its population of 
fish — often made up of many 
different species. Perhaps the 
best known among them, and 
the most formidable, are the 
huge conger eels. 

Finally, of course, there are 
the sharks — the true sharks. 
Several species of shark includ¬ 
ing blues, porbeagles, makos 
and threshers swim harmlessly 
in the seas off Britain, and 
there are major concentrations 
of them off the southwest 
peninsula The shark run in 


size from tens of pounds to 
hundreds and some vast fish, 
including even world records, 
have been taken on rod and 
line off Devon in the past 

Fishing for shark is a 
specialised business but many 
boat owners make a special 
business of it — and catch the 
fish in numbers. As might be 
imagined, this is a more seri¬ 
ous form of fishing than most 
holidaymakers encounter, not 
least because the creature can 
bite back when landed. If one 
does, or objects to being tagged 
for scientific purposes before it 
is released, as roost of them are. 
the pier-end will hold an ap¬ 
peal not previously sensed. 

On a long trip, the attrac¬ 
tions of the humble pier can be 
enhanced for another reason. 
The larger boats used for such 
trips place the angler high 
above the water and exagger¬ 
ate the lift and yaw of the 
slowest swell. Even adults un¬ 
troubled by a bobbing harbour 
boat should therefore take a 
sickness pill before leaving. 

Once far out to sea and 
feeling queasy, it will be too 
late. There will then be nothing 
to look forward to but a 
familiar reflection and it mil 
be glimpsed only briefly, over 
the side.

Byron was also keen on 
water, and swam daily in a 
stagnant ducfcpond near 
Newstead Abbey. You begin to 
wonder what effect this had on 
the poet’s mental well-being; 
after leaving a party in Venice; 
he dived fiifly clothed Into the 
Grand Canal and swam home, 
holding a torch to warn off 
passing gondoliers. And on 
swimming the Hellespont on 
May 3 1810, Byron wrote: “I 
plume myself on this achieve¬ 
ment more than I could possi¬ 
bly do any kind of glory, 
political, poetical or rhetori¬ 
cal" confirming that even a 
modest spell of breastroke can 
buckle a great man's sense of 
proportion. 

As for Flaubert, it is hard to 
read Madame Bovary with an 
open mind once you discover 
that its author liked to compare 
the sensation of swimming to 
“a thousand liquid nipples 
travelling over the body*. If 
this prospect makes you reach 
for your swimsuil you may 
delude yourself into thinking 
that you are looking for “a 
method of propulsion through 
water, the value of which, as a 
physical activity and as a 
recreation, is second to none".

A Jekyll place to hide away

Buntrock reports 


T he ascendant star of the 
gardening guru Gertrude 
Jekyil appears to be un- 
_f Q ue fichable, as a profusion 
of books, exhibitions, articles and 
television programmes continue to 
mark the 150th anniversary of her 
bum The focus of interest inevita- 
cen ^ e * on the hamlet of 
Munstead m Surrey, where she 
created her home and garden in 
roUaboration with Edwin Lutyens 
To thousands of Jekyil devotees 
around the world, the estate, 
Munstead Wood, represents more 
than just the cradle of her garden¬ 
ing philosophy - it symbolises a 
tap-root to a nostalgic dream of 
traditional craftsmanship and old- 
fashioned English values. 

With perfect timing, in this 
anniversary year, part of her 
garden has come on to the market, 
together with the cottage designed 
by Lutyens for her head gardener. 
For ardent Jekyil/Lutyens fans, the 
property has a magical extra 
ingredient; the garden contains the 
famous Thunder House, a small, 
elevated folly constructed by the 
architect so that Miss Jekyil could 
watch the approach of storms 
across the neighbouring valley. 

Most of Lutyens's houses are 
stately piles built for wealthy clients 
and, being the work of England's 
most celebrated 20th-century archi¬ 
tect, they can command extraordi¬ 
nary prices when they finally come 
on the markeL 

But Munstead Orchard, as the 
gardener’s cottage is now called, is 
a small house, standing in an acre 
of ground, and is for sale at a 
relatively modest £250.000 through 
the Godaiming estate agent 
Westwood and Company (0483 
429393). With the exception of the 
rest of Miss Jekyil"s former estate, it 
would be hard to imagine a 
property more evocative of the 
partnership or more central to the 
pair’s “arts and crafts" ideals." 
Munstead Orchard lies wedged 




between the mam Godaiming Road 
and the country lane which leads to 
Miss 'Jekyll’s former home. Much 
of the garden is surrounded by the 
original high walls, built of locally 
quarried Bargaie stone, inset with 
huge, studded, oak doors. It is a 
private, secret setting, perfectly wed¬ 
ded to tiie gardener’s house with its 
typical Lutyens sequence of sweep¬ 
ing roofs and soaring chimneys. 

The house contains manv ele-

ments of the Surrey vernacular that 
so inspired Miss Jekyil and 
Lutyens’s early work — stone walls. 
tDe hanging, wide oak-framed win¬ 
dows and leaded lights. There is a 
pretty timbered front facade with a 
deep and spacious stone-flagged 
porch with bench seats, and con¬ 
taining a time-worn oak pastbox. 

Inside. the house has a home¬ 
spun feeling — after all, it was 
designed very much as a working 




home. The staircase leads off die 
dining-room and much of the 
downstairs is quaijy tiled- A large 
study is almost as important as the 
sitting and dining rooms. The 
layout downstairs appears to have 
been re-arranged in the past and 
the kitchen now enjoys a' long, 
picturesque, oak-mullioned win¬ 
dow. Upstairs are three spacious 
bedrooms and a shower, but the 
main bathroom is downstairs. (The

house is Grade 11 listed, so alter¬ 
ations would be frowned on.) 

Most rooms have original brick 
and oak fireplaces and deep oak 
window-sills, with a patina that has 
been acquired over the past 100 
years. Unfortunately, the original 
doors have been painted. Typical of 
the “arts and crafts" style is some 
idiosyncratic iron window furni¬ 
ture — tall, thin latches and large 
enema! half-moon catches to hold 
windows open. 

The garden is on three sides of 
the house and was originally part 
of Miss Jekyll’s orchard and latch- 
en garden. Fifteen aged fruit trees, 
many of them gnarled and listing, 
probably date from Miss Jekyil's 
time. Some of her favourite Dowers 
are in the garden — acanthus, 
verbascum. old shrub roses. 

On stepping through the en¬ 
trance gate to the small front 
garden, there is an immediate 
recognition of her garden style: the 
mandatory box hedging, begonias 
and yuccas. Ir would come as no 
surprise to meet her substantial 
ghost (she was 'a rather portly 
woman) on one of the garden's 
many gravel paths. But if Miss 
JekyU’s spiritual pres¬ 
ence still haunts any 
pan of Munstead Or¬ 
chard. it is felt most 
keenly in the Thunder 
House, which bears 
the inscription 
"GJ1895". This ro¬ 
mantic building re¬ 
sembles a small 
medieval stone tower 
and sits at the inter¬ 
section of two high 
perimeter walls, un¬ 
der the shade of a fig 
tree. Stone steps, stip¬ 
pled with moss and 
hart's tongue ferns, 
curve up to the kx>k- 

_ out post beneath a 

pointed, tiled roof. 
Sadly, trees obscure the erstwhile 
panoramic view across the Wey 
valley, but there is still a pleasant 
vista over neighbouring fields. 

Inside, there is enough room for 
a few diairs and. in the crepuscular 
shadows of a summer evening, this 
would be the perfect spot to enjoy a 
drink with friends — though Miss 
Jekyil might not approve.

Recipe for 
creative 
youngsters 

Jane Humphreys cooks up some ideas 
for entertaining children in the holidays 


C hildren love cooking, and 
it makes a good, cheap 
activity in the summer 
holidays. Lack of experi¬ 
ence and skill is balanced by the 
single-mindedness children bring 
to anything they really enjoy. 

Cooking activities should be 
geared to abilities; age is not a 
reliable indicator. Generally, child¬ 
ren aged up to ten need super¬ 
vision; older children can be given 
more autonomy. An adult should 
always there, no matter how com¬ 
petent a child appears, to keep an 
eye out for potential dangers. 

Children up to seven or eight are 
primarily interested in the process 
rather than the result and like 
“hands on" cooking. Kneading 
dough or rolling pastry can en¬ 
thrall a six-year-old; the dough can 
eventually become pirn or rolls, 
and the pastry can be transformed 
into jam tarts or cheese straws. 

Simple activities such as scrub¬ 
bing new potatoes, or podding 
peas, may delight a four-year-old, 
although a ten-year-old sibling will 
view it as “work". 

Children of all ages love using a 
grater for carrots, cheese and 
chocolate. The electric hand-whisk 
is also a favourite; the food proces¬ 
sor is spumed — it replaces the very 
activities children are interested in. 

Anything that involves cracking 
eggs is a winner. Eggy bread is 
quick to make for breakfast, lunch 
or tea. and a four-plus youngster 
can break and whisk the eggs, and 
dip the bread, while a parent does 
the frying.

Break the eggs into a shallow dish 
and beat well with a fork or whisk. 
Add a little salt and pepper if you 
like. Heal the butter and oil 
together in a frying-pan until hot 
Dip the slices of bread into the 


beaten egg. You can do this with 
your fingers or a fish slice; let any 
extra egg run back into the dish. 
Fry thebread on both sides until 
crisp and brown. Cut the eggy 
bread into squares or fingers and 
eat while still hot 
From die ages of nine or ten, 
children are more motivated by the 
end result, and they are keen to 
cook things they like to eat Kebabs, 
meatballs, pizzas and beefburgers 
are all popular. Older children also 
experiment with standard recipes; 
dried herbs and Cocopops some¬ 
times put in an appearance in my 
13-year-old’s fruit cake. Experience 
has taught him. however, not to 
mess around with the basic weight 
ratio of ingredients. 

M y 11-year-old likes 
making choux 
pastry, which he uses 
for profiteroles, 
eclairs, or a big savoury ring to fill 
with a cheesy vegetable mixture. 
Experience, again, has taught that 
if you add the eggs too soon to the 
hot liquid, the pastry does not 
work. 

Children aged nine and up enjoy 
making die profiteroles, but need 
supervision when heating die but¬ 
ter and water, melting die 
chocoloate, and using the oven.

Set the oven temperature to 200C/ 
400F. mark gas 6. Make a crease 
down the centre of a large sheet of 
greaseproof paper and sift the flour 
on to the paper. Cut up the butter 
and place in a small saucepan with 
die water. Heat until the butter has 
melted and the water starts to boil. 
Take off the heat, then tip the flour 
down the crease into the saucepan 
all in one go. Beat the mixture with 
a wooden spoon for a minute. Cool

While mother's away the children will play: but their messy game of pretend cooking can be turned into something more appetising 


for five minutes. Meanwhile, beat 
the eggs in a small bowL After five 
minutes, beat them little by little 
into die cooled mixture in the sauce¬ 
pan. until you have smooth, shiny 
paste. Now grease a baking sheet 
with butter or margarine, and 
place teaspoons of the mixture on it 
Leave a gap between each blob of 
mixture. You may need to use two 
baking sheets. Place the baiting 
sheets in the oven, and cook for ten 


minutes, then turn the temperature 
up to 220C/ 425F, gas mark 7. Bake 
for another 15 minutes, then look at 
the buns, which should be puffy 
and golden brown. If they are not 
cook for another five to tai minutes. 
Remove the buns from the oven 
and place cm a wire rack to cooL 
Prick each bun with the point of a 
knife to let out steam. 

Put the chocolate and two table¬ 
spoons of cold water into a bowl 


and place the bowl on try of a pan 
containing a little hot water. Heat 
the pan gently until die chocolate 
mefis, that take off die heat and stir 
until smooth. Whisk the cream 
until fairly stiff. Make a bole in the 
side of each profiterole and fill with 
whipped cream — using an icing- 
bag nozzle, or a teaspoon. Pile the 
filled profiteroles cm to a plate and 
pour die melted chocolate over 
them. Serve hot or warm.

aDdng through the 
Highgrove estate. 
1 casually in a nice 
green crew^iedc pullover and wide 
Chino trousers, the Prince of Wales 
is deferring to his resident orni¬ 
thologist “How many nesting 
boxes are there now?" he asks. 
"Eighty-two." comes the reply. “As 
many as that?" muses the Prince, 
impressed. It was a scene repeated 
several times in last nights Surviv¬ 
al Special (ITV) about the wildlife 
of Highgrove. “This is quite an old 
badger set" the Prince would say, 
vaguely. “Goes back a hundred 
years," says die yokel at his side. 
“As long as that? Amazing." 
Peering into a bird-box. HRH 


All very encouraging, naturally 


ventures an opinion. “There must 
be six chicks in here” "Seven." 
“Gosh, seven." 

That impeccable manners some¬ 
times work to one's disadvantage 
was painfully illustrated by these 
moments. The Prince was in a deft 
stick, obviously. Modestly filling 
in the bits between pretty dose-ups 
of the rabbits, badgers, foxes, 
newts and fidd-mice which flour¬ 
ish on his green pleasant organic 
farms; he was obliged to ask polite 


royal questions, and make polite 
royal noises of approval (“That’S 
very encouragingi in response. 
But it left a weird confusion in the 
viewer’s mind. Doesnt he know 
the age of the badger set? Of course 
he does. So why shouldn't he take 
the credit? "Yes." he should have 
announced, proudly. “We have 82 
nesting boxes here, and actually it 
wos all my idecT. 

Ifyou were making a documen¬ 
tary about your own garden, you 


would want to make such things 
very dear. "See this whirligig 
clothes drier? It doesnt look much, 
but when this was set up, I drove to 
Bratton three times for extra bags 
of cement Three times. I'll never 
forget" It would go against the 
grain to take the modest HRH 
approach. “Is this a clothes drier?" 
“Yes, of the whirligig variety. It 
goes round aid round. You hang 
washing on it With pegs. Which 
are these wooden things." “Fasci¬ 


nating. Gosh. I wish I were clever 
Eke you. How many of these have 
we got now?" “Just the one." “Still, 
the fact that it has taken up 
residence in one's garden is— well, 
it's encouraging." 

Elsewhere in the commentary 
(read with due gravity by Ian 
Holm], the point was made that 
the Prince knows precisely whai 
he’s doing, and that die intended 
long-term beneficiaries of his or¬ 
ganic Canning and gardening are 


the rabbits, owls etcetera which 
are conspicuously whooping ft up 
at Highgrove while the Prince 
(presumably) sits lonely indoors. 
The narration sometimes told us 
sli g h tl y irrelevant facts — such as 
that chickens roost on high perch¬ 
es because they originated in die 
forests of Asia — but otherwise 
took us nicely through the seasons, 
starting with a picnfle-postcard 
blanket of snow and ending with 
autumnal gusts. 


The usual nafrme-programme 
sleight of hand pertained. When 
you see a shot of a pond (from 
above), and then see newts swim¬ 
ming in weeds, it is sometimes a 
shod: to realise that this was 
filmed in a tank, even though it is 

obvious no cameraman will sit m a

Klaus Tennstedt is our CD Direct choice 


this month. Richard Morrison profiles 


him and introduces the four selected CDs 


T he story of Klaus 
Tennstedt is really very 
simple. He is a man who 
has suffered much, and is 
suffering now. Illness has just 
forced him to cancel all his concerts 
until next year. He has endured the 
kind of continual pain dial few 
have known, and his career as a 
conductor has been destroyed, 
seemingly for ever, more than once. 

All this he has borne with 
courage. But much more than that 
He has triumphed over adversity. 
Fate has battered him. but made 
him stranger and greater as a 
musician. It has drawn him. in 
particular, to the ■ 
music of composers 
such as Beethoven 
and Mahler whose 
lives have also been 
turbulent and 
touched with 
tragedy. 

And to this music 
Tennstedt has 
brought a depth of 
response that has 
shocked, riveted 
and finally elated 
audiences the 
world over. To journey with 
Tennstedt through a symphony is 
to penetrate the heart of darkness, 
and ultimately to experience a 
glorious feeling of rebirth. I just 
wish his genius had been recog¬ 
nised when he was 30 instead of 50: 
for the truth is that Tennstedt has 
enjoyed fewer than 20 years at die 
top. That makes the memory of his 
performances burn all the more 
intensely. 

Tennstedrs setbacks began early. 
Studying in post-war Leipzig, he 
was shaping into a fine violinist, 
when suddenly a growth between 
the knuckles of his fingering hand 
restricted its mobility. Nonplussed, 
he switched to his second study, the 
piano, became a repetiteur in a 
small opera house, and worked his 
way into conducting. 

Thai was in the early 1950s. 
Twenty years- later, he was still 
unknown outside the Eastern bloc. 
He and bis wife. Inge, came over to 
the West in 1971. But who wanted to 
engage a middle-aged East Ger¬ 
man with no reputation?The music 
business feeds on whisddds, not 
never-has-beens- 
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Then in 1974 a famously shrewd 
orchestral manager, Walter Horn- 
burger of the Toronto Symphony, 
booked Tennstedt as a late replace¬ 
ment. Tennstedt did well, and was 
hired by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra to conduct Bruckner's 
gigantic Eighth Symphony. He 
was made for this moment and the 
moment made him. The concert 
caused a sensation. 

‘I still cannot believe it” he 
recalled much later. “That Boston 
concert the incredible headline 
‘Once In A lifetime’ over the review 
in the Boston Globe: it was a 
miracle." A star was bom. albeit 
somewhat late in 
life. The unknown 
German had every 
big orchestra in 
America calling 
him up. 

But it was in 
London that Tenn- 
stedi subsequently 
made most of his 
music He devel¬ 
oped a dose rap¬ 
port with the 
London Philhar¬ 
monic and became 
its principal conductor in 1980. His 
repertoire never did grow much: 
Mahler. Bruckner, Strauss, 
Brahms and Wagner are his meat 
and drink. But he championed an 
unashamedly romantic approach 
to Beethoven, light-years away 
from the clinical “authentic” perfor¬ 
mances beginning to dominate in 
concerts and recordings. Those 
who longed to return to the days 
when conductors flaunted their 
pride and prejudice flocked to 
Tennstedrs concerts. And even 
those who didn't, myself included, 
came to scoff and stayed to cheer. 

Then disaster struck again. It 
was 1985. Tennstedt customarily 
smoked ten cigarettes an hour. 
Unwise, perhaps. Throat cancer 
was diagnosed; radiation treatment 
prescribed. Forced out of musical 
life, he brooded and feared the 
worst Yet each time he returned to 
the concert platform, he conducted 
extraordinary performances, quite 
outside the experience of anyone 
present including the players. 

I remember one electrifying Fes¬ 
tival Hall performance of his 
favourite Mahler symphony: the

B eeth oven. Symphonies Nos 6 and 
8 Klaus Tennstedt, London Phil¬ 
harmonic Orchestra, 189301 
These two Beethoven symphonies 
show the most good-humoured 
side of the composer.

Few conductors have 
brought this musical landscape to 
life as vividly as Tennstedt.

Schubert never heard his Ninth 
Symphony performed; he died at 
the age of 31 soon after it was 
written.

It 
is coupled here with Mendels¬ 
sohn's delightful, sunny “Italian"

grim Sixth, in which death knocks 
three times in the finale. And there 
was another emotional London 
return, at which the choir unfurled 
a banner reading “Welcome Back 
Klaus". Unfortunately, Tennstedt 
is short-sighted. “I couldn't read it,” 
he said. "I thought it was some sort 
of political demonstration." 

But six operations, combined 
with Tennstedrs obsessive desire to 
conduct each rehearsal as if it were 
a concert and each concert as if it 


were Armageddon, took its tolL In 
1987, rehearsing the London Phil¬ 
harmonic for a Prom, he collapsed. 
An hour later, he had relinquished 
his principal-conductor tide. 

Since that day, his concerts have 
seemed like marvellous bonuses: a 
man shaking his fist at Fate, as 
Beethoven is reputed to have done. 
And Tennstedrs cancellations? 
True music-lovers just pray that he 
will always come back. 

He is both inspirational and 


eccentric. He dismisses all period- 
instrument performers of Mozart 
and Beethoven as "gangsters". As 
for 20th-century music, he 
summarises his attitude with the 
sentence “Mahler was the last 
genius”. Mahler died in 1911. 

His passion outside music has 
been hot-air ballooning, preferably 
2,000 feet above the Rockies where 
there is absolute silence. Orches¬ 
tras. even the hard-bitten crews of 
New York and London, love him 


for his humanity and humility, and 
play their hearts out for him — as 
can be heard on the four superb 
recordings selected here. He was 
the first German to conduct the 
Israel Philharmonic, and a few 
years ago the orchestra planted 36 
trees in his honour: an aid Hebrew 
way of wishing somebody a long 
life. Anyone who has ever experi¬ 
enced his concerts or records—and 
experience is the right word — will 
say “hear, hear" to that.

RECORDS 


T hough we did not know 
it at the time, this was to 
be the final act A matter 
of weeks after his orchestral 
concert with Quincy Jones at 
the 1991 Montreux Festival, 
Miles Dans succumbed to the 
last of many illnesses. He at 
least made his public farewell 
with something of a Sourish- 
On Live at Montreux 
(Warner Bros 9362-45221) he 
committed what was. for him. 
a grievous sin, by reliving his 
past successes — namely his 
glorious. collaborations with 
the late Gil Evans. Miles 
Ahead, Porgy and Bess, 
Sketches of Spain: these are 
albums which win be played 
and played long after his 
dabblings with Michael Jack- 
son songs have beat forgotten. 

There is a pleasing symme¬ 
try, then, about tins perfor¬ 
mance, even if Davis is dearly 
wdJ bdow his best For much 
of the show, in fact he is 
content to let his understudy 
Wallace Roney — 30 years his 
junior — negotiate the more 
intricate passages. It is an 
eerie and poignant experience. 
Roney possesses a brighter, 
more resonant tone than Da¬ 
vis in his heyday, but his 
unhurried phrasing and his 
strangled half-valve effects are 
hang on target. 

Davis sounds particularly

hesitant on the opening track, 
a sluggish reading of 
“Bopliaty", an elegant cham¬ 
ber piece from the Birth of the 
Cool sessions. The weakness¬ 
es in articulation — often 
masked by the high-volume 
vamping of his fusion bands— 
are exposed all too cruelly in 
this more formal setting. 


No matter. There are more 
than enough flickers of the old 
Davis, notably in the medley 
from Miles Ahead, to make 
the venture worthwhile, and 
Evans’s sumptuous arrange¬ 
ments (diligently restored by 
Gil Goldstein) are given new 
life by the spirited playing of 
both Evans's ensemble and 


the George Gruntz Concert 

Jazz Band. 

“Here Come De Honey 
Man" achieves a more round¬ 
ed orchestral texture than the 
original on Porgy and Bess, 
and you only wish that the 
tantalising fragment of “The 
Pan Piper" — token from 
Sketches of Spain — could 


have been expanded to three 
or four times the length. A 
video of the event is due to be 
released shortly. 

With the second anniversa¬ 
ry of Davis’S death falling next 
month we can expect a further 
torrent of old and new materi¬ 
al Columbia, for example, 
will be reissuing 12 albums at 
mid-price, with Kind of Blue 
at the head of the list The 
remainder include the swag¬ 
gering film soundtrack/! Trib¬ 
ute to Jack Johnson, the 
eminently forgettable come¬ 
back album The Man With 
The Horn and Decoy, the most 
durable of all the Eighties 
dates. 

Live recordings continue to 
surface on a variety of small 
labels. Not to be confused with 
the 1991 concert. In Montreux- 
(Jazz Door JD-1235) is the work 
of the slam-bam funk line-up 
of two years earlier, Chaka 
Khan making a guest appear¬ 
ance, to no great effect, on 
“Human Nature". More re¬ 
warding for traditionalists is 
the budget-price At The 
Blackhawk, Vols I&2 (Giants 
of Jazz CI>53I35/6). selections 
from Davis’s stunning resi¬ 
dency in San Francisco in 1961. 
Though not as famous as the 
prestige concerts ai Carnegie 
Hall and lincoln Center it 
contains, for my money, the 
most exhilarating live display 
by any of his quintets.

This programme is well 
illustrated with film dips, 
ranging from Mumau’s clas¬ 
sic Nosfemtu to the kitsch 
excesses of the Hammer cycles 
through to the gloriously silly 
Blacula (“Honey, I've given 
you something there's no cure 
for”), and covers the gamut of 
cultural interpretations of the 
vampire myth, from Aids to 
xenophobia. (The only draw¬ 
back to the programme is the 
very actorly actor who does 
the narrating and hams it up 
as much as he can whenever 
the camera foolishly turns to 
him.)

It is possible to make films 
about famous dead people 
without falling into the trap of: 
“What's up, Wolfgang?" “It’s 
that Salieri — ooh er. he 
makes a funny-tasting cup of 
tea.” In 1963. John Lennon and 
Brian Epstein, the Beaties’ 
manager, went to Barcelona 
for a long weekend. If you 
believe Albert Goldman's 
speculative biography, that 
weekend was a riot of sado¬ 
masochistic sex, Epstein was 
gay: Lennon was not entirely 
happily married and his 
nerves were shot from a heavy 
work and play schedule. 

This charming film, inex¬ 
pensively made by David 
Munch, beautifully written 
and acted, presents an entirely 
convincing alternative to the 
Goldman version. The two 
men talk about themselves 
and each other. They go sight¬ 
seeing. They visit buildings 
designed by Gaudi, and a 
nightclub. Lennon gets off 
with an air stewardess who is 
a bit too bright to be the 
perfect dolly bird, and when 
he and Epstein do attempt 
some physical intimacy all 
that happens is a brief bit of 
cuddling in the bath tub, 
which ffie embarrassed Len¬ 
non quickly brings to a close. 

Ian Hart as John Lennon is 
suitably dever and vulnerable 
and arrogant. And David 
Angus plays Brian Epstein as 
a sad decadent, unrequited^ 
besotted with his star and 
doomed to melancholy.

At the age of 15, Philip Knight 
hanged himself in Swansea 
prison. This two-and-a-half- 
nour drama-documentary 
shows with careful steps how 
a seemingly ordinary adoles¬ 
cent became a taciturn atten¬ 
tion-seeking delinquent and 


finally self-destructed, a victim 
of himself and the lumbering 
processes of the judicial and 
social work systems. 

It is uniformly well-acted 
and well shot, good on the 
claustrophobia of lower mid¬ 
dle-class life and excellent on 
the processes that helped to 
destroy Knight It makes for 
compelling viewing but it 
lacks the vital spark of suc¬ 
cessful drama. 

Ultimately, the message is a 
little too simple: Family is 
Good. (“If we don’t get him a 
mum he's going to top him¬ 
self," says one of his better 
social workers at one of their 
interminable social worker 
meetings.) And for' all the 
lingering shots of die pretty 
pained surface of Daniel New¬ 
man as Knight at no time do 
we get the feeling that we 
know what is going on inside 
his head. (The programme 
was three years in the making 
and rather shows it) 


Hie Wednesday Play: 

Hard Labour 

Wednesday, BBC2.9pm . 
Some of the repeats of The 
Wednesday Play have been 


disappointing — they have 
been accorded a half-remem¬ 
bered status they don’t really 
deserve. This one is brilliant 
Devised and directed by Mike 
Leigh in 1973. irs in the It's 
Grim Up North genre, with a 
nasty brute of a husband a 
suffering martyr of a wife 
(wonderfully played by Clif¬ 
ford Kershaw and Liz Smith), 
a game, unmarried daughter 
and a hen-pecked married son 
(Alison Steadman is the hem 
Bernard Hill is the peckee), 
with Ben Kingsley doing a 
pre-Gandhi Int as an Asian 
minicab driver and fixer. 

It shows the detail of their 
domestic life in all its horror 
and humour, with attempted 
escapes into beer and tea and 
religion. (“Oh dry uqp...Ob 
belt up... Is that kettle on?") 
It’s hill of excellent perfor¬ 
mances and wonderful, poeti¬ 
cally banal dialogue (“Where 
are you?" ‘In the bathroom-" 
“Where?" “In the bathroom.” 
“What are you doing?”). 

This is as good a work as 
Leigh has ever produced, 
much better than Abigail's 
Party and as fine as the 
awfully bleak Meantime. 


Witness: LA Divine 
Thursday, Channel 4,9pm 
Christopher Hitchens, the for¬ 
mer political commentator 
and now the “cultural critic" of 
Vanity Fair magazine, is given 
the plum assignment of going 
to Los Angeles to report on 
some of the wilder manifesta¬ 
tions of spiritual life there. 

"If you turn North America 
(Xi its ride." FTOnk Lloyd 
Wright said, “everything loose 
will roll to California." “I 
believe in the ten commandr 
ments," says a mfldiy crazed 
LA body-builder, and that 
seems fair enough until you 
realise that the object of his 
faith is tiie Cecil B. De Mille 
movie. (His other great line is 
when he points to one of the 
huge lumps in his arm and 
says: “I had a career-ending 
muscle explosion.") 

LA is a temple, Hitchens 
says. It'S the temple of seif- 
invention where you can re¬ 
make yourself, physically, 
mentally, financially, and not 
least spiritually. It's also like a 
giant supermarket where you 
cruise the aisles in your car 
and buy whatever spiritual life 
takes your fancy. Fire and 


brimstone are not popular 
here. When you’re shopping 
for redemption you want it 
straight away. 

Marian Williamson, who 
officiated at Elizabeth Taylor's 
most recent marriage, says, 
forgivingly: “Sin is an archoy 
terra — we missed the mark: 
we didn’t come from love on 
this one." Even the evangelical 
television preachers offer inst¬ 
ant redemption. (“No matter 
what you do you can be 
forgiven for." says, one grate¬ 
ful, if ungrammaticaL wor¬ 
shipper in tiie front seat of her 
car in the In Car Worship 
Park outside Robert Schuller's 
Glass Cathedral). 

Hitchens could have done 
with showing us more mani¬ 
festations of tiie LA divine, 
because sane of the ones he 
does show are such good 
value. (My favourites indude 
the worshippers of Superet 
Atom Aura Science — which 
has something to do with the 
divine nature of the atom 
bomb — who pad solemnly 
along in single file, like geriat¬ 
rics trying to find their ward, 
ringing over and over, “We 
are the Prince of Peace")
